Kings of Mean 

The worst legacy of this administration is the terrible behavior it fostered in its citizens

and irony, and it may be the raucous laughter 
of the strong man. But down these mean streets 
a man must go who is not himself mean, who is 
neither tarnished nor afraid. ”

the United States.” 

“Fella Americans [sputters out, coughing].” 

“He’s been sick.”

Last week this column was about the 
sheer, unembarrassed atavism of the current 
administration. Under its leadership, there 
has been a triumphant embrace and open 
parading of attitudes that had come to be 
considered unacceptable in any public dis- 
course. Racism; sexism; religious intoler- 
ance; unpatriotic, overly militant “patrio- 
tism”; and the kind of hostility on the part of 
some Americans toward others that was 
more reminiscent of the Red Raids of the 
1920s and the paranoid hostility of the 
McCarthy era than anything since the latter. 
This is not to argue that American attitudes 
had so profoundly changed but that the over- 
all public discourse had become more mod- 
erate. If one wants to argue that this was a 
hypocritical construct - to say that what one 
thought, rather than what one felt, was right 
- 1 vigorously disagree. The feelings being 
suppressed were of the most bigoted, socially 
unhealthy, and politically destructive sort; 


the language was reaching toward the light. 
There was a reasonable sense that the gut 
would follow the mind, that base instinct 
would eventually yield to cherished princi- 
ples. The Bush years gave a red light to the 
latter and more than a green light to the for- 
mer, actively celebrating its return to promi- 
nence in American political discussion. 

Accompanying this reactionary miscasting 
of the country’s social and political problems 
has been a calculated, semantic assault. 
Political/social words have come to mean the 
opposite of their long-established uses. This 
has been especially true of progressive words 
- the vocabulary whose purpose was to bring 
daily American life more in line with the 
ambitions of the Declaration of Independence. 
The prideful glee with which some right-wing 
political and religious conservatives are com- 
bining both of those comes across as pure, 
cynical nastiness. 

When, in a January 2005 ruling, the United 
States Supreme Court allowed the University 
of Michigan to use the most mild affirmative- 
action standards in considering applications 
for admission, this publication received (as 
did so many publications across the country) 
letters bitterly decrying the decision as the 
final nail in the coffin of Martin Luther King’s 
dream. Although there are minority politi- 
cians, community leaders, professionals, and 
citizens who are against affirmative action for 
any number of reasons, most of these letters, 
I suspect, did not come from seasoned veter- 
ans of a deep civil rights commitment, with 
long histories of activism. 

Rather, they mostly seemed to come from 
those opposed to affirmative action who were 


grabbing the opportunity to use bland gener- 
alizations, combined with Martin Luther 
King’s words, to assault continuing efforts 
toward genuinely colorblind civil rights. As I 
wrote last week and have written before, there 
are so many who don’t trust government to 
do anything, especially massive social engi- 
neering projects, who claim civil rights legisla- 
tion as the exception. Those who are enraged 
by the social safety net, as well as any massive 
government efforts to have an impact on 
social arrangements, declaring them failures 
before they have begun, will without embar- 
rassment champion this exception. They will 
claim that racism disappeared and full equal- 
ity for all was immediately achieved in the 
mid-Sixties, after the most important civil 
rights legislation was passed. This is blatant 
nonsense, and even to say that it is question- 
able that any of these speakers really believe 
this is to give them a lot more than just the 
benefit of the doubt. 

What Martin Luther King Jr. said was “I 
have a dream.” Not “I have a vision” or “Let 
me give you this prophecy” or even “We 
demand ...”. A dream is usually not very 
specific, especially when it comes to time. 
A dream doesn’t end because of one judi- 
cial decision or because of more than 100 
years of state-sanctioned oppression. A 
dream lives on, often gaining in strength 
and glowing more brightly when its cause 
suffers setbacks. 

King had a dream; we all know what a 
dream is: a wish, a hope, an imagined place. 
Segregation ruled, and Jim Crow was the 
standard social condition of the South for 100 
years, but that didn’t drown dreams. Civil 
rights workers were murdered, blacks attempt- 
ing to vote were intimidated, and school 
boards did everything they could think of to 
block integration, but the dream lived. 

A dream can’t be killed; a dream doesn’t 
die. A dream is strengthened by every victo- 
ry, but defeats don’t drench it, either, as they 
are expected. 


This was a dream that flew above blood 
and death, bigotry and oppression, screams 
in the night and constant, gut-wrenching 
poverty. Those who bemoaned the death of 
the dream after the most marginal of affirma- 
tive-action allowances was passed didn’t real- 
ly believe in the dream. They couldn’t have. 
They were pretending. The dream doesn’t just 
survive hatred but was built specifically 
because of it. 

Wasn’t this dream nurtured by certain men 
and women for generations back? Wasn’t it 
specifically laid out in the Declaration of 
Independence? Isn’t the dream ideally 
expressed as “We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created equal, that 
they are endowed by their Creator with cer- 
tain unalienable Rights, that among these are 
Life, Liberty and the pursuit of Happiness”? 

It is important that these rights are “self- 
evident” and that they are also “unalienable.” 

Those who shared the dream worked to 
end slavery, to advance public education, to 
earn women and minorities the right to vote. 
They organized mistreated workers into labor 
unions, fought against bigoted anti-immigrant 
legislation, stood up to systemic oppression, 
and, in every case, they lost many battles, 
were beaten and killed, and were defeated in 
the courts and on legislative floors before they 
achieved even the smallest victories. 

They didn’t stop! They kept moving for- 
ward: in marches through communities that 
didn’t care for them, in cities where they were 
attacked by police with clubs and wielding 
fire hoses. They watched their friends, their 
children, and themselves be severely beaten 
and sometimes killed. They didn’t stop 
dreaming. Those with this dream saw their 
churches burned and four young girls in 
Birmingham, Ala., murdered. They saw the 
massacre of women and children in Ludlow 
and the wholesale jailing of labor organizers, 
but their dreaming slowed not at all. 

Martin Luther King Jr. spoke the dream, 
but it was not his alone. It belonged to gen- 
erations of Americans who dreamed of a bet- 
ter, more just world. Their dreams didn’t die; 
they were not turned back in their demand 
for fealty to the ideas of the Declaration. The 
dream survived centuries of slavery and 
decades of segregation, expanding in scope, 
with always more dreamers joining the ranks. 
Oppression strengthened the dream. 
Generations owed the generations before 
them for their enduring belief in this dream.

An original musical based on the much-loved book, it traces the adventures 
of a young Parisian girl who — despite starting off on the wrong foot with a 
mischievous new neighbor — learns first impressions aren’t everything.

The only ones who would be ready to 
declare this dream dead were those who 
never had it. Welcome to Bush’s America, 
where those who don’t dream claim to be 
dreamers, where those who don’t believe 
claim to be believers, where those who do not 
love or even respect the ideals and ideas this 
country has been built upon claim to be its 
truest patriots. 

Their argument, of course, is that affirma- 
tive action is racist. The scenario is that more 
than two centuries of slavery and another 
hundred years of segregation, which is insti- 
tutionalized oppression, are minor irritants 
that blacks should get over. After all, many of 
them say, “My family never owned slaves, so 
my hands are clean.” They go on that maybe 
now blacks have minor grievances - but look 
how carried away they get with marches, 
speeches, demands, and demonstrations. The 
argument is advanced that they should accept 
the immediate, universal equality that fol- 
lowed the passage of civil rights legislation 
and not demand special, privileged treatment. 

These “visionaries” don’t exactly practice 
what they preach. Consider that when many 
whites feel that they have been discriminated 
against because of race, they join “militias,” 
take to wearing Nazi uniforms, practicing 
with weapons, and playing soldier in the 
woods. They read The Turner Diaries and 


dream of the day minorities, liberals, progres- 
sives, and feminists, as well as any and every- 
one else who disagrees with them, will be 
hanging from lamp posts across the nation 
and the United States will finally be free to be 
the nation it is supposed to be. Which, unfor- 
tunately, is not the nation described and cre- 
ated by our founding fathers in the Declaration 
and Constitution, as well as all the following 
generations who championed those ideals. 

Read the first quote at the beginning of this 
column. In it, Raymond Chandler is talking 
about the hard-boiled detective, but its mean- 
ing is greater and more universal. 

If in order to fight meanness we become 
mean, then all is lost. 

Beginning on 9/11, this country has fol- 
lowed an agenda set by those 19 terrorists. 
When one force lets another force set the 
agenda, all is over before it has begun. I’m 
still at a loss to imagine what has happened 
since that would not give them the greatest 
pleasure, especially in knowing how com- 
pletely they achieved their aims. 

The worst heritage of this truly terrible, 
destructive, incompetent, and failed adminis- 
tration will be its embrace of meanness in the 
wake of 9/11. Not just meanness toward our 
enemies and toward terrorists, not just toward 
our friends and allies, but the meanness that 
one group of Americans was encouraged to 
display toward other Americans. ■ 


Are Gay Politicians Targeting 
African-Americans?

Just because a nation adheres to demo- 
cratic principles does not necessarily mean an 
equitable distribution of political power. White 
voters determine who wins political offices in 
Texas, Travis County, and Austin. Sometimes 
a democracy is not fair even when it plays by 
the rules. The state of Texas, Travis County, 
and Austin realized the political process had 
evolved into a pseudo-democracy that disal- 
lowed political accessibility to African-Americans 
and Hispanics. 

As a result, Austin’s racially diverse leader- 
ship and white voters during the Seventies 
allowed Hispanics and African-Americans to run 
for political office and win. That agreement was 
unofficially called the gentlemen’s agreement. 
These inclusions of African-Americans, as well 
as others, to political offices have been a nec- 
essary component for the betterment of Austin, 
Travis County, and Texas. 

Lee Nichols wrote an excellent article, “Tax 
Assessor-Collector Race Gets Dirty" [News, 
Dec. 15, 2007], highlighting incumbent Nelda 
Wells Spears and Glen Maxey, who are running 
for Travis County tax assessor-collector. Glen 
Maxey, who is white and openly gay, is trying 
to eliminate another minority from political 


office. Obviously, gay politicians perceive African- 
American officeholders as vulnerable. 

Is it a coincidence that three openly gay politi- 
cians have tried or are trying to unseat African- 
American officeholders? Celia Israel is an openly 
gay politician who teamed up with Glen Maxey to 
remove one of Travis County's most productive 
commissioners, Ron Davis, from office in 2004. 
Brian Thompson is challenging incumbent state 
Rep. Dawnna Dukes, who is doing an excellent 
job in a Republican-controlled House. Moreover, 
Glen Maxey has his sights set on removing Tax 
Assessor-Collector Nelda Wells Spears, from 
office. Nelda's performance during her long ten- 
ure as Travis County tax assessor-collector is out- 
standing. The African-Americans have a problem.

Austin Fire Department officials revealed that a 
dispute over music drove former KOOP deejay 
Paul Feinstein to set fire to the station head- 
quarters earlier in January.

The Austin Independent School District took 
a step closer to an interim bond issue Monday 
when the Citizens' 2008 Bond Advisory 
Committee made its recommendations to the 
board of trustees. Items with a dollar value 
attached added up to roughly $233 million, 
mostly to be spent on technology replacements, 
new science labs to meet increased high school 
graduation requirements, and urgent renovations 
and classroom construction. The committee also 
suggested the district consider some items it did 
not have estimates for yet, including an early 
childhood center to relieve overcrowding at 
Linder Elementary. Flowever, members of both 
the committee and board said the speed of the 
committee process and the decision to prepare 
only an interim bond has left many critical long- 
term issues unresolved. The board will now enter 
a series of work sessions and public hearings 
before making a final decision by Feb. 25 on 
placing a bond proposal on the May 10 ballot.

Union Goons 

On unions, the 'Statesman' is 
bull-goose loony

The Chronicle editorial board - an informal, 
movable feast comprising the news staff, edi- 
tors, and publisher - is currently knee-deep in 
our endorsement meetings with candidates for 
the March 4 primary elections (in this county, 
essentially exclusively Democratic). We’re 
interviewing candidates, reviewing back- 
grounds, asking questions, and trying to put 
ourselves in the shoes of voters (like ourselves) 
walking up to a voting machine and making 
hard choices. It’s an engaging and informative 
process, time-consuming but instructive, and 
an opportunity to address at length with both 
incumbent and would-be public officials a 
broad range of issues, ranging from children’s 
health care to land use, public schools to 
capital punishment, mental-health resources 
to economic development. 

What do we look for? I can’t speak for every- 
body, but certainly near the top of our lists are 
knowledge, competence, and flexible intelli- 
gence. These candidates are applying for diffi- 
cult jobs, for which they’ll need to comprehend 
a wealth of information quickly in order to 
address - and balance - a multitude of legiti- 
mate but often conflicting public interests. It is 
hardly sufficient to be obsessed with one or two 
issues filling the recent headlines. And since 
we’re generally considering various shades of 
Democrat, declaring fealty to one or another 
progressive agenda is in itself seldom persua- 
sive. Certainly we try to determine whether a 
candidate is genuinely committed to democratic 
values, open government, real equity, and hon- 
est justice, but beyond those presumptive stan- 
dards, we also try to weigh fairly whether he or 
she is best capable of doing the job well. 

I’m thinking about these matters not only 
because we’re in the middle of them, but 
because those good folks at the Austin American- 
Statesman editorial board, in their latest hys- 
terical rant against the all-powerful city public- 
safety unions, have helpfully suggested a whole 
new procedure. “The power play by Austin’s 
public safety unions to enrich themselves 
through city council elections,” declared the 
editors ominously, “is distasteful on several 
levels” (“Austin Unions Line Up Bargaining 
Chips,” Jan. 23). That latest screed was in 
response to the recent joint endorsements of 
City Council candidates issued by the police, 
firefighter, and EMS union political action com- 
mittees - which the Statesman wants us to 
believe were directly exchanged for promises of 
cash. “As a reward for the endorsements,” the 
editors - how can I put this? - lied, “past city 
councils have made Austin police the highest 
paid in Texas and among the highest paid in 
the United States.” 

Should we surmise that these high-minded 
geniuses presume that other people exchange 
endorsements for cash or other favors, because 
that must be how they handle their own affairs?

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Listen and Decide 

At the Chronicle, we’re still weeks 
away from municipal election endorse- 
ments, so the unions are way ahead of 
us. Hoping to learn more about this 
latest trend in fundraising, I spoke to 
union leaders about their endorse- 
ment process. As you might guess, 
their firsthand version directly contra- 
dicts the Statesman slanders. 

“I’ve been doing this for 12 years,” 
said Austin Police Association Vice 
President Wuthipong Tantaksinanukij 
(known universally as “Tank”), “and 
that has never come up, ever. I give the 
same opening speech every year - 
we’re not looking for a yes-person or 
somebody who votes with us all the 
time. We’re looking for someone who 
will have an open-door policy on the 
issues that concern us, someone who 
is capable of making informed deci- 
sions, especially about public safety. 
And not only public safety - we’re 
interested in parks and streets, in eco- 
nomic development, in everything 
that makes Austin a great city.” 

Stephen Truesdell, president of the 
Austin Firefighters Association, reiter- 
ated that pay issues “weren’t dis- 
cussed at all” with the candidates and 
that most of the discussion (to which 
general membership was invited) con- 
cerned “public safety and working 
conditions,” especially matters like 
expanding fire protection for 
Downtown high-rises. “We want 
someone who’s going to listen and 
who will make informed decisions,” 
Truesdell said. It’s certainly no secret 
that all three organizations are con- 
cerned about staffing levels for a grow- 
ing city - a concern shared by literally 
everyone at City Hall and all interest- 
ed observers. But to the Statesman, 
there’s inherently something sinister 
about union members trying to figure 
out how we’re going to protect a fast- 
expanding city - because it’s going to 
cost real money. 

Steve Stewart represents the EMS 
union, smallest of the three, but also 
with responsibility for both city and 
county. He says they talked to candi- 


dates about how to improve city- 
county emergency management, as 
well as overall emergency response 
times, and they ended up endorsing 
those candidates who they believe 
have the most specific proposals to 
help do those things. “We’re not in 
the same position as cops and fire- 
fighters,” said Stewart, a bit wryly. 
“But we’ve never really asked for 
money. We’ve asked for the tools to 
do our jobs.” 

All three men shrugged off the States- 
man’s cheap shots, but they still stung. 
“It’s just more of the same,” said Trues- 
dell. “They seem to believe we shouldn’t 
be able to exercise our rights.” 

The Gods Must Be Crazy 

Alas, the union reps were no help 
to me in learning how to turn the 
Chronicle endorsement process into 
ready cash. No doubt, like all of us, 
they have their own best interests in 
mind; but in making their endorse- 
ments, it sounds like they pretty 
much proceed like most citizens, try- 
ing to determine who are the best 
candidates for the job at hand. (The 
three reps were each frankly surprised 
that they were able to issue a joint 
endorsement on all candidates; they 
entered the process presuming they 
would differ on some.) 

It’s no news to Chronicle readers 
that governing the city is a compli- 
cated, demand-heavy, resource-short, 
interest-balancing proposition and 
that we’re entering another economi- 
cally perilous period in a city already 
stretched for funding - there are going 
to be hard arguments about every last 
dime. Public safety needs indeed must 
be balanced against every other myri- 
ad public need. But reflexively blast- 
ing the unions as money-grubbing 
blackmailers is, to put it prissily, “dis- 
tasteful on several levels.” 

Of course, unlike the Statesman 
editors, who make their weighty deci- 
sions from the objective realms of 
Mount Cox Olympus, the rest of us 
just do the best we can. ■

If It Walks Like a Duck •••

On a local political mailing list (which shall remain 
nameless), there’s talk - gloating, really - about Toby 
Futrell's impending departure. “TOBY FUTRELL HAS 
BEEN PACKING PERSONAL ITEMS AND HER OFFICE,” 
reads one all-capped dispatch. “I WAS THERE LAST 
WEEK." Another commenter chimes in, “I can get 
extra boxes if she needs them." 

Helpful bunch. 

Even prior to Marc Ott’s naming as city manager 
(“Beside the Point,” Jan. 25), Futrell had seemed 
scarce around City Hall. She wasn’t at her usual perch 
next to the mayor for Ott's ascension; she hasn’t 
been on the dais for several of the last council meet- 
ings. Really, the last time you could truly call Futrell 
active and engaged was during the annual budget 
adoption at the summer’s end. Since then, it’s been a 
parade of assistant city managers occupying her seat. 

But while Ott moves to the third floor Feb. 18, 

Futrell hasn’t completely abdicated behind the scenes. 
About two weeks ago, she issued a memo recounting 
the plight of a local business. Citing the substantial 
rains of last summer, Futrell noted that flooding had 
closed Lake Austin, “hindering many summer recre- 
ation activities and other business endeavors, includ- 
ing those of Austin Duck Adventures, a locally 
owned and operated tour guide business” - resulting 
in “significant losses” for the company. 

No doubt you’ve seen and heard the amphibious 
Duckmobile quacking across Downtown on its six- 
wheeled, watertight military chassis (and if you share 
BTP’s sunny disposition, resisted the urge to answer 
those duck calls by extending a nonwebbed middle 
finger). Now, says Futrell, the duck’s been plucked 
again, as seasonal lowering of Lake Austin to fight 
hydrilla and repair docks means the engine can’t take 
to the water. Citing these trying times, Futrell’s memo 
officially allowed the Duckmobile to launch instead 
into friendly feathered Lady Bird Lake waters from a 
single location, three times a day, for no more than 
20 minutes at a time, all dependent on a favorable 
vehicle inspection. 

While Futrell said her edict created “a mutual bene- 
fit” to the city and the tourism company alike, her 
opinion apparently wasn’t watertight - as Council 
Member Mike Martinez asked Futrell to rescind her 
executive decision as effectively violating council pre- 
rogatives. “I am not supportive of this shift in agree- 
ment (POLICY) with Austin Duck Adventures,” Martinez 
e-mailed Futrell and the council. “I understand the 
hardship that has occurred over the last year but quite 
frankly that is the nature of the business they have 
entered. Any amendment or change in direction with 


regard to Lady Bird Lake should be set by council poli- 
cy rather than based in business modeling or econom- 
ic impact to one single business.” While Martinez says 
he was specifically concerned to prevent “further com- 
mercialization” of Lady Bird Lake, he was also annoyed 
at Futrell’s de facto policy-making flourish. “It’s a policy- 
level decision when you’re talking about something like 
Lady Bird Lake,” he told BTP 

“I’m just waiting for a response to the e-mail,” 
Martinez answered when asked what’s next. Apparently 
he got tired of waiting, reiterating his question again 
this week, this time with Lee Leffingwell noting he also 
has concerns about motorized vehicles on Downtown 
waters. Parks and Recreation Department acting 
Director Stuart Strong replied that Austin Duck 
Adventures had agreed not to operate while Lady Bird 
Lake is lowered for a repair project. “So are you saying 
that Austin Duck Adventures has been given permis- 
sion to operate on Lady Bird Lake?” Martinez asked. 
“Who is offering these agreements and why? ... 

Council never agreed or authorized another motorized 
use on LBL, and I believe this to be a policy shift that 
requires a process and council action.” 

Futrell eventually responded, saying the permit 
request had been withdrawn (in contrast to Stuart’s 
intimation that Austin Duck Adventures had simply 
given up on touring while the lake was lowered). But 
she also cited city code provisions giving her authority 
to allow vehicles on Lady Bird Lake as long as they 
don’t “adversely affect the public safety or welfare," 
among other concerns. “Moving forward,” Futrell con- 
cludes, “if the Council wants to preserve this decision 
as a policy decision and does not want or intend for 
the City Manager to have this authority, several sec- 
tions of the City Code will need to be amended.” 

It looks like this policy-setting skirmish writ small 
has ended less like water off a duck’s back - and more 
like an exploding box of quackers. 

□

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said in a statement. "My work with AISD has heightened my understanding 
of the broad range of educational needs in our community, and I believe 
that by serving on the ACC board I can use my knowledge of our communi- 
ty’s diverse needs and my experience in public service to help make the 
community college branch of our educational system even stronger!" Place 
5 was vacated last year by trustee Rafael Quintanilla, who moved from 
Austin.

During oral arguments before a three-judge panel of Texas' 3rd Court of 
Appeals last week, attorney Terrence Kirk argued that Colton Pitonyak’s 
murder conviction should be overturned because evidence of his crime was 
illegally obtained by the family of his victim. Pitonyak was convicted last 
year and sentenced to 55 years in prison for the 2005 murder and mutila- 
tion of 21-year-old Jennifer Cave, who was found partially dismembered in 
the bathtub inside Pitonyak's West Campus apartment. Jennifer had failed 
to show up to work for her new job - about which she had been excited - 
which, in part, prompted Cave's mother, Sharon, and Sharon’s fiance, Jim 
Sedwick, to drive up to Austin from Corpus Christi to look for her. After 
learning Jennifer had last been seen on Sixth Street with Pitonyak (which 
Pitonyak had lied about to Sharon) and finding Jennifer's car parked near 
Pitonyak’s apartment, Cave and Sedwick broke into Pitonyak's residence - 
though police had advised them there was not probable cause to enter the 
residence. In a pretrial hearing, District Judge Wilford Flowers ruled the 
family’s concern about Jennifer's welfare was enough to justify their search 
- which, in turn, allowed prosecutors to submit evidence found inside the 
apartment, including photographs of Jennifer's mutilated corpse. However, 
Kirk argued that Flowers’ was wrong; the family's actions constituted an 
illegal, warrantless search, he said. The state has said the family’s actions 
were covered by the so-called “emergency doctrine,” which excuses other- 
wise illegal behavior in the face of exigent circumstances - as when some- 
one is threatened by imminent danger. In this case, Kirk says, there was 
no “objectively reasonable” evidence Jennifer was the victim of violence or 
was in imminent danger at the time Sedwick and Sharon Cave entered 
Pitonyak’s apartment. - Jordan Smith

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


The sprawl-laden cities of Leander, Cedar Park, and Round Rock got initial 
approval for a controversial plan Monday to syphon up to 141 million gallons 
of water a day from Lake Travis, getting the go-ahead to borrow more than 
$309 million in state dough from the Texas Water Development Board to fund 
the project. Opponents include North Lake Travis residents, organized into the 
Don’t Empty Lake Travis Association, who say they were shut out of plan- 
ning and that the project’s construction will scourge neighborhood parkland, 
place industrial equipment too close to residences, and unjustly condemn pri- 
vate property along a proposed pipeline. The Save Our Springs Alliance, in a 
letter to the TWDB, attacked the practically nonexistent water-conservation 
efforts in the three cities. DELTA questioned the logic of transferring water 
from Travis County's Colorado River Watershed into Williamson County’s 
Brazos River Watershed without replacing it. They also pointed to 
Williamson’s nonutilized ground-water alternatives, the project's potential to 
alter lake levels drastically, and a planned Leander-area real estate develop- 
ment deal by Leander Mayor John Cowman. All three cities will raise water 
rates to fund the project, 47% of which will be bankrolled by Leander. For more 
info, see www.twdb.state.tx.us and www.draininglaketravis.org.

In what can be seen as a reminder to the White House incumbent of the 
state he governed, the Democrats’ Spanish-language response to 
President George W. Bush’s final State of the Union address was deliv- 
ered by another Texan: State Sen. Leticia Van de Putte, D-San Antonio. 
She was invited by U.S. House Speaker Nancy Pelosi and U.S. Senate 


Majority Leader Harry Reid to deliver the response, which was broadcast 
on Telemundo and other Spanish-language networks. She recorded it the 
afternoon before the address in the speaker's office and got to watch 
Bush deliver the address from Pelosi’s box in the chamber. Her text was 
not a translation of the English-language response delivered by Kansas 
Gov. Kathleen Sebelius, but a new text worked on by Van de Putte and the 
national leadership, emphasizing issues important to the Latino communi- 
ty. Van de Putte said, “The point I was toughest on the administration on 
was health care, especially health care for children, knowing that Congress 
has passed bipartisan funding for CHIP and the president vetoed it twice.”

The Texas Higher Education Coordinating Board unanimously agreed to col- 
lege-readiness standards that will be forwarded to Education Commis- 
sioner Robert Scott. The standards are intended to outline what a high 
school graduate should know by the time he or she enters postsecondary 
education. At a gathering last week, Commissioner Raymund Paredes said 
his greatest fear is that these standards - which he said are on par with 
some of the highest standards in the nation - will be watered down as the 
document goes to the commissioner, then on to the State Board of Education.

On the regional front, the nonprofit E3 Alliance hosted a leaders summit last 
week to outline strategies to address some of the pressing Central Texas 
education statistics. The Alliance emphasizes the economic consequences of 
educational issues, saying dropouts in each class cost the region $425 mil- 
lion in unrealized income and increased social services and the possible loss 
of 85,000 jobs. Gene Austin of the Greater Austin Chamber of Commerce 
said the chamber is shifting its own goal from graduation to matriculation 
through college, which is necessary for most jobs of the future. - K.R. 

It’s hard to say when green became the new black or how extensively the 
eco-chic movement of late has permeated mainstream culture, but one 
thing is certain: Advertisers are slathering green all over ads for every- 
thing from cars to coal power. Enter local marketing firm EnviroMedia, 
which last week launched Greenwashinglndex.com, in partnership with 
the University of Oregon School of Journalism and Communication, as an 
online forum for consumers to judge for themselves whether a company’s 
ad represents “greenwashing” - defined as spending more time and 
money claiming to be green through advertising and marketing than actu- 
ally implementing business practices that minimize environmental 
impacts. As of Jan. 22, 8,700 people had visited the site, where users 
are invited to post questionably green ads or view and rate previously 
posted ads. Topping the worst greenwashing ads was a Chevrolet billboard 
describing the company as “gas-friendly to gas-free,” even though Chevy 
hasn’t sold a gas-free vehicle since the infamous EV1. Among best-rated 
ads is one for EarthFriendlyMoving.com, a Southern California-based 
start-up that employs loads of green tactics, including renting plastic 
boxes made from recycled content (aka the RecoPack) to eliminate card- 
board-box paper use and waste. - D.M. 

Investigators from the Mutual UFO Network, known as MUFON, descended 
upon the sleepy farming community of Stephenville on Saturday, Jan. 19, to 
look into a rash of recent UFO sightings that have captured national atten- 
tion in the past few weeks. Eight MUFON investigators, who are certified 
upon completion of a MUFON-mandated course of study and apprenticeship, 
spent four hours taking accounts from locals, compiling at least 50 reports, 
said Texas MUFON Director Ken Cherry, who is leading the investigation. 
Cherry said there's significant consistency to the accounts so far. He added 
that Erath County has a history of sightings dating back to the Seventies. 
Cherry also claimed MUFON has already disproved the explanation offered by 
the Air Force that the strange lights seen were an illusion created by light 
reflected off two passenger jets - this is easily falsifiable with airline records, 
he said. “We use the scientific method, until we’ve exhausted that approach 
and determine that it's an unknown,” he said. - J.W. 

The National Border Patrol Council of the American Federation of 
Government Employees AFL-CIO has sounded another alarm about U.S. 
enforcement policy - this time sharply criticizing U.S. Customs and 
Border Protection's new strategy to increase the force pronto, in part 
by truncating background checks. On Jan. 18, CBP issued a notice on 
www.fedagent.com, which rolled out the expedited hiring program. Applicants 
may "jump-start the process" of becoming border patrol agents, taking just 
30 days to complete certification and training, according to the notice. It 
breathlessly entices applicants: “Test results are available the same day 
the exam is taken. Applicants who pass the test go to Dallas for an accel- 
erated, 2-day hiring process, which includes a background check, polygraph 
exam, medical and fitness testing, and oral interview.” However, the agents 
union issued an immediate rejoinder via its website, www.nbpc.net, which 
predicts that incomplete background checks “will cause the agency more 
grief than it's worth. The hiring of criminals, illegal aliens, and unqualified 
applicants will go through the roof.” Apparently, the union’s detailed testi- 
mony on the subject, delivered to the U.S. Senate last June by NBPC 
President T.J. Bonner, had little effect. Bonner had cautioned: “Every size- 
able law enforcement agency that has ever engaged in an overambitious 
recruitment program has suffered the inevitable consequences of 
increased corruption and attrition ... with a resultant loss of public confi- 
dence.”

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Dems Hunting Daugherty 
in Precinct 3 


Nov. 5, 2002, was a heady day for Travis 
County Republicans. Statewide, the “GOP 
tidal wave” had seized control of Texas, and 
Travis had been a part of it: Redistricting 
had accomplished its goal, with half of the 
county’s six-member House delegation going 
to the Republicans. Included in this toll was 
Travis Co. Commissioners Court Precinct 
3 - on election night, mass-transit opponent 
and road-building proponent Gerald Daugherty 
triumphantly entered the county's vote- 
counting headquarters leading a parade of 
Republican supporters chanting, “No more 
traffic!” after he had unseated Democrat 
Margaret Moore. 

Certainly, the western and northern sectors 
of the county have always countered the 
notion of Travis Co. as a Democratic fortress 
- Moore’s incumbency had only been through 
appointment, replacing Republican commis- 
sioner turned state Rep. Todd Baxter, and in 
2004, no Dem even challenged Daugherty's 
re-election to a full term. But consider the 
scene six years later: The Travis House dele- 
gation is once again all blue, and the Precinct 
3 constabulary is under Dem Richard 
McCain. There are now only three GOP offi- 
cials in office: Precinct 2 Justice of the Peace 
Barbara Bembry, Precinct 2 Constable Bob 
Vann, and Daugherty. 

Republicans are now the hunted, and two 
Democrats view Daugherty as their prey. 
Albert Gonzales and Karen Huber are ready 
to make road warrior Daugherty hit the road. 
But first, they must battle each other in the 
March 4 primary. It should be an interesting 
race, because the two have taken strikingly 
different routes to candidacy. 

Huber is not only a newbie to politics; 
she’s also a latecomer to her own party. Until 
just a couple of years ago, she considered 
herself a Republican. Now she’s on the other 
side of the ticket, billing herself as an envi- 
ronmentalist. “My family thought they were 
Republican," Huber says. More accurately, 
she says, they weren’t really involved in party 
politics and tended to vote independently. 
“That’s kind of the way I was raised, and in 
my adult life, when I wasn’t active in any- 
thing, I thought I was [Republican].” However, 


“I’ve always had a problem with the 
Republican Party’s position on the environ- 
ment.” A native Texan and University of Texas 
grad, she held a series of jobs around the 
nation in the real estate industry (including, 
notably, ClubCorp - but not, she says, with 
the arm of the company that manages the 
infamous Barton Creek Country Club), then 
moved back to Austin in 1995, getting a job 
with the Nature Conservancy and getting 
involved in water issues, including the Lower 
Colorado River Authority pipeline planned for 
Hamilton Pool Road. After a “slow conver- 
sion” and even giving campaign money to 
Daugherty, a friend of her husband’s, “I’m 
going, ‘Wait a minute - I think I know what 
my core values are.’” Now, she describes 
herself as a “zealot convert." 

That isn't good enough for Gonzales, a 
retired human-resources worker with Progres- 
sive insurance and the founder of the South- 
west Austin Democrats. “I've been a 
Democrat for 46 years,” he says, and that’s 
a major part of his pitch to the party faithful. 
“I've been a loyal, dedicated Democrat, and 
I understand the party’s mission to serve 
the working class. ... She says she was 
raised Republican and started getting 
involved in issues 12 years ago; then why 
did she vote Republican for the past 12 
years? She can’t blame that on her parents. 
She's 61 years old. She needs to take 
responsibility for the last 12.” 

The two candidates equally recognize the 
major issue facing Precinct 3: growth. That’s 
an issue for the entire region, but nowhere 
are its effects more critical than in the west- 
ern half of the county. And both are acutely 
aware that state law severely hamstrings the 
ability of county governments to regulate 
growth. “I know we can't just literally go in 
there and say, ‘Hey, stop all this develop- 
ment,”’ Gonzales says. “We have to respect 
the rights of the property owners. But I 
believe the property owners and the develop- 
ers, if we deliver the message right to them, 
they’ll sit down with us. But we have to sit 
down with them and tell them, ‘Hey, look what 
we’re doing to the environment.' ... What is 
Austin and the surrounding area going to look 



like 20 years from now? Do we want it to look 
that way? Most of those developers and land- 
owners live here, and I don’t think they want to 
destroy that beautiful Hill Country.” Gonzales 
said possibly arranging for clusters of “enter- 
prise zones" could allow profit while protect- 
ing the environment. 

Huber sounds similar themes of collaborat- 
ing on issues while trying to manage growth. 
“All the stakeholders who have a vested inter- 
est in the outcome should be at the table and 
looking toward the solutions, along with all the 
experts that bring the technical information. 
Quite often the residents have a better feel 
for how to solve a problem than the experts.” 

When Huber was with the consulting firm 
Resource Management International, 

“[The Texas Department of Transportation] in 
the early 1980s was having so much litigation 
on construction projects that it was driving 
costs off the charts, so they implemented 
what was called a partnering program. Any 
TxDOT contract for over $250,000 was 
required to have a collaborative planning pro- 
cess with all the major stakeholders - the 
subcontractors, the landowners, everybody." 
Huber says the experience in that process will 
serve her well on the Commissioners Court. 
One legal possibility she suggests to manage 



growth is to explore using more stringently 
those provisions of state law that empower 
county governments to protect the public’s 
health and safety, by applying that principle to 
the traffic and environmental impacts caused 
by developments. 

Both candidates charge that incumbent 
Daugherty is failing to put citizens on the 
same footing as developers and road builders 
- an argument to be revisited by the primary 
winner in the fall campaign. “He has no 
respect for the taxpayers,” Gonzales says. 
“YouTube a CAMPO meeting. [The Capital 
Area Metropolitan Planning Organization, 
on which Daugherty sits, is the major trans- 
portation-planning body for the region.] He 
chews out his constituents. He’s forgotten 
that he is the employee." 

Huber has firsthand experience with Daugh- 
erty. While working on behalf of Scenic Texas 
to try to get counties greater controls over bill- 
boards last session, she says the commis- 
sioner interfered with those efforts. “When an 
urbanizing county like Travis County has a 
commissioner that either testifies or either 
sends his person to testify and who quotes 
his name and says, ‘We don’t need this,’ or 
‘We don't want this,' it makes a difference. ... 
It really hurts the process." - Lee Nichols 
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Voting Rolls Mystery Part 2 The county's side 


As we reported last week, Travis County 
election worker Mike Conwell says that while 
working the November 2007 election, he 
encountered a large number of voters whom 
he believes were improperly removed from 
county voting rolls shortly after voting in 
local elections. While doing a personal audit 
of the rolls, he says, he found hundreds of 
cases of voters who were placed on the “sus- 
pense” list, a classification including citizens 
whom the county believes may have moved 
from their registered addresses. Last week, 
we contacted Tax Assessor-Collector and 
Voter Registrar Nelda Wells Spears about 
Conwell’s claim, and she said his conclusions 
aren't quite right. 

Spears said that voting alone does not 
remove the suspense flag from a voter’s 
record. The voter must actually contact her 
office to confirm that his or her name doesn't 
belong on the list. Spears explained that, 
after voter registration cards are mailed out, 
some get returned for various reasons, and 
the cards are not forwardable. When that hap- 
pens, her office then mails out a letter of con- 
firmation (which is forwardable), and the letter 
requires a response within 30 days. If that 
doesn't happen, the voter’s registration goes 
into suspense. The voter may still vote but 
must fill out a statement of residence (essen- 
tially, another voter registration application). If 
the county does not receive updated informa- 
tion after two federal election cycles, the 
voter is then purged from the rolls. 


This follows another controversy in which 
some voters got improperly dumped from rolls 
by the Texas Election Administration 
Management system, a centralized voter 
registration roll maintained by the Texas sec- 
retary of state. The state and the county 
have been pointing fingers of blame at each 
other. Spears wrote to us: “The TEAM system 
was programmed to read only one data field 
to determine a voter's county of residence. 
This was not a good idea, which Voter 
Registrars across the state told the SOS staff 
before their system even went live. Now that 
the predicted fallout has occurred and result- 
ed in many voters statewide being canceled, 
we are trying to get the program changed to 
examine more than one data field before can- 
celing a voter." 

Former state Rep. Glen Maxey, who is 
challenging Spears in the March 4 primary, 
cited both of these cases as reasons why vot- 
ers should elect him and his activist vision for 
the office: “Why isn't this office ... proactively 
going to those who cast the ballot?” Maxey 
asked the Chronicle. “She has a responsibility 
to try to track these people down.” 

Bottom line, no matter who is right: 

Voters are advised to check their voter reg- 
istration status at www.traviscountytax.org or 
by calling 854-9473. If you’re not registered 
and you wish to vote in the primaries, you 
must be signed up no later than 12mid on 
Monday, Feb. 4, at that same Web address 
or phone number. - L.N. 


VOTER ID BILL REDUX 

You can lead Republicans to your argument 
but can’t make them acknowledge it. That’s the 
lesson to be gleaned from last Friday’s House 
Elections Committee hearing. It was ostensibly 
a hearing on the broader topic of election fraud 
in Texas, but Democrats suspect a not very hid- 
den agenda: to dig up ammo for a renewed push 
for a voter ID bill in next year’s legislative ses- 
sion. Dems on the committee, especially Rafael 
Anchia of Dallas and Lon Burnam of Fort 
Worth, worked hard to distinguish between voter 
impersonation - which would be the target of 
voter ID requirements - and the other types of 
election fraud brought up at the hearing. 

“Voter ID” is shorthand for laws that would 
require voters to present photo identification 
when they show up to vote; voter ID bills have 
been shot down in the past two legislative ses- 
sions. Republicans strongly favor such laws, 
saying they are necessary to prevent voting by 
ineligible people, such as immigrants or felons, 
and to confirm that the person listed on the 
registration card is indeed the person present- 
ing it. Democrats charge the voter ID campaign 
is really an attempt to suppress Democratic 
turnout: The poor, elderly, women, and racial 
minorities are less likely to have a photo ID, 
Dems say, and it’s no coincidence that those 
are groups that predominantly vote Democratic. 
Plus, obtaining an ID requires spending money, 
which means the law would, in theory, become 
a de facto (and unconstitutional) poll tax. 
Finally, Dems say, voter ID is a solution looking 
for a problem: Confirmed cases of voter imper- 
sonation at the polls are virtually nonexistent. 

The star GOP witness was Harris County 
Tax Assessor-Collector Paul Bettencourt, 


who brought several boxes of files he said 
documented 381 “iron-clad” cases of voter 
fraud. “Fraud cases exist, period,” he said. “It 
shouldn’t be a debate for this body.” 

“There are many types of fraud, aren’t 
there?” countered Anchia. “When you make the 
statement that there’s definitely voter fraud, it 
includes a pretty broad definition, right?” That 
was a theme that ran throughout the hearing - 
over and over, when examples of fraud were 
raised, Anchia pointed out that most involved 
mail-in ballots - a situation that a photo ID 
requirement would not ameliorate. 

But Bettencourt did say he had found 24 
examples of deceased voters who had a 
voting history after their deaths, covering a 
period from 1994 to 2000, and pointed to a 
Houston Chronicle story documenting 35 non- 
citizens who voted in the 2004 presidential 
elections. Anchia specifically challenged the 
latter number, saying his staff checked the 
names and found 23 were actually citizens. 

Committee Chair Leo Berman, R-Tyler, waved 
a Mexican ID card, saying Texas should adopt 
a similar system, and wondered: If a poor nation 
like Mexico can adopt such a card, why can’t a 
wealthy country like America? Witnesses from 
NYU School of Law’s Brennan Center for 
Justice countered that perhaps Mexico isn’t the 
best model for a democratic government to fol- 
low and claimed Mexico doesn’t do the expen- 
sive work required to make sure every citizen 
gets a card. Those same witnesses also noted 
there are more reports of UFO sightings every 
year than allegations of voter fraud, and Rep. 
Marc Veasey, D-Fort Worth (not a committee 
member but who sat in on the hearing), ques- 
tioned why conservatives would want to spend 
that kind of money on a problem that, practically 
speaking, doesn’t exist. -L.N. 
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news 


AISD's Fingerprints 

Guilty until proven innocent 

Two weeks ago, in a highly publicized show of good faith, 
Austin Independent School District Superintendent Pat 
Forgione smiled wide for the cameras as he put his fingers to 
ink and pressed them down on paper. With that motion, he 
became the first person in the state to submit to a new, state- 
mandated regime of fingerprinting and background checks 
for school employees. But not everyone in the district 
shares Forgione’s enthusiasm. 

Last week, nine teachers from Pillow Elementary spoke 
out against fingerprinting, calling the background checks an 
unnecessary invasion of privacy and raising doubts about the 
security of their personal information. One teacher, Candy 
Ellard, said she is considering resigning, and at least six oth- 
ers at the school are also contemplating refusing to submit. 

"While I must say this is a law where I totally agree with its 
intent - to protect children,” Ellard said in an e-mail, ”1 strongly 
object to its method for obtaining this goal. We must ask our- 
selves how we can protect every individual in our state without 
sacrificing our fundamental civil liberties.” 

AISD is the pilot school district for the program, which will 
require schools to systematically fingerprint and check about 
1 million public-school employees over the next four years. 
District employees were informed of the program only a month 
before it began, and there is still much confusion and fear 
over exactly what the law will mean in practice. 

And it’s not just the Orwellian flavor of the program that’s 
causing teachers to fret. Nicholas Martin, who teaches Latin 
at McCallum High, said he’s uneasy about what happens to 
information on a teacher once it’s been collected. “Why is it 
that the state holds onto the [fingerprints]? Once that back- 
ground has been checked, [the information] should be 
destroyed,” Martin said. "It’s hard to say something like this 
without sounding reactionary ... but our fear is that it’s start- 
ing this big national database.” 

Ellard also said she and others are afraid the setup of the 
program exposes teachers to a risk of identity theft. Teachers 
must supply their names and Social Security numbers, along 
with 13 pieces of unique data online, in order to get what’s 
called a Fingerprint Applicant Services of Texas Pass, or FAST 
Pass, which they need to be fingerprinted. “This divulgence of 
so much critical personal-identity information at one time, on 
one website, was a concern for many,” she said. 

Pam Hall, a spokesperson for AISD Human Resources, 
says teachers have nothing to worry about. “It’s just like if you 
go to the bank to apply for a loan. You have to trust that the 
institution will protect your information.” 

Martin added he is concerned about whether information 
will be shared with agencies other than the Texas Education 
Agency and the Department of Public Safety. So far he 
hasn’t gotten a definite answer. “When applying for a bank 
loan, you know the purpose for releasing that information, and 
banks have solid, openly stated privacy policies,” he said. 

“This law, on the other hand, is the opposite. There is no poli- 


cy, or one that has been conveyed to those who ask, that 
states who or what agencies do and do not have access to 
your file now and in the future.” 

Hall said it’s natural that teachers have questions but 
insisted, “They’ll come around.” The law doesn’t really leave 
them any option. A teacher has 80 days to submit to finger- 
printing before the State Board for Educator Certification 
revokes his or her certification. "Some of us would like to pro- 
test it,” Martin said. “I have a 2-year-old daughter. Do you just 
surrender your rights or feed your family?” 

So far, only one employee has flat-out refused to comply, said 
Hall, though she wouldn't name the teacher. Bruce Banner, a 
union representative for Education Austin, said the union will 
stand behind any teacher who refuses. The union’s stance is one 
of grudging compliance. Banner said the law is a politically moti- 
vated, unnecessary, and costly measure, which will draw an esti- 
mated $20 million away from already underfunded public schools. 

Education Austin President Louis Malfaro wrote in the 
union’s monthly newsletter, “Education Austin certainly 


doesn’t object to schools making sure that the adults who 
work daily with children do not pose a threat. ... Our concern 
and disappointment with the Legislature is the shortsighted- 
ness of its efforts to address the full range of student needs, 
beyond a redundant gesture which seems aimed at distract- 
ing the public's attention away from the real threats to public 
schools and kids and simultaneously besmirching the most 
powerful lobby for public education in Texas: our state's 
teachers and school employees.” 

Another concern teachers have noted is that the law makes 
exceptions for many nonteachers who have the most exposure 
to children on a one-on-one basis, such as speech therapists 
and school psychologists. But Hall said the district plans to 
go one step further than the law and implement fingerprinting 
for all district employees. 

Martin urged more teachers to speak out. “If we just sit 
there and smile like Forgione did, without recognizing or under- 
standing what the law is for, it is just ignorant and foolish.”

REEFER MADNESS 

The Latest Scare

It may be a new year, but that hasn’t stopped 
U.S. drug czar John Walters from pulling out 
his bag of old tricks in order to stir up a frenzy 
over the alleged emergence of a new and dead- 
ly drug. According to crazy old coot Walters, the 
efforts of national narcos to abate the illicit 
market for the drug Ecstasy are being ham- 
pered by the spread of a new and supposedly 
deadly form of the drug that is laced with meth- 
amphetamine - a drug that Walters' camp at 
the White House Office of National Drug Control 
Policy has dubbed "Extreme Ecstasy.” 


Walters claims organized crime groups in 
Canada are now lacing Ecstasy with “less 
expensive methamphetamine” in order to 
“boost profits for Canadian Ecstasy produc- 
ers.” This new development, he said, “likely 
increases the addictive potential of their prod- 
uct and effectively gives a dangerous ‘face 
lift’ to a designer drug that had fallen out of 
fashion with young American drug users.” The 
laced drug has been pouring across the bor- 
der from Canada through border communities 
like Windsor, Ontario, Walter said - and more 
than 55% of the Ecstasy seized by U.S. nar- 
cos last year contained meth, he said. 

While that may sound scary (even when 
you learn that Ecstasy is often cut with 
some sort of speed), it isn’t clear that it’s at 
all true - at least not according to Canadian 


law enforcers, who said it appears Walters 
and his gang wove the story out of whole 
cloth. “I shook my head when I read the 
release that [the ONDCP] put out,” Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police Superintendent 
Paul Nadeau told the Canadian Press. 

“That term is unknown to us, certainly in 
Canada, and I can tell you that I’ve spoken 
to law enforcement people in the U.S. and 
they've never heard of it either, so it would 
appear it’s a term that somebody came up 
with in a boardroom in Washington, D.C.” 
Moreover, Nadeau said that according to 
stats kept by Canadian narcos, the practice 
of lacing Ecstasy with amphetamine is on 
the wane - tests by the RCMP indicate about 
35% of all Ecstasy is laced with speed, down 
from 75% just a few years ago. 


Reefer Madness isn't sure what Walters 
has been ingesting, but it certainly isn’t the 
first time he’s gotten some bad shit. In 2002, 
he embarked on a newly reinvigorated anti- 
pot campaign by claiming today’s marijuana 
is nearly 30 times more potent than it was in 
the Sixties and Seventies. Unfortunately, 
there was no clear evidence that was the 
case, and in April, the ONDCP as much as 
conceded the point, announcing that accord- 
ing to the University of Mississippi’s pot 
Potency Monitoring Project, the average 
amount of tetrahydrocannabinol (or THC, mari- 
juana’s main psychoactive ingredient) found in 
samples of seized marijuana has now 
reached a whopping 8.5% - at least half the 
amount Walters claimed some five years ago.

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After years of rapid growth that brought 
dozens of new subdivisions to the Hill 
Country, Hays County officials are looking for 
ways to preserve the few large tracts of land 
that remain for open space. The Dahlstrom 
Ranch, a 2,400-acre spot south of Buda, 
could be the latest conservation easement 
purchased to maintain the health of the 
Barton Springs Zone of the Edwards 
Aquifer. The proposition was first introduced 


Dec. 4 in Hays County Commissioners 
Court, with Commissioner Jeff Barton lay- 
ing out the Dahlstrom family proposal that 
would have the county paying $9.9 million 
for permanent development rights to the 
ranch. Due to the bargain-basement price - 
the development rights are said to be worth 
between $20 million and $40 million - and 
the unique recharge features on the property, 
speculation abounds over which potential 


partners may team up with Hays County to 
acquire and manage the land. 

The county's Citizens Parks Advisory 
Team reviewed the plan in December, but the 
proposal came up short of the 105 minimum 
“passing" score (on a 155-point scale) 
required under the county’s criteria for dipping 
into $30 million in voter-approved bond 
money to purchase parks and open space. 
However, the citizens' group was unanimous 
in expressing continued support for the proj- 
ect, saying the low score was a result of hav- 
ing insufficient information on the property. 
Barton promised to continue pursuing a feasi- 
bility plan and is discussing possible partner- 
ships with officials from the nearby cities of 
Dripping Springs, Kyle, and Buda. In addi- 
tion, he said he has been in talks “at the 
staff level" with the city of Austin. The 
Dahlstroms’ attorney, David Braun, an expert 
on land-conservation issues, added that some 
commissioners have pitched the idea to some 
Austin City Council members. The Hill 
Country Conservancy is also “firmly 
involved" in the project, Braun said. The exec- 
utive director of the conservancy, George 
Cofer, said the ranch’s size and the enthusi- 
asm of the family to sell only add to what “is 
absolutely one of the most important tracts 
as far as recharge to the aquifer.” 

In early January, Braun invited Joseph 
Beery, a hydrologist with the Barton 
Springs/Edwards Aquifer Conservation 
District, to the property to gather data on the 
site's recharge potential. Beery, for his part, 
said the conservation district was “refining 
our geological map and assessing ... caves 
and sinkholes and those types of recharge

features." The property, he said, is the “last 
really large ranch at the end of the aquifer," 
and a 400-acre catchment in the recharge 
area is “the largest I’m aware of in the dis- 
trict." Barton was less technical, characteriz- 
ing the report from Beery and geologists as 
“universally enthusiastic." Beery tempers that 
enthusiasm, noting the project is still in the 
“early conceptual stages." The district is now 
waiting to hear from Braun as to what the 
next step may be. “There’s so much potential 
with that property," Beery said. “It just 
depends on what entities and agencies can 
see that benefit - today and for the future." 

Barton laid out a rough timetable for a two- 
pronged feasibility period. The first phase, 
spanning 60-90 days, would structure an 
agreement with the family and lay out the spe- 
cifics of public use. Commissioners Court dis- 
cussions suggest $3 million of the tentative 
asking price would be paid up front, with the 
remainder paid over the next 10 to 15 years. 

A second feasibility period, which could last 
around 120 days, would take the proposal 
back to the Citizens Parks Advisory Team for a 
new, presumably higher score. During this 
phase, the family and court representatives 
would be identifying potential partners to 
bring to the table. “By the time the county 
really has to commit,” Barton said, “we would 
have a clearer idea of what we would be get- 
ting for our money and who would help." 

Of particular significance is any potential 
assistance the city of Austin could provide. 
"Whether or not they would be able to commit 
financially,” Barton said, “we certainly recognize 
that they are a downstream user of the creek 
and aquifer ... and of course there's always the 
possibility of a partnership, as well.” 

Braun noted that the property is “a really 
important part of the aquifer recharge,” but 
although the “city of Austin has been buying 
this kind of easement for years ... it's a fairly 
new concept in Hays County." The family is 
organizing volunteers from different agencies 
and organizations to help plan the public use 
of the property. Braun said he intends to meet 
with officials from the Lower Colorado River 
Authority to discuss the management of 
Onion Creek, which runs through the ranch. 
Ecologists have also been looking at the man- 
agement of the landscape and its transition 
from a livestock operation to a conservation- 
oriented site. While Braun believes “interests 
and economics are very aligned" among the 
potential partners, he said the complexity of 
the deal will mean it could take most of 2008 
to complete. - Jacob Cottingham 
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2nd Street District 

What's up with 
the management? 

AMLI Management Co., the development and 
management group responsible for the 2nd Street 
District, has said its decision to directly manage 
the ground-floor retail component should help the 
area’s growth. In December, the district's retail 
management firm, Dallas-based Urban Partners, 
was replaced by AMLI after allegations of poor 
management and overbilling from the district's 
retail tenants. AMLI CEO Steve Hallsey called this 
a natural progression, saying, “If you think that 
AMLI has $100 million invested into this core, hav- 
ing AMLI manage the retail component certainly 
aligns everyone's interests, from development to 
the corporate office to how each of the business 
owners sees management taking place.” 

After repeated complaints from retail tenants that 
Urban Partners was unresponsive to complaints and 
requests, AMLI has hired permanent on-site manage- 
ment and a full-time marketing manager. Hallsey 
stressed, “Rather than directing a third-party manag- 
er, it’s what we want done in what I like to think is a 
timely manner.” However, retailers in the district noted 
that, while AMLI has said it will re-examine contested, 
outstanding utility bills, there has been no real move- 
ment on this issue, and several were still in default. 

While this is the first time AMLI has done direct 
management of retail, Hallsey stressed his 15 years 
of experience in the field, including his time at 
Glenboro Realty Trust, where he was responsible 
for 33 million square feet of commercial and office 
space in 43 states. He also noted that, while there 
had been undeniable issues in the past, the district 
had more than doubled its retail sales from $26 mil- 
lion in 2006 to $54 million in 2007. Hallsey also 
emphasized the value of the city’s Great Streets 
beautification program for opening the area up and 
attracting existing businesses like tapas bar Malaga, 
which plans to move from its current site on Fourth 
Street on April 1. Chef and owner Alejandro Duran 
said the move was partially because he had out- 
grown the kitchen at his old site. But comparing the 
district to growing up in Spain and spending time in 
San Diego’s Gaslamp Quarter, he said, “The walker- 
friendly environment is a must and turns it into an 
immediate attraction.” - Richard Whittaker 


BILLY BOB DA CLAIMS CLEANLINESS 



News flash: Jackson County District Attorney Bobby Bell has not 
been arrested on drug charges by DeWitt Co. law enforcers - at least 
not that DeWitt Co. Sheriff Jode Zavesky is aware of. That’s the 
news from the crack reporting team at KAVU-TV in Victoria, who last 
week put that nasty rumor to rest - and how. It 
seems Texas’ Golden Crescent has been teeming 
in recent weeks with rumors about the alleged 
criminal conduct of longtime DA Bell (aka “Billy 
Bob D.A.," according to the name plate displayed 
in his office) - indeed, a rumor that Bell was 
popped by DeWitt deputies for cocaine posses- 
sion found its way to my inbox, as well. According 
to Bell, however, the rumor is not only untrue but 
also “very hurtful.’’ 

Bell is known in these pages as the man behind 
the questionable prosecution of lifelong Edna, 

Texas, resident Frederick Patterson, who Bell 
alleged was a big-time crack dealer in the sleepy 
town of fewer than 6,000 residents. Patterson and 
his wife, Jocelyn, were among 28 black residents 
(nearly 4% of the town’s black population) nabbed 
in 2002 and identified as crack dealers in an 
undercover sting coordinated by Edna Police based on the thin and 
questionable evidence collected by an undercover informant and local 
crack addict. (Get the lowdown on Bell and the Edna sting in “Crackpot 


Crackdown," Oct. 21, 2005.) Suffice it to say, Bell isn’t the most popu- 
lar man in town - unless you somehow equate being feared with being 
popular. Indeed, numerous residents - black, white, and otherwise - 
have told the Chronicle that Bell wields his power like a hammer. So, 
it isn’t exactly surprising that a rumor he'd been 
popped (either for drug possession or for drunk driv- 
ing, depending on the source) spread so quickly. 
Indeed, it appears the allegation caught on fast 
enough and spread wide enough that reporters with 
the Victoria ABC affiliate felt obliged to check it out 
and to broadcast their findings: Where the rumors 
came from, Jennifer Gayle reported Jan. 24, no 
one seems to know. Sheriff Zavesky told the station 
his office has been getting calls regarding the Bell 
rumor for weeks - including from state officials 
wanting to know if Bell was, or had ever been, in his 
custody. Zavesky said he checked his records and 
with other local law enforcement agencies but found 
no evidence Bell was ever in custody. Bell said he 
was “very upset" about the allegation but that it 
won’t deter him from doing his job “as effective as 
he can," Gayle reported. Still, Bell lamented, he can 
certainly understand why people might be “hesitant to get involved in 
public office, when people can just start a rumor like this that is not 
only unfounded but has no basis to it.” - Jordan Smith 


Joint Interim Committees Where are the dems? 


As Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst and House Speaker Tom Craddick 

make their appointments to joint interim committees, Democrats 
are finding themselves with few or no members on these vital 
policy-building bodies. 

On Jan. 23, Dewhurst announced his appointments to the 
Select Committee on Public School Accountability, a new 

15-member task force comprised of legislators and stakeholders 
established last session: Sen. Florence Shapiro, R-Plano (as 
chair of the Senate Education Committee, she was on automatical- 
ly), and Sen. Tommy Williams, R-The Woodlands. They join Rep. 
Rob Eissler, R-The Woodlands, in his role as chair of the House 
Committee on Public Education, and Craddick's appointee, fresh- 
man Rep. Diane Patrick, R-Arlington. The speaker's press secre- 
tary, Alexis DeLee, said all appointees are well-qualified, and 
there is diversity in the citizen appointments, but minority House 
caucus leader Jim Dunnam of Waco is not surprised the speaker 
excluded legislative Democrats. “It’s what we’ve come to expect 
from Craddick on these appointments. No one with an alternative 
viewpoint gets on the conference committees,” Dunnam said. He 
expressed particular disappointment that Rep. Scott Hochberg, 


D-San Antonio, had been passed over, in spite of his long record on 
public education and school accountability. 

This comes after Dewhurst replaced two outgoing Dems on the 
Sunset Advisory Commission - Eliot Shapleigh of El Paso and 
John Whitmire of Houston - with a Democrat (Juan Hinojosa of 
McAllen) and a Republican (Glenn Hegar from Katy). While voicing 
her respect for the appointees to both committees, Senate 
Democratic caucus leader Leticia Van de Putte of San Antonio 
said she is “personally disappointed” about the new balance. 
Pointing to the Senate’s long history of bipartisanship and con- 
sensus politics, Van de Putte said the lack of Democrats or 
Republicans from major city center, rural, border, or Central Texas 
districts on the accountability committee could lead to important 
voices being left unheard. Her staff will monitor the committee, 
but, she said, “There’s a big difference between monitoring and 
having a seat at the table.” She noted that getting consensus on 
the floor next session could be difficult, as Democrats will have a 
reduced role in forming whatever policy comes out of committee. 
“You can have us inside the tent or outside,” Van de Putte said, 
“and you need consensus. You want buy-in." - Richard Whittaker

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Prosecutor Times Four 

Part 1: Meet the candidates for Travis County district attorney

After three decades as Travis County district attorney, Ronnie Earle announced in 
mid-December that he would not run again, retiring from the post he has held since 
1977. Over the years, Earle became a venerated Austin icon with a national reputa- 
tion, not only for his dogged handling of public corruption cases - most recently 
his ongoing prosecution of former Republican Rep. Tom DeLay and his Texans for 
a Republican Majority PAC - but also for his interest in alternatives to incarceration 
and in community and restorative justice programs targeting the root causes of 
crime. Elis legacy is long, and his shoes are large, making the campaign to take over 
his office one of the most important races, locally and statewide, this year. 


Not only will the new DA manage the opera- 
tions of a felony criminal justice system in a 
major urban center, but the winning candidate 
- effectively selected by the March 4 Democratic 
primary - must also be ready to become the 
state watchdog over cases of public corruption, 
as the face of and muscle behind the Public 
Integrity Unit. Under Texas law, the Travis Co. 
DA is the only prosecutor vested with the 
authority to investigate cases of public corrup- 
tion involving state officials and agencies. In 
the absence of any statewide Democratic offi- 
cials, Earle is now routinely described as “the 
most powerful Democrat in Texas,” and many 
Republicans and some Democrats have bristled 
at his prosecutorial reach. There have been 
several legislative attempts, thus far unsuccess- 
ful, to move the power to prosecute public 
corruption from the Travis Co. DA’s office to 
that of the attorney general. In that context, 
this primary race has unusual importance 
beyond county borders - and powerful inter- 
ests at the Capitol and across the state will take 
a direct and potentially influential interest in 
the outcome. 

In short, being the DA in Travis Co. is a 
pretty daunting job. Yet four of Earle’s assis- 
tant district attorneys have declared them- 
selves ready and willing to take it on: Rosemary 
Lehmberg, Earle’s first assistant; Gary Cobb, 
currently in the office’s grand jury division; 
Mindy Montford, who works in the trial divi- 
sion; and Rick Reed, currently assigned to the 
PIU. All four are Democrats; with no 
Republican having filed, whoever gets the 
most votes in the March 4 Democratic pri- 
mary (pending a run-off) will emerge the 
presumptive new district attorney. 

What follows is a working introduction to 
the careers and qualifications of the four candi- 
dates. Next week, Part 2: A closer look. 

Rosemary Lehmberg: 

Earle's Right Hand 

The longest-serving veteran in the race to 
replace Earle is Rosemary Lehmberg, who has 
worked there for 31 years - some six months 
longer than Earle himself. During her tenure, 
Lehmberg has headed up every major division 
within the office - including time as chief over 
trial courts and over the Public Integrity Unit. 
Since 1997 she has served as Earle’s first assis- 
tant; as his right hand, Lehmberg handles the 


“day-to-day business” of the office, she says, 
which includes managing its personnel and 
$13.5 million budget. Like Earle, Lehmberg is a 
proponent of programs that provide alternatives 
to incarceration - in the annals of Lehmberg 
lore is the story of how she advocated for the 
use of a “sentencing circle” (a community 
approach to meting out justice based on Native 
American tradition) for a defendant caught with 
a set of golf clubs he’d stolen from her garage. 
Lehmberg says that while she is “oriented to the 
... courtroom,” she believes it’s important to 
make sure the office has resources dedicated to 
these kinds of alternate programs for use in 
“appropriate cases” that can be redirected from 
regular court dockets. For example, she says the 
office has “got to get a handle on our drug cases 

- a third of the cases on our docket are felony 
drug cases. We need drug courts” and must 
advocate for the addition of more “drug beds” 

- access to treatment for nonviolent offenders. 

Lehmberg is presumably the early front- 
runner, in part because of her institutional 
knowledge, which leaves her best positioned 
to provide a smooth and cohesive transfer of 
leadership. She says she has the “experience 
and motivation” and can provide the “steady 
leadership that we need right now.” In mid- 
January, she received a glowing endorsement 
from Earle, who said she “has had a greater 
role in the success of the Travis County dis- 
trict attorney’s office than any other single 
person.” Lehmberg says her “biggest priority” 
as DA would be in leading (and expanding, if 
possible) the PIU, because it is “important to 
protect our authority as guardians over the 
state Capitol,” in an effort to “make sure we 
have just a little less government for sale.” 

Gary Cobb: Crime Fighter 

To Gary Cobb, a 17-year veteran county 
prosecutor, the work of the PIU is important 

- but not necessarily more so than the nuts- 
and-bolts prosecutions the office handles every 
day. “Crime is crime, whether you’re dealing 
with white-collar crime or ‘hood crime,”’ he 
says. “It shouldn’t matter.” Still, he has no 
doubt that he’d have the backbone to face the 
pressure inherent with investigating and poten- 
tially prosecuting state lawmakers. Tie has 
often been personally assigned “tough cases,” 
he says, precisely because he handles them 
well. Cobb also favors finding alternates to

incarceration, especially for nonviolent drug 
offenders (for whom, he says, imprisonment 
too often ensures only that the “user comes 
out as a criminal”), as a means to free the 
docket so the office can focus on prosecuting 
violent offenses. 

Cobb is the only minority candidate in the 
race, and believes he has more “of a feeling for 
how the community wants prosecutors” to 
handle cases. “The community wants cases 
[pursued on] violent offenders,” he said. “In 
state-jail felonies, lower-level drug cases ... 
they want us to stop putting people in prison. 
They don’t want more black and brown men 
on parole - it messes up their lives.” 

Cobb says he doesn’t think that under Earle 
the office has done enough to implement alter- 
native programs. He says the office needs to 
“focus on following through on good goals; I 


see a lot of good goals - we never really keep 
going until we get to that good goal.” He con- 
cludes, “If you think that in 30 years . . . this 
has become the best [DA] office in Texas, then 
Rosemary deserves the job,” he said. “I under- 
stand the promise of what that office can do.” 

Mindy Montford: 

Youthful Change 

Montford identifies herself as the candi- 
date of “real change.” Like Cobb, she sus- 
pects that if Lehmberg is victorious, not 
much would change in the daily operation of 
the office. Montford wants more. “My energy 
is huge. I’ve got great ideas that we need to 
explore,” she said. “I am the only person that 
is talking about ways to change the office. 
Others talk in broad strokes about these 
things; I say, 1, 2, 3, 4.” Indeed, Montford 
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has been most specific regarding a handful of 
things she’d like to see happen - including 
the institution of a 24-hour intake office at 
the county’s central booking facility. This 
would streamline the docket, she says, elimi- 
nating excess jail time - in some cases for 
inmates charged with crimes the office sim- 
ply can’t prosecute (if, for example, police 
lacked probable cause for the initial arrest). 
Montford would also like to create an expe- 
dited “rocket” docket in family-violence 
cases, to cut down on the number of cases 
where witnesses disappear or decide not to 
press charges against their abuser. 

Montford also says she’d like more public 
transparency; she’d like to institute monthly 
meetings with media, “to let them know what is 
happening” in the office and believes the office 
needs a policy that outlines “six or 10 things” a 
prosecutor is required to present to each grand 
jury, as a means to demystifying this otherwise 
secretive process. “What I think is, you can 
[then] tell the community, ‘You can’t be there, 
but at least you can trust the process.’” 

At 37, Montford is the youngest and least- 
experienced candidate, but she sees that as a 
potential advantage, calling “the words I hate 
the most - ‘that’s the way we’ve always done 
it.’” Her relative youth prompts the question of 
whether she yet has what it takes to handle such 
a large office - especially to execute the office’s 
role as public-corruption watchdog, despite the 
inevitable counterattacks and political pressure. 

Montford grew up in politics - her father, 
John Montford, was himself Lubbock County 
district attorney and a Democratic state sena- 
tor from 1983-1996. Since 2001, he has been 
a senior vice president and lobbyist at AT&T 
(formerly SBC Communications). Mindy 
began her Democratic activism as a University 
of Texas student. She’s the only union mem- 
ber (AFSCME) in the race and was endorsed 
by Austin’s Central Labor Council. She says 
she believes the work of the PIU is the most 
important work of the DA. “People often say 
that those [public-corruption cases] are the 
‘victimless crimes.’ I say, ‘Are you kidding 
me?”’ she said. “Democracy crumbles if 
someone is not there to watch it.” She has 
been endorsed by powerful Democratic polit- 
ical figures (former Govs. Mark White and 
Dolph Briscoe) and was able to raise consid- 
erable funds very quickly to kick-start her 
campaign, giving her the strongest early 
media presence. 


Rick Reed: 

Taking Responsibility 

Reed says he understands exactly what it takes 
to be a public watchdog: Four years ago, Earle 
tapped him as one of a handful of assistants put 
to work on the PIU cases against DeLay and 
TRMPAC. Reed has worked on the investigation 
of the cases and presentation to the grand jury, 
and he says he’s not afraid to pursue such cases 
to the end. In fact, he says his philosophy of 
prosecution is about doing the right thing, not 
necessarily the easy thing. Like Montford, Reed 
grew up with politics - his father, Dick Reed, was 
a two-term state rep. from Dallas who was 
among the fabled “Dirty 30” who battled the 
House leadership. In the mid-Eighties, working 
as a young lawyer under then Dallas Co. DA 
Henry Wade, he said he learned how not to be a 
prosecutor: In Wade’s office, he said, moving up 
the food chain was based solely on the number 
of convictions notched in your belt. “The focus 
was on winning and not so much doing the right 
thing,” he said. “Early on, I took the position 
that that might be the basis of promotion, but I 
had to live with myself and was going to focus 
on doing what was right.” 

Reed worked in Dallas Co. for 12 years before 
running for DA himself; he lost. He moved to 
Austin and the Travis Co. DA’s office in 1998. In 
all, he has worked under three DAs - giving him 
the most perspective, he says. Here, no one 
knows any way but the Earle way, and that’s a 
problem, he says. In Travis Co. he sees a “cul- 
ture of indecision - a fear of making a mistake. 
... So the tendency is to empanel [a committee] 
to make . . . decisions” - like when to seek the 
death penalty. That is “not only a waste of time, 
and not necessarily making better quality deci- 
sions . . . and delaying resolution of . . . cases.” 
Reed says every prosecutor must take personal 
responsibility for his or her cases. 

Reed is the only candidate in the race who 
has promised that, if elected, he would insti- 
tute a moratorium on seeking the death pen- 
alty. (The anti-death-penalty Texas Moratorium 
Network and former Travis Co. Judge Bill 
Aleshire, among others, have challenged the 
DA candidates to make this promise; although 
capital cases have long been rare in Travis Co., 
Cobb, Montford, and Lehmberg say they will 
not categorically rule out capital prosecutions.) 
Says Reed, “For a number of reasons, I think 
that we’ve reached a point in time as a society 
that we need to realize it is an [outmoded] 
form of punishment and not justified.” ■

Our first anniversary review 
of Austin's vertical mixed-use 
program discovers a range of 
responses to VMU, density, 
change, and planning

Burnet: The ALLandaLe and

But City Council liked it and approved it. Brewster McCracken considers 
Burnet Road a "poster child" for how VMU can improve the city. 


One year ago, Austin embarked on a com- 
plex experiment in populist urban planning 
known as “VMU.” That’s “vertical mixed- 
use,” a new zoning tool to advance the 
broader City Council policy of promoting 
dense, more sustainable growth. A brief 
refresher: To qualify for VMU incentives 
(more units to sell or rent, less required park- 
ing, etc.), a development team must stack 
several stories of housing atop shops, cafes, 
and small offices and follow the city’s design 
standards for good urban form and 
streetscapes. Projects must be sited on major 
roads (“core transit corridors”) within the 
VMU Overlay District. Most innovative for 
Austin, VMU projects must reserve 10% of 
units as affordable housing. 

What made VMU a uniquely populist exper- 
iment was an llth-hour addition to the ordi- 
nance: giving individual neighborhoods a voice. 
Citizens - through their official neighborhood 
planning teams - were invited to tailor VMU by 
opting individual properties in or out. That 
opt-in/opt-out process is now complete. All 
neighborhoods have submitted their recom- 
mendations to the Planning Commission; in 
December, those began going forward to City 
Council for final decisions. Amid session-to- 
session drama over whether council members 
will adhere fully to each neighborhood’s wish- 
es, it’s timely to reflect on what VMU has 
wrought. 

Council began with the “easy cases”; in the 
first batch, council endorsed, unanimously 


on consent, all the neighborhood requests. 
But other cases moving up from Planning 
Commission will be more controversial. On 
Jan. 15 the commission posted, but for a 
variety of reasons postponed, items on neigh- 
borhood recommendations from Old West 
Austin, Central Austin, and Govalle-Johnston 
Terrace. They endorsed neighborhood recom- 
mendations from Judges’ Hill (which opted 
out just four properties), Hyde Park (which 
opted out nearly 100% because the neighbor- 
hood plan contains its own design stan- 
dards), and East MLK (which voted “hell, 
no” and opted out the whole area). At its Feb. 
20 meeting, the commission’s Neighborhood 


Planning Subcommittee plans to dig deeper 
into why area sentiments vary so widely. 

A steady flow of cases should be posted for 
each upcoming council session; at this rate, 
finalizing the VMU Overlay District will take 
several more months. Council members say 
they’re generally predisposed to endorse what 
neighborhoods recommend - except perhaps 
for those that dissed VMU (and thus council 
policy) altogether. 


Maturing Civic Dialogue 

VMU gave form to a number of laudable council 
policies: higher design standards, required green 
building, more sustainable land-use patterns a la 
Envision Central Texas, and concentrating 
increased density along major corridors to protect 
neighborhoods. By requiring affordable housing, 
it also implemented the “density bonus” princi- 
ple, in which developers must provide commu- 
nity benefits to earn additional entitlements. 

Other Austin overlay districts have treated 
development as a negative force; their protec- 
tionist purpose is to save existing things we 
value, like historic buildings or the waterfront. 


The new VMU Overlay District, by contrast, 
approaches new development as a positive tool 
for creating desirable change. (Its only real 
predecessor is the University Neighborhood 
Overlay, north and west of UT) It thus marks a 
true sea change in Austin thinking - to which 
many developer-hating, longtime Austin activ- 
ists have not caught up. 

The three-year consensus stakeholder pro- 
cess that produced the city’s Design Standards 


Ordinance (of which VMU is a part) and the 
following year of neighborhood deliberation 
over awarding pro-density VMU incentives 
also marked a shift in Austin attitudes. “There 
has been a measurable maturing of the civic 
dialogue about development - and it’s about 
time,” says Mayor Will Wynn, a VMU enthu- 
siast. “I wish we were further down the road, 
but I’m pleased we’re going down it. It’s 
painful, and there are big challenges, but 
these are exciting times.” 

Opt In, Opt Out 

Whatever else, VMU choices have provided 
a historic opportunity for the community to 
speak out. Has all the effort and community 
teeth-gnashing been worth it? Will the changed 
cityscape it fosters be positive for Austin? The 
answer depends on whom you ask. VMU itself, 
and the city’s process, certainly have made 
enemies and earned critics. Some neighbor- 
hoods found the experience too polarizing, the 
city’s support inadequate, the zoning intrica- 
cies impossibly daunting. Yet even with its 
flaws, the opportunity to have a voice was 
largely embraced. 

By participating in VMU decisions, regular 
„ Austinites became city-makers. The residents 
= who know each neighborhood best debated 
K VMU’s merits, then tweaked its application - 
° parcel by parcel, block by block, corridor by 
§ corridor. Love a local business or a stand of

.< ancient oaks? Opt that baby out. Hate the ugly 
g drive-through bank or blighted shopping cen- 
ter on the corner? Opt that baby in. Don’t trust 
8 developers or the city, period? Opt out the 
5 whole damn neighborhood! (A few did.) 

No precise tally exists for a citywide VMU 
scorecard, but of the applications submitted, 
said city staff, roughly a third generally sup- 
ports VMU, a third does not, and a third 
accepts at least some VMU incentives some of 
the time. Beyond that, neighborhood responses 
are hard to categorize, due to the many twists 
and turns in how each neighborhood tweaked 
incentives and maps. For example, a neighbor- 
hood might have opted out entirely of the 
dimensional standards incentive (which allows 
the developer more living units and thus prof- 
its) but might have accepted the reduced-park- 
ing incentive (which reduces the developer’s 
costs). Some took a fine-tooth VMU comb to 
sorting properties (see “To Opt, or Not? Zilker 
Tweaks VMU,” p.30), while others accepted the 
entire overlay - or didn’t respond at all. 

In retrospect, such a detailed planning 
assignment may not have been entirely appro- 
priate to delegate to amateurs. But many par- 
ticipants observed that the buy-in achieved 
would have been less likely with a top-down 
process dictated by “experts.” The complex 
process did drag out far beyond the initial 
90-day timeline, and some landowners, devel- 
opers, and architects wanting VMU zoning for 
their projects became frustrated. Neighborhood 
-planning teams that dug into the details took 
months to decide on the optimal future of 
every single parcel within the whole overlay 
district. That’s thousands upon thousands of 
individual tracts, on 51 miles of major roads, 
from Slaughter Lane to 183. 

Predictably, the neighbors who took on this 
huge volunteer task often had wildly differing 


Sustainable Neighborhoods' call for the city to conduct 
comprehensive planning - as opposed to advancing 
stand-alone initiatives, however worthy - may be the 
real solution to community ambivalence over VMU. 
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attitudes toward neighborhood change. In 
some areas, neighborhood planning team 
and neighborhood association members dis- 
agreed seriously over VMU in principle, let 
alone its application on specific tracts. Still, 
considering the process’ complexity, raw 
newness, and massive scope, things could 
have gone far worse. As city planning officer 
George Adams noted recently with relief, “It 
wasn’t a train wreck!” 

Allandale Angst 

But in some parts of town, that train whis- 
tled by awfully close. Allandale exemplifies a 
neighborhood with a highly conflicted and 
ultimately negative take on VMU. While its 
objections weren’t typical, they offer insight into 
how planning efforts can be further strength- 
ened. Already bloodied and polarized by the 
Northcross Mall fight, in which the Allandale 
Neighborhood Association unsuccessfully sued 
both the city and the developer, ANA’s execu- 
tive committee was in no mood to support 
another bright idea from the city. Indeed, the 
detailed, 20-page statement attached to 
Allandale’s VMU application (online at 
www.allandale.typepad.com) referenced “the lack 
of consideration of projects which are already 
approved for construction by the City of 
Austin,” citing Northcross Mall and two other 
big, new projects on their core transit corridors 
- Burnet Road and Anderson Lane. 

“The Vertical Mixed Use Overlay District was 
created without the required input of the 
impacted neighborhoods and without ade- 
quately addressing infrastructure such as 
streets and water/wastewater/electricity lines,” 
objected Allandale, echoing its Northcross 
criticisms. It also lambasted the city for “using 
code changes to circumvent notice require- 


ments [to adjoining private homeowners] , with 
respect to de facto zoning changes.” 

A primary Allandale concern was how den- 
sity increases would translate to traffic conges- 
tion: failed roads and intersections, spillover 
traffic clogging neighborhood streets, slow 
emergency-response times, slowed buses. As 
residents rightly point out, without linking 
new transit to VMU, congested streets are the 
inevitable result of densification. The new Cap 
Metro Red Line will stop at North Lamar and 
Justin Lane; that transit station is spawning 
Crestview Station (a VMU project) but cur- 
rently offers no circulators to Allandale. 

“We believe that insufficient time has been 
allowed to adequately determine the interre- 
lated impacts of VMU on the neighborhoods of 
Austin,” Allandale objected. “A complex new 
process requires neighborhoods to respond 
with a well-thought-out plan, yet we are given 
only the power of suggestion and a ‘one shot 
deal’ without the power of determination.” 

In June, a 5-4 vote by the ANA executive 
committee endorsed the recommendations 
submitted - which opt out most individual 
properties in the district. (Exceptions were 
Northcross Mall and properties on Burnet 
Road near North Loop.) In so doing, the execu- 
tive committee overruled its own VMU team - 
which had accepted most of the VMU Overlay 
District as created, but with conditions. 

A test case went to council Nov. 8: the 
mixed-use redevelopment of 5350 Burnet 
Rd., site of the Antique Marketplace. Allandale 
and adjoining neighborhoods were opposed 
to granting the “early consideration” variance 
(actually for another form of mixed-use zon- 
ing), largely because the developer’s pro- 
posed 68 living units per acre approached 
Downtown densities. The Crestview

About a third of 
neighborhoods were pro-VMU; 
another third accepted at 
least some of the incentives; 
the other third said, 

"No, thanks." 
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Neighborhood Association also opposed the 
project in a letter to council stating that 
“VMU, as currently implemented, will destroy 
our neighborhoods,” primarily because it 
includes no density caps. 

Neighborhood leaders Chip Harris, Steve 
Keuhner, and Jonathan Lockin tactfully sug- 
gested, “We think that the density levels, den- 
sity zones, and walkability requirements 
described in the TOD [transit-oriented develop- 
ment] and TN [traditional neighborhood] zon- 
ing categories may be better suited to certain 
locations along Burnet than the VMU ordinance 
alone.” Indeed, the place-making principles that 
inform the city’s TOD planning are more 
sophisticated. But council agreed with the 
Planning Commission and unanimously voted 
7-0 to award the requested zoning - though it 
set a project cap of 175 living units and disal- 
lowed neighborhood street access. 

On Anderson Lane, the Lamy Group plans 
to redevelop the Village Shopping Center into 
a major VMU project on 12 acres, which 
could take a decade. According to the North 
Shoal Creek NA, that project will have a final 
size of about 645,000 square feet - more than 
four times that of the current shopping center. 
It includes 430 new apartments; they’d like 
the Alamo Drafthouse Village to remain as an 
anchor tenant. Now conversing are the neigh- 
borhoods and developers Joe and Pete Lamy 
(who did the well-received VMU-esque project 
at 3200 Guadalupe) before the project goes to 
Planning Commission. 

Another frequently expressed anxiety: The 
mayor and City Council have enacted policies 
like VMU to add more people to the urban 
core, in the name of sustainability, yet have 
failed to take corresponding action to dis- 
incentivize sprawl. As Allandale resident Allan 
McMurtry e-mailed the Chronicle recently: 
“The very people arguing for tubular VMU [the 
core transit corridor approach] are the ones 
who have brought us $3.2 billion in toll roads 
running out 25 miles from downtown. That’s 
not density, that’s extra-urban sprawl, or 
exburbs as they are being called. Lincoln Prop- 
erties is bringing North Austin Wal-Mart as the 
solution to sprawl, while building the solar 
system’s largest mall at US 71 and FM 62.” 
McMurtry also noted that on Burnet Road, bus 
ridership is a miserably low 2.4 persons per 


mile. (Actually, Cap Metro statistics show that 
Route 3-Bumet/Manchaca carries 2.18 passen- 
gers per mile.) 


Nuclear Enthusiastic 


But many neighborhoods are excited about 
gaining well-designed new additions, built to 
exacting design standards, with some afford- 
able housing. In contrast to Allandale, in 
nearby Brentwood and Rosedale, VMU sailed 
through almost entirely as written, noted 
Brewster McCracken. Calling Allandale a “hot 
spot,” McCracken attributed the sharply differ- 
ing responses from adjacent neighborhoods to 
the personalities involved: “It depends on who 
the leaders are in a given neighborhood.” He 
also pointed out that Austin Neighborhoods 
Council leaders Laura Morrison, Danette 
Chimenti, and Kevin Lewis were strong advo- 
cates of the Design Standards Ordinance that 
contains VMU. Those standards directly refer- 
ence the Envision Central Texas model for 
favoring density nodes over sprawl. McCracken 
also said it was ANC representatives who 
insisted on VMU review by neighborhood 
planning teams - some of which had become 
inactive after their plan was adopted. 

McCracken said he did not perceive an 
Eastside-West Austin split in responses to 
VMU. While the 


opposed to VMU and the neighborhood change 
it represents, whereas most younger than 40 
were “nuclear enthusiastic” in favor. The gen- 
eration in the middle, he said, was “VMU per- 
suadable.” In the end, Northwest Hills ranked 
in the top three for opt-ins - along with 


Southwood in South Austin and Rosewood. 

One Allandale resident supportive of VMU’s 
potential is Steven Zettner. But he and like- 
minded others advocate a “node-based” retool- 
ing, to replace the corridor approach. This 
would cluster new density carefully around 
transit stations (as in transit-oriented develop- 
ment) rather than stringing it out along long 
roadways. Zettner is on the board of a new 
organization, Sustainable Neighborhoods, 
founded by the Allandale, Brentwood, and 
Crestview neighborhood associations “to advo- 
cate a vision of density in North Central Austin 
that is neighborhood-friendly,” he said. “By 
that I mean applying all the principles of the 
Charter for New Urbanism, including well- 
defined and highly walkable village and town 
centers, supported with mass transit, mixed 
use, public open space, affordability.” Zettner 
said by e-mail that he sees “momentum build- 
ing” for “comprehensively planning VMU, 
transportation, and open space all at once. To 
succeed, we need to save our VMU entitlement 
bullets. I think there may be vision and leader- 
ship at City Hall to help make this happen. I’m 
cautiously optimistic.” 


A Call for Comprehensiveness 


“new urbanist” 2035 plan. The Austin Neigh- 
borhoods Council and Liveable City also laud 
comprehensive planning. McCracken, conced- 
ing that “neighborhood planning is not work- 
ing well” in Austin, said he was attracted to the 
idea of holistic planning for “Quality of Life 
Zones,” as Atlanta has done. 

In May 2006, City Manager Toby Futrell sti- 
lled initiation of an updated comp plan pro- 
cess. By contrast, new City Manager Marc Ott 
has spent the past six years in a city, Fort 
Worth, that maintains an active comprehensive 
plan and updates it every year. Ott said that, as 
Fort Worth’s assistant city manager over infra- 
structure services, he has overseen an annual 
update process that is highly inclusive - invit- 
ing and weighing input from citizens, commu- 
nity groups, town hall meetings, and city staff 
from all departments. 


Engaging Local Values 


For five years, the city of Austin has relied on 
the loose, broad-brush vision of Envision 
Central Texas without creating a solid, detailed 
comprehensive plan to enact it. Sustainable 
Neighborhoods’ call for the city to conduct 
comprehensive planning - as opposed to 
advancing stand-alone initiatives, however 
worthy - may be the real solution to commu- 
nity ambivalence over VMU. South of the river 
in Zilker, that call is echoed by Jeff Jack. He 
calls VMU “at best a stop-gap solution until we 
have that comprehensive plan.” 

Jack added: “Since we have no comprehen- 
sive plan in place that tells us what kind of 
population growth is appropriate for Austin, 
we are asked to accept VMU as the solution to 
accommodating growth. But we have no assur- 


East Riverside team 
may have voiced a 
“hell, no,” the East 
Cesar Chavez team 
opted in new VMU 
areas along East 

Fifth and Sixth to encourage redevelopment. 
Cherrywood and Blackshear were bullish; 
Rosewood opted-in 12 properties and opted 
out just two. Windsor Park was so split over 
VMU and neighborhood planning that a rogue 
group erupted (Responsible Growth for 
Windsor Park), but it ultimately opted in addi- 
tional areas to encourage VMU redevelopment 
of an outdated shopping center. 

What the 41 -year-old council member who 
drove adoption of design standards and VMU 
(and who lives in the Triangle) did notice was 
a generational pattern. In Northwest Hills, for 
example, about 250 people expressed views. 
He said residents older than 60 were generally

ance that, when all the VMU is built out, we 
won’t be back at square one fighting commer- 
cial creep” into the heart of residential neigh- 
borhoods. He continued, “We need to work to 
define that strategic policy for growth manage- 
ment that gives us some assurance that the 
fabric of our community will be respected.” 
Signs are emerging that City Hall and city 
management may be coming to a similar con- 
clusion (though not officially aligning with 
perennial council-thorn Jeff Jack). Those signs 
include a December council resolution to 
update the 1979 Austin Tomorrow Compre- 
hensive Plan (see “The Bigger Picture,” Jan. 11) 
and a Planning Commission initiative for a 


On balance, McCracken cited a series of 
VMU breakthroughs. First, “VMU is actually 
producing tangible changes, real live projects, 
with the support of both neighborhoods and 
developers.” He believes that success endorses 
the “100 percent consensus model” used to 
craft the Design Standards and Mixed Use 
Ordinance. Representatives from both ANC 
and the Real Estate Council of Austin were at 
every meeting, said McCracken: “Anyone in 
Austin could come to any meeting, and every- 
one in the room had to agree.” He believes this 
consensual approach “produces results we can 
live with, going down the road.” 

“We’ll have even more meaningful informa- 
tion on whether VMU works for developers 
two to three years out,” said Brett Denton, a 
VMU developer who participated in that pro- 
cess as a RECA representative. He’s particularly 
interested to see whether the market proves (or 
not) the extra value promised to developers for 
well-designed, neighbor-friendly mixed-use 
projects. Said Denton, “Once we have a hand- 
ful of projects completed, it would be good to 
do another wholesale review of what worked 
and what didn’t.” 

Another key breakthrough cited by McCrack- 
en: integrating local values into development 
code, in the form of required community ben- 
efits. “People in Austin are rightfully very skep- 
tical of growth for 
growth’s sake. The mes- 
sage from VMU is that 
the community will get 
behind, by and large, 
growth that has a pur- 
pose behind it and 
reflects local values,” said McCracken. He cred- 
its Paul Hilgers in Neighborhood Housing and 
Community Development with advocating for 
the key inclusion of required affordable hous- 
ing in VMU. As it turns out, that may have 
proved the key to its widespread acceptance. 

Austin Neighborhoods Council President 
Danette Chimenti accompanied McCracken to 
some of his local presentations and had the 
opportunity to hear VMU dialogue in neighbor- 
hoods all over town. She observed that requir- 
ing affordable housing - funded by the develop- 
ers - was the “top selling point” in its favor. “A 
lot of people were against it at first, but were 
willing to take on density to get affordable hous-

ing,” she said. In this sense, VMU responses 
offer an important bellwether for public accep- 
tance of other “density bonus” programs. 

As for the mixed responses to VMU, said 
Chimenti, “It’s been very controversial, but 
sometimes that’s what it takes to engage peo- 
ple.” She pointed out that neighborhood input 
becomes stronger and sounder as more folks 
attend meetings and get involved. “The VMU 
process has caused so much division in neigh- 
borhoods,” she observed. “But if this served to 
rally folks to form or reactivate neighborhood 


planning teams, that’s a very positive thing. . . . 
For the ones that put tons of time into it, it was 
a good process and worth it.” 

In the end, observed Chimenti: “It’s good to 
engage and educate more and more people, 
and I definitely think VMU has done that. 
Because if nobody’s active and paying atten- 
tion, then the chance to shape our own future 
goes away.” ■

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To Opt, or Not? 
Zilker Tweaks VMU

The Zilker Neighborhood Association’s recommendations on verti- 
cal mixed-use provide a window into how one neighborhood-planning 
team carefully weighed VMU’s power to change its neighborhood, for 
better or worse. “We appreciate the ordinance being structured to allow 
each neighborhood to tailor the use of VMU as appropriate for our 
community,” observed ZNA President Jeff Jack, a longtime neighbor- 
hood activist who is often critical of City Hall. In return, “We hope that 
council recognizes the willingness of our association to be balanced in 
our recommendations.” In other words, please don’t overrule our opt- 
outs from the dais. 

Zilker is of particular interest as an early VMU hotbed. According to 
George Zapalac of Watershed Protection and Development Review, of 
the nine VMU projects already filed with the city (most under “early 
consideration”), four are located on South Lamar - the primary core 
transit corridor in the Zilker Neighborhood Planning Area. Those 
projects include Post South Lamar (site of the Stoneridge Apartments) 
by developer Ardent Residential. Ardent also is co-developing a large 
(300-apartment) mixed-use (possibly VMU) project around the iconic- 
and-to-be-untouched Broken Spoke, farther south on Lamar. Other 
VMU projects planned are Magnolia and Lamar Square Condominiums. 
Across Lamar at Manchaca (within the South Lamar Neighborhood 
Planning Area), Cypress Real Estate Advisors have planned a 360-apart- 
ment VMU project. 

Two Sides, Two Stories 

The Zilker Planning Area includes both sides of Lamar from the river 
south to Oltorf, then continues on, only the west side of Lamar, south 
to Barton Skyway. It’s an ugly strip - visually chaotic, pocked with 
automotive joints, architecturally void. Meanwhile, the Zilker neighbor- 
hood is rapidly gentrifying; small, older homes are scrapped weekly and 
replaced by huge new ones in the $700,000 range. Many of the new 
residents (and existing ones) would welcome some handsome, new 
commercial architecture on Lamar. The smattering of cool restaurants, 
clubs, and shops (which earned one stretch “IBIZ” banners designating 
an Independent Business Investment Zone) mostly occupies forgettable 
structures that relate poorly to the street. Redevelopment could only 
improve the urban aesthetics here. The other core transit corridor within 
Zilker Neighborhood Association’s area is Barton Springs Road, from 
Lamar west to Robert E. Lee. That stretch hosts a popular “restaurant 
row,” tree-covered trailer parks, and new condo developments.

Zilker's team chose to opt out 
(discourage redevelopment) on small 
properties, those that back directly 
up to houses, and those with popular 
local restaurants and amenities. Locals 
judged the land between South Lamar 
and the railroad tracks (ZNA's eastern 
boundary) to be most VMU-appropriate. 


Overall, Zilker opted out about 
40% of qualifying (commercial) 
VMU Overlay District properties. By 
contrast, nearby Bouldin and South 
River City kept in nearly 100% of 
their VMU-0D properties.

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On both streets, the neighborhood asso- 
ciation first removed all residential properties 
within the VMU Overlay (green on map), as 
VMU applies only to commercial properties. Of 
the commercial tracts, according to Jack, they 
selected about 60% as “VMU-appropriate” 
with full developer incentives (pink on map). 
On South Lamar, the vast majority of parcels 
kept in the overlay is sandwiched between the 
road and the railroad tracks that run parallel 
to it, on the east. That siting buffers the tracts 
from single-family homes. The parcels are large 
enough to benefit from VMU and contain no 
beloved local businesses. 

On the other side of Lamar, it’s a different 
story. ZNA recommends opt-outs (blue on 
map) for many tracts, particularly those with 
popular neighborhood restaurants and shops 
to which residents could walk or bike. Those 
include Planet K, La Feria, the Horseshoe 
Lounge, the Birds Barbershop building, Artz 
Rib House, and Mr. Natural. One concern is 
that rising land values reflecting increased 
VMU entitlements could drive up commer- 
cial rents for these businesses. Other tracts 
were left in the VMU Overlay, but the Zilker 
Neighborhood Association is asking for a 
parking requirement of 80% of the city norm. 
(VMU ordinarily provides a 60% reduc- 
tion.) The largest such tract is the Lamar 
Plaza Shopping Center, home of the Alamo 
Drafthouse South Lamar. ZNA wanted more 
parking required on the west side of Lamar to 
prevent it from spilling over to surrounding 
residential streets (as currently occurs every 
weekend from Alamo patrons). 

In addition to the parking concerns, said 
Jack, the planning team was concerned that 
“many sites were much too small to benefit 
from VMU.” To accommodate large-scale VMU 
projects, developers would 
want to acquire multiple 
adjoining tracts - which 
could drive out local small 
businesses already in place. 

(In any case, city compat- 
ibility standards - which 
limit project size and scale 
near single-family homes 
- would largely nullify the 
VMU unit-increase incen- 
tive.) Jack also cited a 
concern about commercial creep back onto 
residential lots. Here the neighborhood took a 
protectionist stance. 

Similarly on Barton Springs Road, ZNA 
wants to remove virtually all parcels from 
the overlay. Residents like the mix of resi- 
dential and restaurants there now, said Jack, 
and don’t want to lose their walking-distance 
eateries - Chuy’s, Shady Grove, Flipnotics, 
Romeo’s, Green Mesquite. (Locally owned 
character clearly counts toward neighborhood 
value; flung on the VMU chopping block 
were McDonald’s, Jack in the Box, and Taco 
Cabana.) The family-friendly Peter Pan Mini 
Golf also was opted out. 

Jack said that, unlike some other neighbor- 
hoods, ZNA chose not to “opt-in” any tracts 
not already in the VMU Overlay. (Some have 
opted-in parcels on all four sides of a major 
intersection, for example, to create more of 
a VMU “node.”) That level of VMU-love was 
reserved as a future bargaining chip. If council 


fully supports the neighborhood’s VMU rec- 
ommendations now, said Jack, and the first 
projects prove an asset to the neighborhood, 
ZNA might look more kindly on such opt-ins 
in the future. 

Affordability Issues 

An overarching change recommended to 
council by the Zilker team relates to the 
affordable housing that VMU developers are 
required to provide (10% of total units). Zilker 
wants its affordability level lowered from 80% 
of median family income (standard for VMU) 
to 60% MFI. Jack said 80% MFI already cor- 
responds to the market rate for apartments 
nearby, so ZNA desires deeper affordability. At 
Post South Lamar, the city is “buying down” 
the apartments 30% further, to 50% MFI, with 
affordable-housing funds. 

Developers warn that altering VMU so that 
they alone must fund affordability at less than 
80% MFI can make projects unfeasible - so 
the 60% MFI level recommended by Zilker 
could be unwise. If the numbers don’t work, 
developers will simply decline to file under 
VMU and instead build their mixed-use project 
under other commercial zoning, without any 
affordable units. “At 80 percent MFI, develop- 
ers can absorb the costs of capping rents,” says 
Ardent Residential’s Brett Denton. “You get 
below that, and the investors in these projects 
aren’t getting the return they’re looking for. If 
there’s a lower return due to affordable hous- 
ing, projects aren’t going to find investors, and 
they aren’t going to get built.” 

With regard to city-funded buy-downs for 
deeper affordability, Denton also noted an 
inflationary flaw. On the Ardent-Post South 
Lamar project, the developer agreed to a $1.1 
million city contribution to offset the locked-in 
lower rents on the 50% MFI 
affordable units. But a year 
later, actual construction 
bids have come in much 
higher than projected. 
Based on real costs, Ardent 
would have negotiated a 
city contribution of at least 
$1.7 million, said Denton. 

While that shortfall 
might sound like a break 
for citizens, VMU will not 
be effective if developers don’t voluntarily elect 
to use it. “If there’s not some form of ‘true- 
up’ mechanism, to base the final agreement 
on actual costs after the project gets bid by 
the general contractor, it’s a difficult model to 
make work going forward,” said Denton. If that 
mechanism isn’t added, he warned, “develop- 
ers will greatly inflate their numbers, to protect 
their downside.” 

At the already approved Cypress project, 
the affordable-rate apartments will rent at the 
standard 80% MFI level. Rather than deepen- 
ing affordability, the developer provided other 
community benefits - including financial assis- 
tance to Habibi’s Hutch, a locally owned day 
care displaced by the project. The developer 
also donated land for a new city pocket park. 
Parkland bond funds bought another parcel, to 
result in a new 2.5-acre neighborhood park - a 
direct result of the VMU project. ■

Walking Nervous 
Breakdown

The thing about doing radio is that you can’t 
stop and think. That’s what they call “dead air.” 
Radio artists of old - Jean Shepherd, Fred Allen 

- knew how to pause and let a moment hover, 
but you don’t ever stop. I had stopped. I was 
being interviewed in a dingy Pacifica station in 
Studio City. Dingy is dingy, I don’t mind it, but 
suddenly that day (some years ago) I minded a 
lot. I noticed the little broadcast booth was dark, 
and there were coffee stains on the table by the 
mics, and the carpet was worn almost through, 
and it was dirty, there was stuff around - stuff , 
scraps of this and that ... a used paper cup by 
the trash basket (someone missed the throw?), a 
stapler on its side on the table (why hadn’t any- 
one put it right, how long had it been like that, 
an hour, all day, days?). A man was interviewing 
me, and I’d been talking. Can’t remember about 
what. And I heard Lady Brett, in The Sun Also 
Rises, say clear as a bell, “Don’t talk rot, Jake.” 
And I stopped. The interviewer was quick, he 
filled in, continued my thought, asked another 
question. I began talking again, apparently mak- 
ing sense - anyway, he seemed interested. I had 
no interest at all, wasn’t even listening, just talk- 
ing. What I was really doing was watching. 

The person I was watching was me, and that 
me was huddled by the trash basket, shaking, 
trembling, trying to crawl into himself, weeping, 
wanting it all to stop, just stop, just everything 
stop. That me was trying to say the word “help” 

- a word I’m not very good at, in fact I’m lousy 
at it, and now I was hearing Anthony Quinn in 
Lust for Life: He’s Gauguin (my favorite painter) 
and he’s telling Kirk Douglas’ Van Gogh (my 
mother’s favorite painter), “To say, ‘I love you,’ 
would break all my teeth.” To say “help” would 
have broken my teeth. But, oh, that me on the 
floor was losing it royally, trying with all his 
might to say “help” and at the same time trying 
not to. Me-me, the guy sitting at the micro- 
phone, was still apparently making sense. The 
broadcast was being taped, I heard it later when 
it aired: sounded OK, not my best but OK- level 


voice, decent diction, complete sentences about 
something or other. No hint that by the end of 
the interview I’d sweated through my shirt and 
my hands were trembling ever so slightly and 
I’d lit a cigarette even though I wasn’t supposed 
to and the interviewer didn’t seem to notice. I 
think I lit a cigarette, that’s what I remember, 
but who knows? At the time I wasn’t paying 
attention to the me that was talking and doing 
stuff. All my attenhon was fixed on the me that 
mattered, the me trying to crawl into or out 
of his skin by the trash basket and struggling 
mightily not to say “help.” He wanted so much 
to say it and he knew he could not, must not. 

The cliche is that if you really need help you 
ought to ask for it - and that’s usually true, 
especially for the young. But best be careful 
whom you ask. If your consciousness has sort 
of left your body and all you want to do is 
huddle in the comer of a radio studio among 
strangers and cry, “Help!” - well, folks would 
like to help, they really would, but they don’t 
know you and they don’t know how and 
there’s the insurance to think of, so it’s, “Call 
911!” - and then you’re fucked. People come 
to take you. They don’t mean you harm; they’re 
trying to stop you from hurting yourself; 
they’re trying to take you where you can get 
what they think is help. I know the drill. I’d 
seen them take people I loved, and take them 
fairly often, take them to places where caregiv- 
ers did the best they could, kept them safe 
(after a fashion), but in those places there is no 
help. Better than the street. Better than driving 
your family crazier than it already is. Better 
than letting you go totally out of control. But 
no help. Just time. Until one day you’re ready 
to leave, but there’s always a little less of you 
than when you went in. Sometimes you can get 
back what’s lost; sometimes you can’t. I saw it 
happen to people whom I loved with my very 
bones, and it wasn’t going to happen to me. 

They wouldn’t want that. They wouldn’t want 
what happened to them to happen to me. Some 
alloy of their pride and mine got me through 
that hour. Somehow, I got myself home - which, 


at the time, was a dingy apartment in North 
Hollywood, a dinginess of my own, where I 
played my upright piano (and didn’t answer the 
phone) for two days. Not that I can really play, 
but it sounds OK to me when I’m alone. 

That day was the worst of it, not because it 
was the scariest (it wasn’t), but because it was 
the day I really, finally, almost gave up. For even 
when I was suicidal I didn’t feel like I was giving 
up, I felt like I wanted to do something and end 
the nonsense; in that radio booth, more terribly, 
I wanted not to be me. That’s very different. I’d 
been having a walking nervous breakdown for 
about four years and it went on for about anoth- 
er four, but that was when my breakdown - a 
very long walk indeed - almost turned into the 
other, locked-up, medicated kind of breakdown. 
Which, for one hour in a broadcast booth, I 
really, really wanted. I wanted not to be free. I 
wanted to beg not to be free. In that context, in 
that radio booth, that’s what “help” meant. 

It’s not like I hadn’t asked for genuine help, 
through the usual channels. I was constantly 


in therapy, and that helped me understand a 
great deal, understandings I’m thankful for - 
but the understandings didn’t really help. My 
friends helped with their love (sometimes of the 
“tough” variety), their insight, their fun. The 
women I loved tried to help, but in those days I 
couldn’t accept their help. (Fucked up, I know.) 
And this shit had been going on in spasms, a 
month or so at a time, all my life - especially all 
my professional life. (Took me many years, many 
essays, several books, and a couple of produced 
screenplays to realize I was deep down fright- 
ened of being a writer! Once I realized it, I could 
live with it, and now I’m fine with it - though 
that fear never quite goes away.) But analyzing 
my walking breakdown is not the point tonight. 

The point is that this happens to many, and 
it hasn’t got a name. I call it a walking nervous 
breakdown. You can function, sometimes func- 
tion really well at this and that. You can get 
through the day and through the night - often 
being a pain in the ass as you do so, but you 
can do so. You can even have fun. There’s no 
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Private Abortion Care 

• Surgical Abortion and Abortion Pill 
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time in my life when I haven’t had fun, one way 
or another. You’re not depressed (except some- 
times), you’re not in despair (except now and 
then), you may fall into bleak moods for weeks 
on end (but you come out of them). Now and 
again (for me it was often) you “act out,” as they 
say. For me, acting out was, oh, a more than 
usually destructive affair, a terribly embarrassing 
drunken binge, or (still my favorite) getting into 
some sort of dangerous fix and having to finesse 
or luck my way out . . . though I was never in so 
much danger as in that radio booth. 

Every temperament has its own style. Some 
folks just get progressively more dull, and no 
loved one guesses (because they don’t want 
to) that what’s behind that dullness is a pretty 
interesting din of turmoil. Some folks get more 
or less, well, not there - they speak as they’ve 
spoken (just as smartly!), work as they’ve worked 
(just as efficiently!), fuck as they’ve fucked (not 
quite the best anymore), do what they’ve done, 
but they’re not quite there and sooner or later 
that gets noticed, and usually it’s decided that 
it’s no big deal. At which point such folks lose 
the battle and the light goes out. (fforrible, when 
your agony is not even noticed.) Some years later 
those folks die and at the funeral people say 
vaguely pleasant, vaguely troubled cliches, under 
which is the question “What happened ?” Some 
folks get gaudy, do stuff utterly “unlike” them, 
create messy dramas, or they quit their jobs, or 
they decide to have a baby . . . something. 

Most folks just hang on. Like 1 did. Best they 
can. They don’t know what’s happening except 
that it’s all wrong. Their lives are not their lives. 
Not really. And that knowledge tears them qui- 
etly apart. You can hear it if you like - go to a 
quiet place and slowly tear a page of paper in 
half. That’s what it sounds like inside, and it 
goes on for years. For some folks it never ends, 
they just hang on until hanging on becomes 
their definition of life. Walking nervous break- 
downs. Multitudes of walking nervous break- 
downs. Flappens all the time, to all kinds of 
people. It’s so “normal” it’s barely noticed. 

And some folks get through it, as I did some 
time back. If you’re fortunate enough to get 
through your walking nervous breakdown to a 
life that is honestly yours, you slowly come to 
realize that there’s no one to blame and no one 
who can live your life for you. You live it for your- 
self - as a wise friend says, “You take it a step at 
a time and watch what you step in” - and you’re 
thankful for every moment, thinking that maybe 
all wisdom comes back to what the gypsies say: 

Sometimes you get the bear, sometimes the 
bear gets you. ■

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One of the greatest moms of the Austin arts 
scene has died. Glynda Cox, who for nine years 
ran the beloved Downtown performance venue 
Chicago House with her partner, Peg Miller, 
passed away in her sleep on Sunday, Jan. 20. 

She was 64. Tragically, her death came one day 
after the passing of her father, G.B. “Pete" 

Martin, in New Braunfels. It was at Chicago 
House that many a fledgling playwright, poet, 
singer-songwriter, storyteller, and theatre compa- 
ny took a leap out of the nest, and 
no matter how clumsy a flight it may 
have been, Glynda was always there 
with an encouraging word or a smile 
or a hug to make you feel better 
about it. You may not have been her 
kid, but she was so supportive and 
nurturing that whenever you were 
around her, you felt like you were. 

Cox had other jobs - she followed 
her dad into work for Southwestern 
Bell and broke through the gender 
line in a couple of male-only jobs - 
but it was Austin’s arts scene where 
she made even more of an impact. 

She came to Austin having been a 
student of the great theatre educa- 
tor Ruth Denney alongside Paula Prentiss and 
Robert Foxworth at Lamar High School in 
Houston. In the Seventies, she served as house 
manager for Center Stage, and director Jimmy 
Costello’s stagings of musicals by Sondheim and 
a way-out-of-town tryout for the Stephen Schwartz- 
Joseph Stein musical The Baker’s Wife, with the 
late Joe York and recent Tony Award winner Julie 
White, made a deep impression on her. In 1984, 


Cox became a partner in Chameleon’s Coffee 
House in an old building on Trinity between Sixth 
and Seventh. After a few years, two of the part- 
ners decided to take the establishment to Brodie 
Oaks, but Cox and Miller were able to hold on to 
the lease and, in the summer of 1987, opened 
Chicago House. The venue quickly became a 
home for low-budget theatrical productions and 
open mics, and an astounding roster of artists 
passed through its doors by the time it closed in 
1996: Alejandro Escovedo, Tish 
Hinojosa, Jo Carol Pierce, Jimmy 
LaFave, Sharon Bridgforth, Karen 
Kuykendall and Sterling Price- 
McKinney, David Rodriguez, Steven 
Tomlinson, Slaid Cleaves, Betty 
Elders, Will T. Massey, C.K. McFarland, 
Marco Perella, Heloise Gold ... the 
list goes on. In 1991, Miller and Cox 
were jointly named Woman of the 
Year by Music City Texas, and in 
1994, they received the Austin Circle 
of Theaters’ Special Recognition 
Award for Outstanding Contributions 
to Austin Theatre. Cox is survived by 
her son, Jim L.H. Cox, and his wife, 
Lena; daughter Cassandra Sparkman, 
husband Mark, and grandsons Nicholas and 
Alexander; brother Gordon Martin and wife Nancy; 
sister Micaela Zoeller and husband Danny; grand- 
daughter Amber Dupont and great-grandson 
Elijah; her partner, Peg Miller; and friends too 
numerous to count. A celebration of Cox’s life, 
hosted by Betty Elders and Will T. Massey, will be 
held Sunday, Feb. 10, 4-8pm, at Jovita’s, 1619 S. 
First. All are welcome. - Robert Fa/res

In memoriam 


All right, I admit it: As a teen, I watched wrestling. Ivan Putski, Mr. Fuji, Chief Jay Strongbow in his head- 
dress doing his rain dance around the ring. I watched it all and, in my naivete, believed that the Chief was 
a Native American. (Actually, he was Italian.) As an adult, I once watched two somewhat scantily clad 
women wrestling in oil and have to admit I found it at least as stimulating, if not more so, than watching 
Andre the Giant throw people around the ring. 

That’s why The Colosseum, an all-male wrestling show that will be produced at Arts on Real, holds more 
than a passing interest for me. Originally staged in California by Darkhorse Entertainment and featured 
on HBO’s Real Sex, the version in Austin is being directed - and reimagined - by Blake Yelavich, Arts on 
Real’s producing artistic director. “It was a show that was sent to me,” says Yelavich. “The promotional 
videotape was kind of scary. It was done in the corner of what looks to me like a bar. And while I didn’t 
rewrite the basic content, I did fill in some narrative holes and dialogue. Basically, I restaged it for the 
feel of a bigger production - tightened it up yet fleshed it out. You meet all of the wrestlers at the very 
beginning, then the announcer, then the judges. Then the wrestlers wrestle in historically accurate wres- 
tling gear - which is oftentimes next to nothing." 

And do they ever wrestle. Over the course of close to a half-dozen matches, six wrestlers, including a 
California-surfer type, a redneck, and a very big drag queen, compete to face the champion, Zeus, for the title. 
Says Yelavich, “This show is Pageant [Arts on Real’s popular drag beauty contest] all over again: six stereo- 
types working their way up the pyramid, with the audience voting to determine who vies for the championship." 

Since he didn’t know much about wrestling, Yelavich recruited Houston-based Rip Clark, a sometime wrestler, 
underwear model, and expert in martial arts, both to choreograph the show and to star as Zeus. “I met Blake 
through some friends,” says Clark, “and we were talking, and he saw the shape I have. I’m not a big, giant ste- 
roid guy; I weigh 175, but I’m really, really cut. He told me about the vision he had for this play, and he showed 
me the script, and I thought, ‘Oh my God: I have to do this.' Blake’s a genius. I'd seen the one on HBO, and it 
was just something crazy and racy, but the Arts on Real show is awesome. It’s basically the history of wrestling, 
from Roman gladiator days to modern times.” And as to the oil wrestling, Clark says, “It’s mandatory." 

According to Yelavich, they’ve presold more tickets for this extravaganza than for any show in Arts on Real’s 
history, and that’s saying a lot, given that the theatre has hosted perennially popular productions like Pageant. 

So if you're at all interested in seeing seminaked, well-greased men going toe-to-toe without much restraint - and 
if you’re over the age of 21 - I suggest you throw your hat in this well-worn ring very soon. - Barry Pineo

'Sad, Sad, Sad: Parts 1 & 2' 

In the second part of this two-part play, 
God is a blonde in a white pantsuit and spiky, 
white pumps who sleeps with her head on a 
desk, piles of paper and blond hair spilling 
forth, for the whole play. For two guys who just 
arrived in purgatory, this God is a sight for sore 
eyes. Unfortunately, to get a second chance 
at their misspent lives, they have to kill her. 
But then, in a move that smacks of Groundhog 
Day, a third assassin enters to confess that for 
years he has been trapped in a cycle of killing 
God again and again - that’s his fate for eter- 
nity. The conversation among God’s would-be 
assassins zips between clever remarks and big 
stuff like truth and existence, so it feels like 
deeper questions are bubbling beneath the 


play’s surface, but it’s hard to say exactly what 
they are. But if you feel like you’re missing 
something, be grateful that after the play’s 
over, you can return to life without having to 
kill anybody. 

Part one of Sad, Sad, Sad didn’t hold my 
attention as much. I think it was the continu- 
ous pitch of angst and shouting throughout 
that fatigued me. I can see why four guys work- 
ing on a mystery bomb project in a military 
research facility in Nevada might want to yell. 
They are burdened with the weight of their 
secret plot, which, it turns out, will kill all in 
utero babies in the world. But do they have to 
yell so much?

“Eric Beal, you get your hands out of your 
pants right this minute. You’re just like your 
daddy. Good grief . . . Memaw loves you, too, 
you little shit.” With this opening rant, the can- 
tankerous Memaw, played by Rhonda Kulhanek, 
lets us know what’s in store: The Mommy 
Confessions is a gutsy look at motherhood that 
may not be pretty, but it’s sure to be funny. 

As the sole writer and performer, Kulhanek 
is a one-woman cyclone. Playing 12 differ- 
ent women - from jilted wife to pregnant girl 
armed with Easy Cheese - she changes 
roles and wardrobe with more ease 
than Cher. This ease comes in part from 
familiarity; she has been performing 
versions of The Mommy Confessions in 
the FronteraFest Short Fringe for several 
years now. The benefits of this are clear: 
Kulhanek embodies her characters as 
if they are dear old friends. They are 
as real as the pantyhose sagging at 
Memaw’s ankles. 

There is a sweet relief in Kulhanek’s 
freedom to make fun while shouting 
out the hard truths that many moth- 
ers face. Tier characters’ complaints 
may not be yours, but certainly you’ve 
heard them before. Not unlike a session 
of Mommy’s Anonymous, Kulhanek’s 
willingness “to say anything, anything at 
all” as a mom gives us the relief of hon- 
esty amid many good laughs. - C.M.

'Jack and the King' 

That fella in the White Flouse ain’t 
the first Georgieboy to struggle with 
getting his own way. Austin Alexander’s 
Jack and the King is a political satire, with 
Shakespearean undertones, which follows the 
tribulations of King George II after he gets 
shipwrecked. 

Jack, an islander, plays the straight man to 
the blustery king after he washes ashore. King 
George can’t fathom a place where his divine 
rule isn’t immediately acknowledged, where 
there’s no real government, and, worst of all, 
there’s no pig flesh to eat, while Jack can’t 
fathom living under such a moronic tyrant 
again. As more characters arrive on Jack’s once 
peaceful island, they bring more and more 
issues regarding King George’s reign. 

Jack and the King does have its fair share of 
exposition about the problems and potential 
of governmental rule, but at least it’s aware of 
it: One servant climbs on an actual soapbox 
to deliver his speech, discussions are broken 
up with sword fights replete with Street Fighter 
II-style audiences, and there are more than a 
few coconut-rum drinks to go around. King 
never lets its political motives get in the way 
of a good story or a good joke, and in the end 
it plays out just like a Shakespearean comedy 
should. - A. S.

'Paper Weight' 

Born out of a University of Texas graduate 
course analyzing autobiography Paper Weight 
is an exploration of iconic women artists of 


the 20th century. Weight’s four monologues 
explore the sacrifices and triumphs of these 
figures while incorporating autobiographical 
elements of the performers, as well. 

We’re first introduced to Zelda Fitzgerald, 
who at 46 finds she can’t live life as a fairy tale 
anymore. Fitzgerald, played by Elisabeth Sharp 
McKetta, is confined to a room in a mental hos- 
pital, where she has little to do save amass her 
flock of paper cranes. We only hear Fitzgerald’s 
side of a conversation with a doctor, and 
despite her fertile imagination and publicized 


past, it’s depressingly clear that Fitzgerald has 
no one to tell stories to save her psychiatrist. 

Kristin Feahey’s piece on Margaret Bourke- 
White, a prominent photojoumalist, focuses on 
the memories and vignettes that made Bourke- 
White known as “Maggie the Indestructible.” 
Feahey’s piece is more abstract, shuffling 
among themes, stories, and phrases, and the 
inclusion of her own autobiographical bits does 
enhance the effect of Bourke-White’s tale. 

Priscilla Sample plays both character-in-role, 
as well as historian in her piece on Margo 
Jones. Sample, whose Short Fringe script was 
voted into the first Best of Week showcase, 
admits straightaway that acting isn’t her forte, 
but her more conversational style doesn’t pre- 
vent her piece from being any less interesting 
or educational. 

Missing due to illness was Meg Sullivan, who 
was to perform Virginia Woolf. Presumably 
she’ll be well enough for their next show. - A.S.

'Dance Carousel' 2008 

If you have only 60 seconds to make a dance, 
you might as well have some fun with it. That 
looks to have been the thinking of most of 
the 10 choreographers in this year’s edition 
of Dance Carousel, a Long Fringe staple in its 
fifth year. Each dance maker gets four shots at 
a minutelong piece, with many developing a 
single idea or story over the four installments, 
as Nancy Bain does with a series describing a 


woman moving from a beach into deeper and 
deeper waters. Whimsy has never been in short 
supply in Dance Carousel, but this year’s version 
feels more playful than most. Carousel creator 
Ellen Bartel leads the way with a work pairing 
four dancers with life-sized blow-up dolls. (After 
watching these inflatables float suggestively to 
David Bowie’s “Space Oddity,” I’ll never be able 
to hear that song the same way again.) Caroline 
Sutton Clark’s piece fulfills the fantasy of many 
a performer by confronting, and ultimately 
turning the tables on, an audience member 


using a cell phone. Ellen Stader’s broadly 
comic “Conquest” has its heroine get the best 
of a Fatin lothario, but even more fun are her 
pair of funk-fueled dances (including a serious 
flashback to the Bicentennial). Add in Myia 
Fittle and Nikki Johnson in tutus channeling 
their inner children playing ballerinas; Amanda 
Oakley and Randi Turkin doing a slow, sensu- 
ous grind to the Coasters’ “Down in Mexico”; 
and nine dancers wiggling their backsides in 
Annie Hudson’s “Bottoms Up,” and you’re in 
one delightful playground for movement. - R.H

'Luna Tart Died (of a Broken Heart)' 

A failed actress and cabaret entertainer, Tuna 
Tart, as played by Laura Freeman, has descend- 
ed to the depths of bag-ladydom. After a funny 
introduction by Lovey & Lovey, two tippling 
Brits (Michael Jastroch and Tami Nelson of 
ColdTowne Theater), the aptly named Tart 
enters pushing a red shopping cart filled, most 
noticeably, with two apparently identical uku- 
leles. She’s been around the block - in more 
ways than one. Mostly she sings original songs 
while strumming her ukes, but she also tells 
us about her past lives as an actress and singer 
and, especially, about all the men she’s had. 
One of the most entertaining songs she assays 
is, in fact, about how much she likes to spend 
Johnny’s money. 

I wish all the songs had been like that one. 
While Freeman writes clever lyrics and has 


a great voice - whenever she sings tremolo, 
you want to fall at her feet and worship her 
- too many of the tunes had a slow, lilting 
tempo that tended to enervate. In addition, 
the “book” by Freeman and director Rudy 
Ramirez was so disjointed and rambling as 
to be almost nonsensical. But while I didn’t 
have a great time, I was in the vast minority, 
as all but three in the packed house stood and 
cheered at the end. - Barry Pineo

'Prepare for Arrival 
and Cross Check' 


Prepare for Arrival and Cross Check 
shows you everything you ever want- 
ed to know about the lives of flight 
attendants, as well as plenty of stuff 
you didn’t. Compiled from interviews 
with actual flight attendants (don’t say 
“stewardess”), the show describes the 
ups and downs of working for a major 
airliner. So to speak. 

Basically, planes are squalid, the 
schedule stinks, but the people who 
stick with it love the profession. They 
have some great stories. Prepare for 
Arrival makes the curious choice to add 
a few song-and-dance numbers. The 
songs are simplistic and sporadic, and 
the choreography is stifled, given that 
half the cast is wearing pencil skirts. 

It’s automatic now that any show 
about flight attendants will address 
September 11. Steve Barney’s produc- 
tion plays a recording of flight attendant 
Betty Ann Ong’s report to flight control 
from Flight 11 after the hijacking had 
begun. Remarkably, there is little to no 
panic in her voice. Those moments say 
as much about flight attendants as the 
rest of the show together. - E.C.

'Lost/Found' 

Lost/Found is the debut performance of 
Surface Tension Dance Group, described as 
“a collaborative company of dancers with 
musicians and visual artists.” An interesting 
proposal, but, unfortunately, this production 
is underwhelming. The main problem is that 
there is very little material. The production 
comprises seven dances that are each about 
three minutes long. There was too much dead 
time between pieces and an unnecessary 
intermission. The choreography was rarely 
dynamic. The original music employed ocean 
sounds and felt repetitive. The “visual art” 
element was projected video footage of the 
dancers rehearsing. It was lovely footage but 
did not add depth to the performance. There 
was an interesting stab at employing text. The 
fifth dance was underscored not with music 
but with spoken phrases such as “Where is 
my sanity?” and “I used to have an edge.” 
These ideas were then resolved in the seventh 
and final dance. A good idea for structure, 
but the acting was hesitant, and the themes 
of losing and finding felt forced. Hopefully, 
Surface Tension Dance Group will come to its 
next performance with a more substantial and 
dynamic bulk of work. - Hannah Kenah

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BEAUTIFUL CHILDREN: A NOVEL 

by Charles Bock 

Random House, 432 pp., $25 

The decline of the great American experiment 
is written in the neon lights and decaying store- 
fronts of Las Vegas in Charles Bock’s remark- 
able debut novel. Drawing on his experiences 
growing up the son of pawnbrokers in that mon- 
ey-mad city, Brock paints a 
frantic, black-comic portrait 
of life on the fringes of the 
American economy, where 
busted dreams, sexual des- 
peration, cultural vacancy, 
and familial disconnection 
conspire to suck all the life 
out of human beings and 
pound them into isolated 
slabs of sour memory and 
disillusionment. 

At the center of Bock’s 
story resides Newell Ewing, 
a 12-year-old boy looking 
for adventure outside the 
confines of his suburban 
upbringing. His disappear- 
ance one night sets off a 
sequence of events that 
threatens to ruin the lives 
of a whole ecosystem of 
seemingly unrelated characters. There are 
Newell’s parents, Lorraine and Lincoln, whose 
already troubled marriage threatens to col- 
lapse under the strain; Kenny, a disenchanted 
loner with artistic/pornographic aspirations; 
Bing Beiderbixxe, a barely successful comic- 
book artist who spends his time in strip clubs 



and Internet chat rooms; and stripper Cheri 
Blossom, who reimagines her past through the 
lens of a movie camera as a way to mythologize 
her wasted present. And then there’s a wander- 
ing band of runaway teenage misfits. 

Beautiful Children is a great American epic in 
the Thomas Pynchon mold, where comedy and 
tragedy mix fast and loose and the detritus of 
American popular culture 
(lovingly and painstak- 
ingly described) is elevated 
to high metaphor. Little 
escapes Bock’s discerning 
eye, from the megaloma- 
niacal joys of teenage 
liberation to the 
pervasive melan- 
choly of modern- 
day Nevada, from 
the psychological 
despair of a sud- 
denly childless 
mother to the socio- 
logical choreography of a 
lap dance. Long gone are 
the days when novelists 
devoted all their energy to 
the big ideas and left the 
petty relics of the popular 
imagination off to the side. 
In an age like ours and in a world like Las 
Vegas - that one “place on the planet that 
instantly offered the chance to reverse fortune 
and end losing streaks, the chance to set right 
a lifetime of disappointments” - the noble 
and the depraved are equal indicators of the 
national and literary mood. - Josh Rosenblatt

THE SOMNAMBULIST 

by Jonathan Barnes 

William Morrow, 368 pp., $23.95 

Jonathan Barnes’ brilliant debut novel, The 
Somnambulist, chronicles the late Victorian- 
era adventures of a legendary magician-cum- 
detective Edward Moon and his mute, hulking, 
hairless sidekick, known 
only as the Somnambulist. 

The two investigate a series 
of bizarre murders, meet 
a cadre of eccentrics, and 
involve themselves in sev- 
eral strange incidents that 
culminate in a plot 
to destroy and 
remake London. 

The unreliable, 
unnamed nar- 
rator, who fre- 
quently raves like 
a madman, issues 
a warning in the very 
first chapter: "This book 
has no literary merit what- 
soever. It is a lurid piece 
of nonsense, convoluted, 
implausible, peopled by 
unconvincing characters, 
written in drearily pedes- 
trian prose, frequently 
ridiculous and wilfully bizarre. Needless to 
say, I doubt you’ll believe a word of it.” The 
preamble is true but for the “pedestrian 
prose.” Barnes crafts one of the finest first 
novels of the young century, creating an excit- 
ing, memorable book peopled with cultists, 



prostitutes, circus freaks, the undead, albinos, 
poets, time travelers, assassins, Lovecraftian 
creatures, and almost every Victorian-type 
nefarious nasty conceived. The title figure 
offers an enigmatic yet sympathetic figure 
who communicates through (poorly spelled) 
words scribbled on a small chalkboard, does 
not bleed or feel pain, and 
displays an intense, inex- 
plicable loyalty to Moon. 
Truly surprising plot twists 
and red herrings abound. 
Through character actions, 
scene descriptions, and 
the mention of a scant few 
historical facts, Barnes 
successfully conjures the 
period without divulging 
dates. Until the final act 
when the narrator cleverly 
reveals himself, the author 
presents one of the finest 
occult thrillers ever. After 
veering dangerously close 
to the absurd, the story 
ultimately concludes with a 
lyrically obtuse ending that 
creates confusion rather 
than clarity. 

Even with that flaw, 
the engaging ride of The 
Somnambulist offers enough thrills to distract 
from the ending. Or perhaps, just as Jonathan 
Barnes’ narrator deceives in the narrative, 
this reviewer misdirects as well? Read The 
Somnambulist and decide for yourself.

THE REPORT My oncologist called recently 
and said she hadn't heard from me and was 
wondering if I had come to any decisions 
about treatment for my prostate cancer. She 
said she’d been keeping up with me through 
my column, noting that despite my frantic 
social schedule, even the most fabulous pair 
of D&G sunglasses would not protect me 
from this cancer. Since I received this diagno- 
sis, the day after my 50th birthday last 
October, I've been doing what would be called 
“acting out.” This would include amping up 
the glam factor, partying too much, and stay- 
ing out all night, sometimes for several 
nights. Some might say it is little more than 
a tragic attempt at denial, but let’s remember 
that right before I received the diagnosis, I’d 
lost 155 pounds and had begun to unleash 
my new self in a way that I hadn’t been able 
to when I was so overweight. This had 
already been happening when I found out I 
had cancer; I could not go anywhere without 
hearing raves about how good I looked. It 
was deeply gratifying and gave me a kind of 
confidence that I hadn’t had since I was 
much younger ... and thinner. And if anyone 
tries to say that looks don’t matter, I’m here 
to tell you that is a lie. The attention I was 
receiving publicly and privately proved that. 

So perhaps I did go into overdrive when I 
found out how ill I was. So what? I was facing 
the decision of how to proceed with my life - 
what course of treatment would I choose to 


deal with this incurable disease? My choices 
in that department were (and are), in my esti- 
mation, grim. First, there’s the hormone ther- 
apy with all its possible side effects, includ- 
ing osteoporosis, anemia, menopausal symp- 
toms, sexual dysfunction, loss of libido, and 
growth of breasts (which can be treated with 
radiation). Hmmm. Charming. Then there's 
the chemotherapy and its attendant loveli- 
ness and, perhaps for dessert, a prostatecto- 
my that would leave me permanently inconti- 
nent. And what exactly will all this accom- 
plish? Oh, yes, it will extend my life. “Buy 
time,” as they say. But to what end? It’s a 
complicated matter for me, much more com- 
plicated than the simple question of whether 
I want to live or die. I am going to die from 
this cancer one way or the other, sooner or 
later. There is no estimation of how long I 
can expect to be around if I choose to under- 
go the treatments and “live.” And what would 
living be like? I can tell you that the hormone 
therapy is completely repellent to me. Gender 
is a tricky issue with many gay people, includ- 
ing me. Suffice it to say it took me a very 
long time to become comfortable in my own 
skin and not be concerned with anyone else's 
view of who or what I was. A very long time. 
Frankly, I’m not at all excited about rocking 
the boat. In fact, I don’t think I’m going to. If 
I didn't know I was sick, I wouldn’t know that 
I was sick. I feel absolutely no symptoms of 
the disease at this time. And yet, if I choose

treatment, my disease will be evident to me 
immediately, and I will never, ever be quite 
the same again. Why wouldn't I want to con- 
tinue to live as I am now? Left untreated, it 
is estimated that it will be six months before 
I am completely debilitated, and I'll be dead 
three months later. So pencil that in on your 


calendars for the end of October. Instead of 
dressing to kill for my annual birthday bash, 
you’ll be choosing glamorous outfits to wear 
to my funeral. See? Unlike most funerals, this 
time you’ll have plenty of notice to shop for 
your all-black mourning ensembles. Bearing 
in mind that the end of October can be either 
warm or cool, I’d recommend some transition- 
al woolens and dressing in layers. A sleeve- 
less black shift from Ungaro, perhaps, with a 
light cashmere wrap from Louis Vuitton or a 
coat and dress ensemble. Needless to say, 
the issue of my funeral is even more compli- 
cated than the issue of my cancer. Should I 
request a small, private ceremony with just 
my family and Perez Hilton in attendance, in 
which my ashes are scattered over Jackie 
Kennedy's grave? Or do I want a full-blown 
extravaganza like the end of Douglas Sirk’s 
Imitation of Life, in which my funeral cor- 
tege, with prancing ponies leading my casket 
through throngs of mourners lining the 
streets of the Warehouse District, pauses 
briefly at Oilcan Harry’s for a quick vodka 
and soda (extra lime, please) before continu- 
ing on to ... where? Details, details. All / 
know is that I've had a fabulous life, with few 
regrets. If it is my time to go, then so be it. 

No heroic measures. Nothing. Just let me go. 
Besides, we know how these things can go, 
don’t we? I’m sure I’ll still be around torturing 
you for another 10 years.

Our search turned up two prominent varieties of this tradi- 
tional carnival-season sweet: the French style, /a gaiette des 
rois, a flaky crown filled with almond paste and cream, often 
decorated with sliced almonds or dusted with powdered 
sugar; and the Louisiana style, a buttery coffee cake filled 
with cinnamon sugar and frosted with a powdered-sugar 
glaze and sugar crystals in Mardi Gras colors of purple, 
green, and gold. King cakes are served at parties that begin 
with the Feast of the Epiphany and continue through Mardi 
Gras. Tradition dictates there be a porcelain baby or king 
placed in each cake, and the person who gets the slice con- 
taining the baby has to provide the cake for the next party.

been an Austin fixture since it was founded by Patricia 
Bauer-Slate and Tom Neuhaus in a graceful Victorian 
mansion on Old Swede’s Hill in 1975. The bakery soon 
moved to West Austin and has been a neighborhood 
mainstay for more than 30 years, turning out fine 
French pastries, artisan breads, hearty lunches, excel- 
lent coffee, and local juices for a very devoted clien- 
tele. Neuhaus left Austin early on to pursue other 
interests, and bread-baker Jim Murphy joined as 
Bauer-Slate’s co-owner about 20 years ago. This spring, 
Sweetish Hill will experience a change in one key ingredi- 
ent - Bauer-Slate has sold her interest in the bakery to 
Murphy and is leaving to pursue another career. “I’ve wanted 
to cook for schoolchildren since before I started the bakery, 
and I’ve decided that now is the perfect time to focus on that 
goal,” she told the Chronicle last week. Bauer-Slate started 
down this new career path about five years ago when 
Sweetish Hill began providing healthy lunches to some local 
private-school programs. Just like the menu at the bakery, the 
hot school lunches are based as much as possible on local, 
natural, and organic ingredients. Bauer-Slate will now focus 
exclusively on the school-lunch business with her new ven- 
ture, Patricia’s Lunchbox (www.patriciaslunchbox.com). Her base 
of operations is the commercial kitchen at St. Martin’s 
Lutheran Church in Central Austin, where her company pro- 
vides a breakfast snack, hot lunches, and an afternoon snack 
to students there. She currently services two other small pri- 
vate schools and hopes to add one new school-lunch pro- 
gram a year, each run by a qualified, passionate cook. “This 
is a particularly good career for women with kids, because it 
offers them the opportunity to do something healthy for chil- 
dren and conforms to the same kind of schedule,’’ she points 
out. This new business is very timely; there are like-minded 
programs sprouting up around the country: Some are being 
spearheaded by such high-profile chefs as Alice Waters and 
Anne Cooper others are created by concerned mothers like 
Susan Rubin, the subject of Amy Kalafa's call-to-arms 2005 
documentary, Two Angry Moms (www.twoangrymoms.com). Former 
Texas Agriculture Commissioner Susan Combs has been 
quoted as saying, “It would take 2 million angry moms to 
change school-lunch programs.” Bauer-Slate isn’t angry, but 
she does have a plan to change Austin school-lunch pro- 
grams, one school at a time. Meanwhile, don’t expect things 
at Sweetish Hill to change much; several longtime employees 
provide crucial continuity of service alongside owner Murphy: 
Head baker Trang Van Hoach (30 years) is in the bakery, 
retail manager Michael Landry (10 years) is back in charge 
of front-of-the-house operations, Dana Homick (15 years) is 
head chef, and Jeanne Martin (18 years) oversees the 
catering and takeout departments. 


GALLO FAMILY VINEYARDS THIRD ANNUAL 
GOLD MEDAL AWARDS 

The family-owned California vineyard created the Gold 
Medal Awards program to recognize excellence in American 
artisan food production. The competition is open to artisan- 
al food producers who have been in business at least a 
year, and entries can be made in seven categories: bread/ 
baked good; condiment, oil, or vinegar; confectionary good; 
dairy; fish and seafood; fruit or vegetable; meat and charcut- 
erie. Category winners will receive a $5,000 business-devel- 
opment grant, a trip to New York for the awards ceremony, 
and gold-medal seals of excellence to display on their win- 
ning product. In addition, the overall winner will be featured 
in a national advertising campaign touting their product as a 
prestigious award winner and will win a trip to the 2008 
Aspen Food & Wine Classic in June, where their winning 
product will be on display. Although this is still a young pro- 
gram, it offers small artisanal food producers an opportunity 
for invaluable national recognition. Texan Hugh Fitz- 
simmons, owner of Thunder Heart Bison, was a winner in 
2007, and he encourages area food artisans to enter the 
competition. Entries will be accepted through Feb. 28 and 
will be evaluated by a distinguished panel of culinary judges.

Kenobi has opened in what used to be the 
Dan McClusky’s location on the western edge 
of the Arboretum, right off of Great Hills Drive. 
Kenobi means “blooming flower" in Japanese; 
think Japanese fusion cuisine and sushi, very 
artistically presented. You walk in to find an 
architecturally lit space full of dark wood and 
complementary earth tones. Accenting wall 
sections are covered with huge mosaics of 
small, rectangular native stone; tabletops are 
covered with crosscuts of bamboo, sealed in 
polymer. The whole effect is understated 
Asian: hip, cool, elegant, and modern. 

The sushi menu has a full complement of 
sushi, sashimi, hand rolls, and maki, with all 
of the usual suspects well-represented. There 
are 15 house-specialty rolls, including some 
rather creative options. We sampled the 
Seven and a Half ($14), composed of yellow- 
fin tuna, salmon, yellowtail, and avocado; 
rolled and tempura-fried; and served with eel 
sauce, spicy pepper paste, and Japanese 
mayo. A crunchy exterior yielded to the succu- 
lent core, a nice combination of flavors. The 
Millennium ($11) is a blend of spicy tuna, 
peppercorn-seared tuna, and avocado, served 
with ponzu and sesame oil. Both are works of 
art on the plate and both delicious. 

We tried escolar (snake mackerel) sashimi 
($10), five thick, buttery, and luscious slices 
served on crushed ice with a small salad. 


Salt-water eel roll ($7) is a reverse roll of 
grilled saltwater eel with black sesame seeds; 
the roll could have been tighter and the eel a 
tad fresher. Soft-shell crab roll ($8) has an 
interior of crunchy crab, masago roe, cucum- 
ber, and sprouts; it was nice but didn't excite. 

We tried two starters from the “Land” side 
of the appetizer section and two from the 
“Sea”; there are 21 starters combined. Rib- 
Eye Maki ($8, available as an entree for $16) 
is superb: four rolls of sliced rib eye enwrap- 
ping Japanese yam and avocado, grilled, and 
glazed with teriyaki, a study in contrasting tex- 
ture and compatible flavors. Pork Katsu ($8) 
is equally delicious: four nice fork-tender 
medallions of crispy panko-crusted tenderloin 
served with cinnamon-spiked apple and tequi- 
la-lime syrup. Seiho Scallops ($8) are simple 
but tasty: four large scallops sauteed in soy- 
garlic butter, topped with jalapeho slices. 

Gindara Filet ($12) is a big winner: a fillet 
of silky and unctuous black cod slathered with 
sweet miso glaze and baked, served with sea- 
soned rice and excellent yakitori-marinated 
and grilled baby bok choy. This starters sec- 
tion of the menu is dynamic and adventurous, 
and we will be trying the rest. We never got 
around to the five soups or the six salads 
offered on the menu, several of which sound- 
ed very tempting, like the wild mushroom and 
tea-smoked chicken soup with crispy brown 
rice and the squid salad. 

From the entrees section we’ve sampled 
four of the 12 offerings, which range from 
$14 to $32. Frenched Bone-in Rib-Eye ($24, 
12 ounces) was nicely cooked, tender, and 
delicious. It came on a mound of unique and 




appetizing wasabi mashed potatoes with sev- 
eral tempura sweet-onion rings. Asian Braised 
Beef Short Rib ($16) was equally good: three 
rich, fall-off-the-bone meaty ribs on a mound 
of lemon-scented mashers with grilled aspara- 
gus. The asparagus should have been peeled 
or trimmed more judiciously, as the lower sec- 
tions were too stringy to eat. 

Chipotle Salmon ($18) was a definite win- 
ner: a nice slab of perfectly moist salmon 
with a zippy chipotle miso sauce, accompa- 
nied by wonderful dashi 
risotto and the grilled yaki- 
tori bok choy. Both of 
these sides are so good, 
they almost overpowered 
the salmon. Crispy Seared 
Snapper ($21) is several nice pieces of snap- 
per served atop a frisky sweet-tart-spicy 
sauce, matched with a mound of very thin 
sweet-potato strings and tempura asparagus. 
In Kenobi’s entree world, all of the portions are 
generous, and the food is artistically plated. 

We sampled two desserts. The favorite was 
a Japanese plum ice cream ($3), which has 
just the right amount of sweetness, loads of 


perfectly toothsome fruit, and a seductive tex- 
ture. Mochi ice cream balls ($7) require a bit 
of explanation. Mochi is a traditional Japanese 
New Year’s dish made from soaked glutinous 
rice, which is pounded with mallets and formed 
into a sticky cake. Kenobi has taken a pasta- 
thin sheet of mochi and molded it around a 
core of vanilla ice cream; the dish contains a 
half-dozen or so oval globes. We loved the tex- 
tural play between the rich ice cream and the 
chewy, sticky rice. 

Kenobi has an extensive 
bar selection, and the drink 
menu focuses on martinis, 
a lengthy list of sake 
options, and a large wine 
list. We can see how this 
element alone, combined with the design of 
the space, will seduce drinkers into estab- 
lishing a lively bar scene. Table-side service 
could not have been more professional, and 
the staff was helpful in suggesting dishes 
and answering questions. With just a bit of 
polishing, we see Kenobi emerging as a 
power player in Austin's upscale Asian fusion 
cuisine scene. - Mick Vann

When I first started enjoying dim sum in 
Austin, the place to go on a Sunday after- 
noon was Tien Hong to chow on crispy duck 
and pan-fried dumplings while sipping 
chrysanthemum tea. As time want by, Tien 
Hong slowly fell off the radar. Quality of food 
and service were also declining, and I started 
to frequent other places on Sunday mornings. 
Happily, on a recent visit to Austin’s Chinatown 
Center, I discovered TC Noodle House, a 
haven for Asian noodle lovers that happens 
to be the newest venture from the same fam- 
ily that owns Tien Hong. In a brand-new, 
superclean space with very friendly and effi- 
cient service in addition to an interesting 
menu, I sense an upcoming resurgence for 
the longtime Austin restaurateurs. 

The menu at TC features culinary special- 
ties of the Teochew people native to the 
Guangdong province in southern China. 
Because of geographical proximity, their cui- 
sine is highly influenced by that of Vietnam, so 
the menu features an incredible variety of both 
Chinese- and Vietnamese-style dishes. A 
house specialty, the Teochew spiced meats 
are braised and flavored with Chinese five- 
spice, star anise, garlic, and other exotic spic- 
es, then served atop a thick and spicy soy 
sauce. Cuts vary daily, and our choices were 
hard-boiled eggs, pig ear, stomach, and duck. 
We chose the latter, which was probably the 
best duck dish I’ve ever had. Another Teochew 
specialty is rice porridge, a “comfort" dish that 
can be garnished with a variety of ingredients, 
and at least four styles are represented at TC. 

The emphasis, however, is on a mind-bog- 
gling array of egg noodle, rice noodle, and lo 
mein noodle dishes. Egg and rice noodles are 
found in deliciously nourishing soups, made 
with three different fragrant and rich broths. 

On a cold afternoon, I swooned over an egg- 
noodle soup with a whole braised duck leg so 
tender I took it apart with chopsticks. The 
broth was redolent of five-spice with just a 
hint of star anise that did not overpower. 
Garnished with a slice of fresh tomato, a 
whole plump shiitake mushroom, stalks of 
crisp Chinese broccoli, and a pickled plum, 
the soup combined every texture and flavor 
profile - sweet, salty, bitter, and tart. As I 
write this plagued with cedar fever, I sure wish 
someone would bring me a bowl of that stuff 
right now. Another excellent soup combines 
egg noodles, homemade wontons, and big, 
plump shrimp in a flavorful chicken broth, per- 
fect for less adventurous diners. 

There’s also a wide assortment of pan-fried 
and stir-fried noodles with a variety of meats, 
seafood, and veggies, which make hearty and 
satisfying one-dish meals. Among the rice 
dishes, the outstanding boneless chicken 



thigh stuffed with shrimp forcemeat and fried 
to a perfect crisp, served with hot steamed 
rice, homemade pickled vegetables, and fish 
sauce on the side, was the most pleasant 
surprise at TC and a dish that I’ll be back to 
eat many times. Traditional desserts, exotic 
drinks, and pearl teas round out the menu at 
this inexpensive and authentic not-to-be- 
missed establishment. - Claudia Alarcon

Local filmmaker Ya'Ke's 'The Second Coming' screens on HBO

Ya’Ke likes to direct actors. “That’s my thing,” he says confi- 
dently, as if he’s stating that he has a head full of dreadlocks or 
that he grew up on the east side of San Antonio. Bom Dwain 
Ya’Ke Allen Smith Jr., Ya’Ke (as he’s known both professionally 
and to his friends) is more than just an up-and-coming local film- 
maker (splitting his time between San Antonio and Austin). At 
27, he’s made three highly successful short films, been nominat- 
ed for a Student Academy Award, screened on Showtime, played 
at Cannes, and completed his Master of Fine Arts in directing at 
the University of Texas (which is where I first met Ya’Ke in 2003). 
Currently, he’s teaching a directing workshop at UT and develop- 
ing a feature script set for production in early 2009. Exhausted 
yet? Ya’Ke isn’t. He’s just getting started. His most recent short 
and graduate thesis film, “The Second Coming,” premieres on 
HBO on Feb. 4 and runs through March 2. 

Not long after I arrive at his Eastside apartment, Ya’Ke starts 
handing me DVDs. “Have you seen this? Great performances. 
This, too - have you watched this?” More movies come off 
the shelf. “I’m going to take you all the way back to ’72,” he 
chuckles, pulling out a DVD for Lady Sings the Blues (Diana 
Ross’ classic portrayal of Billie Holiday). His smile is followed 
by a reverent pause. “She was awesome in that movie. I just love 
seeing people that can perform.” 

Ya’Ke repeatedly reminds me that his name means “son of 
God, great warrior” in Swahili. To some people, this might be a 
burdensome moniker. How do you begin to live up to that? And 
with his wide smile and bellowing laugh, Ya’Ke doesn’t neces- 
sarily come across as a warrior. Until he starts talking about his 
movies. Says Ya’Ke: “The films [1 make] are about this class of 
people who get swept under the rug, people we don’t see films 
about. Those are the people that I grew up with. That’s the world 


that I know. When I was growing up, I used to go and read about 
all these great people - Billie Holiday, Martin [Luther] King, 
Malcolm X - 1 would read these stories about these people who 
pulled themselves up from poverty, and I would look around at 
the people who were in my environment, and I would think, ‘If 
these people can pull themselves up, why can’t we?”’ 

The son of a substitute-teacher mother and a mostly absent 
father, Ya’Ke remembers growing up in East San Antonio: “It’s 
just like the hood of any other city. There’s poverty, there’s 
drugs, there’s gangs. It’s not the Alamo or the River Walk. It’s 
like a whole other city. It’s hard out there, and people don’t 
necessarily know that.” 

After watchingjohn Singleton’s depiction of life in South Central 
Los Angeles, Boyz n the Hood, when he was 1 1 years old, Ya’Ke’s 
world changed. “That film impacted me because I was dealing with 
those issues. 1 saw those things, and I knew those people. When 
I was young, we had the bullets flying through our house. Those 
things were happening. And I want to make movies like that.” At 
15, he picked up his first camera and has been at it ever since. 

Indeed, Ya’Ke’s films reflect the struggles he’s witnessed 
and experienced. “Shopping,” which won multiple film-festival 
awards and aired nationally on television, follows the story of a 
single mother (played by his wife, Mikala Gibson, a regular in 
his films) who steals food to feed her kids. “Hope’s War,” which 
won the Directors Guild of America Student Film Award and 
played at Cannes, is about a U.S. soldier who violently struggles 
to adapt after returning from Iraq. 

With “The Second Coming,” Ya’Ke continues his trail of 
success. The story of a father who returns home from prison 
to make amends with his son, the film was nominated for a 
Student Academy Award and won the HBO Short Film Award 
at the American Black Film Festival, which came with airtime 



on HBO and a check for $20,000. But what Ya’Ke remembers 
best about the film’s L.A. premiere is what happened in the 
bathroom afterward. 

“I was in the restroom, and all these guys came in. It was 
funny. They surrounded me, and they were just like, ‘Man, I 
haven’t spoken to my father in years, and for some reason this 
film makes me want to go and give him a call.’ I’m not going to 
say the film is a call to action. But it is.”

NO. 1 AUSTIN DOES THE SUNDANCE 

Ponder these two facts: MovieMaker magazine 
has proclaimed Austin the best place to “live, work 
and make movies,” but the city - and the state of 
Texas as a whole - amassed a paltry $300,000 from 
Hollywood studio film production in 2007. For the 
record, it was a brief shoot for A Mighty Heart, and, 
yes, NBC’s Friday Night Lights that picked up much 
of the slack pre-Writers Guild strike by spending 
about five times that on each episode shot in Austin. 
MovieMaker ranked Austin No. 1 for the first time 
since 2004, citing statewide cooperation that result- 
ed in the new film-incentives program, a strong crew 
base, great film-education opportunities, hot film fes- 
tivals, and plain old enthusiasm. The latest fallout 
from the Sundance Film Festival emphasizes the lat- 
ter. Austin’s hottest cinematographer, P.J. Raval, saw 
his camerawork honored as Hurricane Katrina doc 
Trouble the Water was feted as best documentary 
by the grand jury. Meanwhile, former Austinites and 
brothers Jay and Mark Duplass’ comedy/slasher 
feature, Baghead, was snapped up for distribution by 
Sony Pictures Classics. Jonathan Levine’s not from 
Austin, but he made his directorial debut, the still- 
unreleased (and quite entertaining) All the Boys Love 
Mandy Lane, here. His follow-up, The Wackness, got 
the Sundance dramatic feature audience award. 


SHAUNA CROSS' DREAMS: 

A BOOK, A PAGE, A BARRYMORE 

The last time I saw Shauna Cross was 
at the Landing Strip, where she cast a 
slew of extras (including me) for a topless- 
bar scene in Varsity Blues. Back then, she 
was a recent University of Texas film grad 
with dreams of writing and directing. Now, 
she’s a seasoned L.A. -based scribe with 
gold dust on her keyboard. Cross sold her 
young-adult novel, Derby Girl, on the basis 
of a few chapters; then she sold Drew 
Barrymore’s production company on a film 
adaptation called Whip It! that is expected 
to film hereabouts this summer with Juno’s 
Ellen Page in the cast and Barrymore 
directing. Austin native Cross ended up 
writing the book and the script simultane- 
ously, and both are love letters to her 
hometown and Roller Derby, something she 
took up - as Maggie Mayhem - after mov- 
ing to Los Angeles. “It’s taken on a life of 
its own," she says of the project that writ- 
ing pal Kirsten Smith ( Legally Blonde) 
urged her to pursue. “It’s the most uncal- 
culated thing I’ve ever done. When I sold 
the book, I thought it would be this little 
tiny thing, this weird personal thing.” She 
hints that a very exciting cast will join Page 
in the film, which is set in both Austin and 
a semifictional small town whose claim to 
fame is ice cream. 


VILLA MUSE OUT 
OF AUSTIN'S ETJ? 

On the Austin City Council agenda for 
Thursday, Jan. 31, is a considered proposal 
to direct the city manager to enter discussion 
with Villa Muse folks about removing from 
the city’s extraterritorial jurisdiction the pro- 
posed 1,900-acre facility (800 acres of which 
will be a construction staging crew). Villa 
Muse, a multimedia and entertainment pro- 
duction and postproduction facility for film, 
television, video games, animation, advertis- 
ing, and video and magnetic media restora- 
tion, hopes to start construction this year 
near FM 969 and Highway 130, with the first 
phase completed in 2009. Villa Muse cites a 
study from the Perryman Group that predicts 
the project could bring $20 billion in annual 



spending to the Austin area and up to 
110,000 jobs, 1,000 directly at the studio. If 
the council approves, the project would avoid 
city building regulations and taxes, and over- 
sight would instead come from Travis County. 
Villa Muse is asking the city to move quickly 
but hasn’t set a deadline, says Paul 
Alvarado-Dykstra, the project’s vice presi- 
dent of strategic development. “The creative 
industries in Texas are at a crossroads, and 
our creative talent pool is in jeopardy," he 
says of need for the project. “Each year, 

Texas is losing hundreds of millions of dollars 
in economic opportunity and thousands of 
jobs - just ask the Texas Film Commission - 
in the digital and creative world because we 
lack the incentives, training, and professional 
facilities necessary to attract, nurture, and 
retain our best and brightest.”

John Sayles on the fates of and stakes 
for musicians when faced with that seismic 
moment in musical history, the advent of rock 
& roll: “What about the people who didn’t 
want to jump aboard, didn’t especially like that 
music, or felt they were too old to be accepted 
playing that music? And what happened to 
the people who just couldn’t do it for what- 
ever reason? And what about the people who 
did? What did they do with it? The interesting 
people are those who don’t necessarily create 
something from whole cloth, but they take 
little pieces of this, that, and the other thing 
and make something with it.” 

And that’s how another signature Sayles film 
came into being. Taking bits and pieces from 
here and there and making magic. 

Over the course of three decades and 16 fea- 
ture films, Sayles has established himself as one 
of cinema’s most intelligent, passionate, and 
engaged filmmakers. His oeuvre reveals critical 
engagement with labor struggles ( Matewan. ), the 
Texas-Mexico border (Lone Star), international 
adoption ( Casa de los Babys), and American 


politics (Silver City). Each of Sayles’ films is 
intricately layered, requiring multiple viewings 
in order to appreciate fully the nuanced obser- 
vations of class, race, gender, and language 
within his carefully constructed, finely drawn 
worlds. In his newest film, Honeydripper, music 
is the mechanism with which Sayles enacts his 
iconic interrogation of our culture, with both 
the evolution of American music and race rela- 
tions in the South in his sights. 

Honeydripper is set in 1950 in Harmony, 
Ala. Tyrone “Pinetop” Purvis (played by Danny 
Glover) is the owner of an ailing nightclub 
(the titular Honeydripper). Purvis is slowly 
being run out of business by the joint across 
the street, Ace of Spades, which lures the 
crowds with a shiny, new jukebox. In hock 
to the liquor man, the chicken man, and the 
electric company, Purvis grasps desperately 
at the opportunity to save his operation and 
sees his chance in the mysterious young 
drifter (Austin’s own Gary Clark Jr., in his act- 
ing debut) who shows up in Harmony with a 
homemade electric guitar. Over the course of 


the story, Sayles not only provides a glimpse of 
the crossroads of American music but also of 
the burgeoning civil rights movement, all told 
from the perspective of a troubled black busi- 
ness owner struggling to maintain his grip on 
his life and set to an electrifying soundtrack. 

Music - the way it is written, performed, and 
delivered - is always changing and always aided 
by technology. In only about a hundred years, 
we have gone from spreading music (and, by 
extension, our stories of ourselves) via the oral 
tradition to having the ability to listen to music 
streamed from all points through our comput- 
ers. As a result of this local-gone-global phenom- 
enon, there are several iterations of the inception 
of rock & roll floating around within the cultural 
consciousness: Elvis and that hypnotic pelvis, 
the British Invasion, Bob Dylan plugging in at 
the Newport Folk Festival. According to Sayles 
(and others), rock & roll was born in the Deep 
South and husbanded by practitioners of blues 
and swing; he points to two major shifts in the 
consumption of music in our country’s history 
as the inspiration for Honeydripper. 

“One was when radio came in, and that 
didn’t really happen until after 1920. And that 
was a big deal; [you were hearing] all kinds of 
music you’ve never seen or heard,” Sayles says. 
‘All of a sudden you’re not stuck in a holler in 
West Virginia; you’re starting to hear people. 
Music started moving a little faster, fusing a little 
quicker. One of the next big [shifts] was when 
the solid-body electric guitar and the amp that 
goes with it showed up in 1950. That techno- 
logical change meant that in about five years the 
guitar player stepped out in front of the piano 
and said, ‘Hey, I’m the lead instrument now.’” 

Clark, whose hungry, young drifter 
embodies the musical shift at the center of 
Honeydripper s narrative, agrees that Sayles has 
captured a critical cusp in our country’s social 
and cultural history. “I think the Fifties and 
Sixties are crucial because African-Americans 
started to stand up and rebel against injustice 
and express themselves. This progression was 
expressed in music on a wide platform, and 
someone decided to call it rock & roll. The pot 
was just stirred up a bit, and some beautiful 
music came out of it.” 

□ 

The mise-en-scene of a Sayles film goes far 
beyond the precise placement of a liquor service 
or the way a cafe wall is painted in a South Texas 
border town. The devil is beyond the details in 
these cinematic worlds; he’s in the DNA. “For 
us, one of the big deals was the guitar, because 
Gary’s character was supposed to have made his 
own guitar,” Sayles explains. “We found a luthier 
and gave him the era and told him that this kid 
was a radio repairman, and he’s going to make 
his own from a magazine article or something, 
and like most people, he’s gonna cannibalize an 
acoustic. And he’s not a great carpenter, so it’s a 
pretty simple geometric thing.” 

The resulting instrument, crafted by New 
Jersey-based luthier Ted Crocker, is a solid 
block of mahogany designed to look like it 
was built by a World War II-era radio operator, 
complete with three exposed two-string pick- 
ups. It is a crude-looking piece of outsider art, 
but it plays beautifully, as exhibited by Clark 
when he performs live in the movie rather 
than pretending to play to a prerecorded guide 


track. (Interested parties can procure a custom 
version of the Honeydripper guitar via Crocker’s 
website, www.tedcrocker.com, for $5,150.) 

“It was the heaviest guitar I’ve ever picked 
up [or] played,” says Clark. “I enjoyed playing 
it because of the simplicity. It is the electric 
guitar in its rawest form! No pretty paint, 
superfancy knobs, or pickups.” In some ways, 
it appears that the primitive look and feel of 
the guitar helped Clark to inhabit his character. 
“I think back then the mentality was, well, it 
works, and that’s all that matters. I tried not 
to compare it to my guitars and just go with it. 
That’s what Sonny would have done.” 

This devotion to creating the most authentic 
world possible extends beyond the narrative’s cru- 
cial prop. Maggie Renzi, Sayles’ longtime produc- 
tion and domestic partner, describes the process 
of piecing together the microcosm of Harmony, 
Ala. “Once John’s written the script and by the 
time we come to a location, we’re starting to get 
more information from more people,” she says. 
“For example, the art department started look- 
ing for cars, and they said that there wouldn’t 
have been any personal cars any more recent 
than 1942 because of World War II. And this is 
rural; there are not very many upper-middle-class 
people, so there would be mosdy work vehicles.” 

And, as evidenced by the character of Miss 
Nadine (Davenia McFadden), the women in 
1950 rural Alabama were wizards with the 
sewing machine. “Hope Hanafin, our costume 
designer, explained that the clothes would be 
high fashion but wouldn’t be off the rack,” Renzi 
continues. “These women would know how 
to make them; they’d know what the fashion 
was and scratch together whatever fashion they 
needed to and make something up for Saturday 
night, because it was a stiff competition.” 

Attention to detail to such microscopic lev- 
els aids everyone from the moviegoer to the 
actors on the set. “It helps the audience feel 
like they’ve entered a world that’s not quite 
the world we live in today,” says Sayles. “If you 
do it well enough, they kind of forget that it’s 
a movie and that people made these decisions. 
And I also think it helps the actors. There are 
a lot of actors that just can’t wait to get their 
hands on the props or can’t wait to get their 
clothes on. The car that they’re driving really 
does it for them, and they say, ‘Okay, I know 
who I am now; I know where I am.’” 

For Clark, who has logged many years on the 
clubs and stages of Austin, the scope of Sayles’ 
knowledge helped ease him into the alien 
world of acting. “I just like hanging out with 
John. He knows so much about everything. 
He would get into these conversations from 
politics to bird-mating habits to old basketball 
stats to Big Mama Thornton. I was amazed and 
drawn to him. He’s a huge fountain of knowl- 
edge, and I just try to soak up as much as pos- 
sible. With that, I found it easy to trust him as 
director because he has done his research and 
knows what he’s talking about.”

time Southern argot that the conversations in 
Honeydripper rarely settle into the easy, colorfully 
idiomatic flow that has always been a hallmark of 
Southern speech.” However, if Holden weren’t so 
occupied by what he perceives as a missed oppor- 
tunity to sustain stereotypical representations of 
“Southern” (read: black) speech, he might have 
picked up on a striking reference to a prominent 
hero myth of African-American culture. 

The folktale of Stagolee dates back to the 
late 19th century, when St. Louis cabdriver 
Lee Shelton shot a man in a barroom brawl 
in a conflict over a hat. The 1895 event was 
immortalized in blues and has been handed 
down in blues, folk, funk, and rock music 
(most notably by Mississippi John Hurt, but 
also Bob Dylan, Woody Guthrie, Ike Turner, 
the Isley Brothers, and Nick Cave & the Bad 
Seeds) and toast poems and is often credited as 
the inspirational figure of gangsta rap. In short, 
Stagolee is a badass black man, expert at doing 
the dozens, and caring little for the white man’s 
rules. In The Afrocentric Idea, Molefi Asante, 
the pre-eminent scholar in African studies, 
writes, “Stagolee represents the radical impulse 
to challenge an authority that seeks to repress 
freedom, improvisation, and harmony.” 

Sayles alludes to the Stagolee myth via 
Pinetop Purvis, from the flashbacks to his near- 
mortal conflict with the guitarist in his own past 
to the oracle Possum’s (Keb’ Mo’) version of the 
blues song. Even though he resists the narrative 
of Stagolee when Possum serenades him with it, 
brushing it off with, “I hate that song,” Purvis 
himself is a reluctant Stagolee, invoking what 
Asante terms the rhetoric of resistance. “Tyrone 
is a guy who has a certain status as the guy who 
runs this club,” explains Sayles. “He’s not fight- 
ing to save that building, he could rent another 


building. He’s an African-American man in the 
Deep South in 1950 who’s his own man, and 
that’s what he’s fighting to save. He’s fighting 
for that position. Somehow he senses that it’s 
important not just to him but also that it’s 
important to his community that there is some- 
one like him and Maceo [Charles S. Dutton] 
who are outside the white people’s sphere and 
seem to be their own men.” 

Clark sees a morality tale of sorts in Sayles’ 
portrayal of the myth. “I thought that the parallels 
between the myth and Tyrone Purvis and Possum 
were brilliant,” he says. “Ego, pride, denial, and 
acceptance are a huge factor in society and the 
way we go about our everyday lives. I thought it 
was really eye-opening how John subdy depicts 
this in the way Tyrone and Possum interact.” 

With this gesture toward the archetype, 
Sayles himself participates in the same fluidity 
of music he documents in Honeydripper, enact- 
ing the same forward- and backward-looking 
protean ethos of American music, from the 
outdated juke-joint blues of Bertha Mae (played 
by Mable John, former backup singer for Ray 
Charles and sister to R&B star Little Willie 
John) to the squalling birth of rock & roll, burst- 
ing into the world with the glint of rap in its eye. 
Boundaries and labels be damned. 

□ 

A common trope among Sayles’ scripts is the 
idea of a border, a line of demarcation. On either 
side of these arbitrarily drawn lines are charac- 
ters whose arcs rely upon a realization (ours and 
theirs) that the lines are indeed arbitrary and that 
life itself is colored primarily in varying shades 
of gray. For example, Buddy Deeds (Matthew 
McConaughey), the sainted sheriff in Lone Star, 
is set in stark opposition to the vicious, murder- 


ing Charlie Wade (Kris Kristofferson), yet both 
men are corrupt to the core. In putting moral 
absolutes in conversation with each other, Sayles 
troubles the arbitrary binaries of the everyday, 
revealing them as simply rhetorical inventions 
rather than concrete realities. 

“I’m always interested in what are the things 
that we allow to separate us. In the case of 
segregation in the South, those laws didn’t 
exist unless somebody was going to cross the 
line,” he says. “Laws in the South, if you read 
history, got more repressive because people 
transgressed them. All those Jim Crow laws 
came from someplace, which was that white 
and black people were getting together. That’s 
always interesting to me, those people that 
figure out that [a particular] law is bullshit and 
even at some risk [will] cross it.” 

Take, for example, Purvis, who lies, cheats, 
and steals yet remains sympathetic through the 
course of the movie. Meanwhile, a Pentecostal 
preacher has the ear of Purvis’ wife, Delilah 
(lisa Gay Hamilton), instructing her that she’s 
either with God or with the devil; ain’t no in- 
between. Delilah’s arc is complete when she 
realizes that where the Lord is telling her to be is 
by Tyrone’s side. Delilah can still come back to 
the church, but she realizes that sometimes in 
between - at Tyrone’s side at the Honeydripper 
- is where the Lord wants her to be, and she can 
move gracefully between those two worlds. 

White/black, rich/poor, male/female. These 
are some of the binaries Sayles explores in 
Honeydripper, deconstructing them and expos- 
ing the hierarchies within and among them. 
Such complexity makes for masterful filmmak- 
ing, albeit with somewhat limited appeal. In 
a cinematic landscape inundated with torture 
pom, million-dollar explosions, rubbery fat 
suits, and dim-witted rom-coms, a John Sayles 
film is a rare treasure: quiet, intelligent, chal- 
lenging, and rooted in a deep love of a deeply 
flawed culture. Sayles’ appreciation for the 
subtleties of gray is, in a way, both absolution 
and celebration, and Honeydripper beautifully 
encapsulates those extremes. ■

The Whitest Kids U’ Know (IFC) returns for a new season 
on Sunday, Feb. 10, at 10pm, this time on IFC (the sketch- 
comedy team first appeared on YouTube, then on cable netlet 
Fuse). Being on IFC should bring them some cred, right? Well, 
with skits titled “Sam’s Nut,” “Fart Diner,” “Blue Whale Dick,” 
and “Elephant Balls,” you decide. 

In the midst of these series returns and premieres is a small 
gem, Rick Cleveland’s My Buddy Bill (Comedy Central), which 
airs Thursday, Feb. 7, at 1 1pm. My Buddy Bill falls under Comedy 
Central’s original stand-up tent, but Cleveland’s show is a wel- 
come departure. A former writer for The West Wing and Six Feet 
Under , Cleveland is no comedian, but he does know how to tell 
a good story; the one he tells here is about his chance encounter 
and unexpected friendship with former President Bill Clinton. 

Compared to the late, great monologist Spalding Gray (by 
whom Cleveland is obviously influenced) or comedian Kathy 


Griffin (who’s made a career dishing on Hollywood royalty), 
Cleveland lacks stage presence. Gray needed nothing more than 
a table, a glass of water, a map, and a pointer for props. Griffin’s 
appeal is in her bubbly, barbed delivery. Cleveland is not a per- 
former, so his movements onstage appear stiffly choreographed. 
Still, there’s something enormously appealing about Cleveland. 
His goal is to tell his story of a regular guy and his dog who made 
friends with another regular guy and his dog - only the second 
regular guy happens to be the onetime leader of the free world. 

Perhaps out of respect for the Clintons, or fear - if Cleveland’s 
experiences with Hillary and her steel backbone don’t convince 
you she could be president of the United States, I don’t know 
what will - Cleveland’s monologue veers close to the edge but 
doesn’t reveal anything about the Clintons that viewers couldn’t 
have figured out on their own. Cleveland doesn’t aim for the self- 
consciously high-minded (which Gray’s critics often complained 
of), and he’s not as hipsterish as Ira Glass (on Showtime’s This 
American Life). My Buddy Bill is closer to Garrison Keillor (A 
Prairie Home Companion ), without the tongue-in-cheek yuks and 
hayseed antics. Cleveland is as mild as warm milk. And maybe 
because everyone else out there is aiming for the tart or droll, 
this cup of milk is curiously refreshing.

JIGSAW FALLING INTO PLACE 

Local voltaic dance rockers Electric Touch managed 
to secure a spot at the 2008 Coachella Valley Music 
and Arts Festival, April 25-27 in Indio, Calif., without 
so much as an album to their name. Event organizers 
Goldenvoice announced plans for an additional festi- 
val last week, All Points West, at Liberty State Park in 
Jersey City, Aug. 8-10, the same weekend as and a 
stone's throw away from C3 Presents’ inaugural 
Vineland Music Festival. With Radiohead headlining 
All Points West and the Virgin Festival likely taking 
place concurrently in Baltimore, C3 decided to delay 
Vineland’s launch until 2009, but don’t be surprised if 
Thom Yorke and company make an appearance at 
C3’s Lollapalooza, Aug. 1-3, at Chicago’s Grant Park. 

In other festival news, a lawsuit was filed on Tuesday 
on behalf of Brown Distributing Co. and its four 
employees who were severely burned at the 2007 
Austin City Limits Music Festival (see “Off the 
Record” Sept. 21, 2007) against New Braunfels' 
Evergreen RV Center and other entities allegedly 
responsible for the propane malfunction. 



BURNT OUT 

The lingering stench of smoke outside KOOP Radio on Monday 
afternoon underscored feelings of shock and confusion following the 
Austin Fire Department's Arson Investigations' announcement 
that Paul Webster Feinstein had been arrested in connection with 
the Jan. 5 fire that caused an estimated $300,000 in damages. A for- 
mer KOOP volunteer and host of the jazz program Mellow Down Easy, 
Feinstein, who confessed to the crime, left the station in December 
after applying for a position as development director in late October 
and an unrelated dispute with another programmer regarding the 
music being loaded into the digital library. He faces two to 20 years in 
prison and a fine upward of $10,000 if convicted. “I’m a bit worried 
about morale,” admitted KOOP President Andrew Dickens, standing 
amidst the wreckage. “We need to understand what happened here.” 
KOOP returned to the airwaves last Friday, broadcasting from a studio 
space donated by Entercom Communications. A number of benefits 
are already in progress, including Soundcheck magazine's Monday 
night residency at the Beauty Bar and the Mutants Bali at Beerland 
Feb. 16, featuring the Pataphysics, Alright Tonight, and the 
Carrots. “We're moving forward and continuing to provide a voice not 
heard in mainstream media,” said Executive Director Kim McCarson, 
who hopes to return to the KOOP studios on Airport Boulevard in 
about three months. “We're going to clean up and recover from this.”

Ex-po-sured (as defined by White Denim): 
(tek-spo’zhsrd) verb. “Performing for the mere 
possibility of future gain or additional opportu- 
nities for exposure.” 

White Denim is freezing their collective ass 
off. The thermometer outside reads minus 1 
and doesn’t even register the ungodly windchill. 
Wisconsin in the middle of winter is the last 
place three Austin boys want to be, but for a 
band barely more than a year old, a stint open- 


ing for the Walkmen and doing radio shows 
across the Midwest can’t be passed up. In fact, 
the band has coined a term for it. 

“Everything’s a little more ‘exposure,’” 
laughs Denim drummer Josh Block by phone 
from Milwaukee. “Especially right now and the 
environment we’re in, that word always shows 
up: ‘It will be great exposure for you.’” 

After ransacking Red River last year in a blog- 
buzzed fury, the raucous trio has been well 
“exposured.” Now, as the group prepares their 
debut LP for release in early March, White 


Denim is suddenly being forced to navigate the 
open tundra of the new music marketplace, an 
economy still chipping at the ice of a techno- 
logical blizzard. 

With CD and major labels in a deep freeze, 
alternative business models for the industry 
are beginning to take shape in the drift. Artists 
are discovering new avenues of support, and 
bands like White Denim are at the forefront of 
innovative approaches that are redefining the 
music business. 

Last fall, the band licensed four songs to 
RCRD LBL, an ad-supported online label 
that offers free downloads on their site 
(www.rcrdlbl.com). In addition to paying artists 
for their material, RCRD LBL in turn works to 
license the songs to other companies. Like the 
most promising new business strategies, RCRD 
LBEs approach combines elements of what has 
proven successful in the digital marketplace: 
free downloads, ad-supported revenue for art- 
ists, and the possibility of further exposure and 
revenue through licensing to media sources 
like television, film, and 
video games. 

“The selling point for sf 
us was that it’s free- § 
released,” acknowledges | 

Block. “If they were 3 
charging [fans] for [the 
songs] , we definitely 
would have thought 
twice. I can see a lot of 
people moving in that 
direction - maybe not 
that exact model, but 
that direction. It’s pretty 
obvious with corporate 
involvement getting big- 
ger these days and being 
in the scene. I don’t 
know if it’s good or bad, 
but anything that sup- 
ports music, I think, 
is good when it comes 
down to it.” 

Even more indicative 
of the new musical land- 
scape is the effort behind 
White Denim’s yet-to-be- 
titled album. Transmission 
Entertainment, a local 
booking and events venture launched last sum- 
mer, is providing financial backing for the band, 
helping them buy a touring van and coveting 
recording costs. 

“The idea is to use our existing resources 
to help out in whatever way we can,” explains 
Transmission partner and Mohawk owner 
James Moody via e-mail. “We believe that 
White Denim is better than stolen cheese- 
cake, so we put our money where our mouth 
is. It was never in the ‘business plan’ for 
Transmission to take on bands as their own, 
and that’s probably why we only work with 
one. We are not a record label, nor do we plan 
to be. This is just what happens when you give 
music nerds like us the keys to a business.” 

“It’s pretty much a community thing,” offers 
Block. “They’re going to be sitting there with 
us brainstorming about what we can actually 
do and what’s possible. There are no actual 
defined roles for anyone involved, but just 
kind of what needs to be done and who has 


the ability to do it, whether it’s us as individu- 
als or a band or someone individually within 
Transmission. They can be honest about what 
they can and can’t do, and we can be honest 
about what we can and can’t do.” 

White Denim’s arrangement with 
Transmission mirrors the increasingly blurred 
relationships and roles within the new unstruc- 
tured musical economy. As traditional frame- 
works erode, diverse structures are being erect- 
ed from the rubble. The keys to the kingdom 
have passed from major labels to the fans 
themselves, who are supporting artists directly 
through downloads and live shows. Being 
exposured is no longer about playing in front 
of the right label rep but rather about getting 
your music to the widest possible audience in 
a world where a half-million people Googling 
“song in Old Navy commercial” is more power- 
ful than regular radio rotation. 

Welcome to the new indieconomics of the 
Long Tail. 

Dark-Sided 
Computer Mouth 

In his 2006 book, The 
Long Tail: Why the Future 
of Business Is Selling Less 
of More, Chris Anderson, 
editor-in-chief of Wired 
magazine, outlines the 
emerging virtual economy. 
Citing sales results from 
online companies such 
as Amazon, iTunes, and 
Netflix, Anderson discov- 
ered that given unlimited 
storage capacity, the profit 
scale is nearly turned on 
its head. Whereas the 
industry was previously 
supported by the over- 
whelming sale of only a 
few hit CDs, the accrued 
profit of a large volume of 
limited-sale items is now 
more lucrative than high- 
profile blockbusters. 

“Where the economics 
of traditional retail ran 
out of steam, the eco- 
nomics of online retail kept going,” writes 
Anderson. “The onesies and twosies were still 
only selling in small numbers, but there were 
so, so many of them that in aggregate they 
added up to big business.” 

Traditional music economics is still charac- 
terized by the Pareto principle, or the 80/20 
rule, which recognizes that 80% of sales comes 
from only 20% of products. In other words, 
companies from Wal-Mart to Waterloo Records 
are supported by large volume sales of only a 
few items. This is the hit-driven economy that 
has dominated the record industry since the 
beginning, allowing labels to pay artists ridicu- 
lous sums on speculation, only to drop them 
after one or two “moderately” selling albums. 

Physical retailers can support only lim- 
ited product, so high-selling items continue to 
stock shelves. Likewise, consumers have long 
had few available choices, the marketplace 
driven by a top-down strategy; labels flood the

bottlenecked outlets of radio and retail dictating what the pub- 
lic hears and can purchase. 

Long Tail economics, however, finds success where traditional 
industry registered failure. In the digital economy, lower volume 
sales of a large number of items rivals the higher numbers sale 
of only a few hits. Adding to the profit share of virtual retailers 
is the fact that the Long Tail extends almost indefinitely. Given a 
global marketplace and easy access, every item will find a buyer, 
and more frequently than anyone anticipated. 

As Anderson explains, “That mass of niches has always exist- 
ed, but as the cost of reaching it falls - consumers finding niche 
products and niche products finding consumers - it’s suddenly 
becoming a cultural and economic force to be reckoned with.” 

The new economy doesn’t destroy the viability of hits, but 
it does inevitably diminish their returns as fans are able to 
find music that better suits their individual tastes. It allows 
for true democratization of the industry with discretion seized 
by the public, evidenced in the current cultural influence of 
small-scale indie bands. For every newly sprung White Denim 
along Red River, there’s a teenage hipster-in-waiting searching 
for that band’s music. 

“For a generation of customers used to doing their buying 
research via search engine, a company’s brand is not what 
the company says it is, but what Google says it is,” concludes 
Anderson. “The new tastemakers are us.” 

The Long Tail applies to nearly all aspects of our contempo- 
rary lives, from personal photos (Flickr) to politics (Ron Paul). 
It’s not simply an economic theory but rather the characteriza- 
tion of a culture of abundance as opposed to one of scarcity. 
With more choice and easier access, consumers find material 
that’s most relevant to them individually. 

“There’s still demand for big cultural buckets, but they’re 
no longer the only market,” proffers Anderson. “The hits now 
compete with an infinite number of niche markets, of any size. 
And consumers are increasingly favoring the one with the most 
choice. The era of one-size-fits-all is ending, and in its place is 
something new, a market of multitudes.” 

Viral Video Killed the Radio Star 

Rock & roll was bom of a hit-driven, superstar system. 
Labels manufactured as many formulaic acts and Brill Building 
singles as could flood the limited channels of exposure. When 
rare, public-driven revolts of taste occurred - Elvis, the Beatles, 
Nirvana - the music industry jumped aboard the proverbial 
bandwagon and continued undaunted. 

The model has held for the past half-century, and for all 
its egregious exploitation of artists and the public, it’s still 
difficult to imagine popular music and the recording indus- 
try developing without the centralized control of major label 
monopolies. Yet like any concentrated power structure, wheth- 
er governmental or economic, its influence was maintained 
through scarcity and dictating demand. 

The shortsightedness of major labels today lies in their 
belief that the new business model for music will emerge as 
a similarly monolithic system that has always dominated the 
industry. Though some models, like Live Nation’s 360 deals 
- where label, promoter, and management are all one - will 
take precedent in the new economic landscape, the “market 
of multitudes” demands more diverse, unique approaches. 


Radiohead may be able to successfully self-release albums 
online, but few acts are capable of such digital success and 
are still at the mercy of an established infrastructure for physi- 
cal distribution. Labels, however, aren’t eager to embrace that 
diminished business role. 

Though the new indieconomics levels the playing field for 
artists somewhat, it doesn’t translate to acts suddenly being 
capable of reaching unmitigated success. If anything, the satu- 
ration of music competing for limited attention spans requires 
artists to work harder to connect with their potential fans. The 
rock-star fantasy of big-label money fueling nights passed with 
hookers and an eightball is more distant than ever.

For the new musical economy, this means both artists and 
fans must negotiate a vast frontier to connect. The market is 
suddenly global, and as fans find niche channels that cater to 
their interests through online blogs, forums, and aggregators, 
artists can use those outlets to expand their base of exposure. 
With digital music stores and software such as Snocap or 
the locally developed IndieKazoo, which allow acts to sell 
downloads directly from their websites and MySpace pages, 
musicians can make money from the most distant markets 
with virtually no overhead. 


The key for artists is taking advantage of every possible outlet 
of exposure. Labels can still provide invaluable business experi- 
ence, but their usefulness is slowly shifting toward manage- 
ment and distribution capabilities. Artists must, in one way or 
another, account for their own careers. Yes, it’s a job, but the 
tools are available, and the possibilities are wide open. 

Let's Talk About It 

“We’re set up to where we don’t have to do a label thing,” 
offers Thomas Turner, the beat and business mastermind of 
Austin’s Ghostland Observatory, which releases its third album, 
Robotique Majestique, on the drummer’s Trashy Moped imprint 
Feb. 29. “We have a good distribution deal that we just landed, 
and I just hired a private marketing firm to handle a lot of the 
communications. So I’ve basically hired an infrastructure to 
help me run the label the same way a major label would. We’re 
pretty much set up to do just about anything that a major label 
would provide for a newly signed act.” 

Ghostland’s DIY success may be an anomaly, but it reflects 
the trend. With artists beginning to consider labels not as 
encompassing entities but simply as another cog in the 
patchwork business wheels they construct, both major and 
indie imprints have become an avenue of calculated recourse 
rather than necessity. Artist conglomerates like Austin’s Autobus 
Records (“Collective Wisdom,” May 11, 2007) or financial 
backing from companies like Transmission can easily supplant 
labels’ traditional roles. 

“We’re not seeking out labels, and what labels have talked to 
us really aren’t offering anything we can’t do for ourselves here in 
the States, at the moment as least,” says White Denim’s Block. 
“We’ve been talking to labels in the UK, though, because that’s 
a territory we don’t have down already. We’re looking at labels 
as experienced business guys who already know the landscape, 
and Europe is one that we’re definitely not familiar with.” 

Transmission’s support of White Denim isn’t without local 
precedent, either. The event agency C3 Presents, responsible 
for the Austin City Limits Music Festival and Lollapalooza, 
as well as booking Stubb’s and Emo’s, also manages a small 
roster of artists. Among their clients is local pop quintet What 
Made Milwaukee Famous, which finally sees the release of a 
sophomore effort, What Doesn’t Kill Us, in March through indie 
imprint Barsuk. 

The Long Tail of indieconomics has created a new mea- 
sure of success within the industry, one that curbs tradition- 
al rock & roll iconization and excess into a more realistic 
standard but also one that’s much more accessible for both 
artists and fans. 

“With [the music industry] going downhill, bands like us 
get heard a lot easier, a lot more now than we would have 
when everyone’s ambitions was to get on a major,” says Block. 
“But still, if you’re not 18 and you don’t have your parents’ 
house to go back to, you need a little help. That’s where I see 
community-based businesses really coming into play, people 
like Transmission who take an interest. 

“It’s not the wisest investment, you know, so they’ve got to 
be doing it for a different reason,” he laughs. “It’s pretty obvious 
these days that there are better things to put your money into. 
The only reason people would help out a band is because they 
like them.” ■ 


The Death of DRM 

The recent decision of the Big Four major 
labels to forego embedding digital rights manage- 
ment restrictions into their online catalogs 
appears to be a step forward for the music indus- 
try. For years, labels have demanded copy-protec- 
tion safeguards in licensing their music to online 
retailers. Proponents of new nonproprietary 
media Web standards have heralded the death of 
DRM as a sign that the majors have conceded to 
public demand for downloads compatible with all 
players and with no limits on their reproduction. 


The reality of the move, however, is that the 
labels have discarded DRM because it created 
a rival monopoly for iTunes, which currently con- 
trols about 80% of the digital download market. 
Licensing DRM-free material to the newly 
launched Amazon.com digital music store and 
other would-be competitors is merely the 
Recording Industry Association of America try- 
ing to flex their quickly atrophying muscles in 
the face of Steve Jobs - a disturbing image on 
any number of levels. 

Nevertheless, in abandoning DRM, the majors 
are hardly foregoing user-tracking software. 


Microsoft, smelling iBIood, has already patent- 
ed an ominously named “stealthy audio water- 
marking” for MP3s in hopes of bedding the Big 
Four to assert its Zune digital player as the 
next- gene rati on iPod. The watermarks don’t 
restrict use of downloaded files but do embed 
unique signatures that can be traced back to 
the content producer, allowing illegally shared 
files to be tagged to the original purchaser. 
Currently, Microsoft has not disclosed how the 
technology will be employed. 

While the RIAA’s suits against unauthorized 
distribution of copyrighted material are legally 


justified, the policy highlights the industry’s fail- 
ure to recognize the bigger picture. Attacking 
fans as a defense strategy misses the demands 
and opportunities of the new digital market- 
place, clinging to outdated notions rather than 
nurturing innovation through new open stan- 
dards. Until the remaining major labels are 
forced to admit their proprietary stranglehold is 
no longer an effective business model and start 
developing strategies for taking advantage of 
the Web’s open economics, their relevance and 
reputation will only continue to marginalize.

ROGUE WAVE 

The Parish, Jan. 25 

Not even the damp, clingy air could keep Rogue 
Wave from selling out the Parish on Friday night. Los 
Angeles quartet Midnight Movies barely made it to 
the show on time, having zigged when they should’ve 
zagged on the way in from El Paso. They rocked a 
Lush-meets-Siouxsie sexy dark alt-rock vibe from the 
early 1990s nevertheless, throwing in an earnest 
cover of the Moody Blues’ “Nights in White Satin’’ - 
complete with rock & roll flute! - for good measure. 
Oakland, Calif., outfit Rogue Wave then made good 
on the ticket sales. Frontman Zach Rogue resembles 
your favorite summer-camp counselor: affable, non- 
threatening, and a bit randy. Fie accompanied songs 
on the order of “Like I Needed,” from the band’s lat- 


est and most accomplished LRAs/eep at Heaven’s 
Gate, with liberal hand gestures and led the band 
through an intense instrumental intro to “Sewn 
Up.” The 90-minute set’s high point came with the 
more languid, reverb-heavy “Bird on a Wire,” which 
culminated in a five-man drum circle that lasted a 
blissful eternity before segueing into the gorgeous 
"Lake Michigan,” a Heaven's Gate highlight. After 
wrapping up with new LP opener “Fiarmonium,” 
Rogue came out for two acoustic bits, “Eyes” and 
“California.” The band rejoined him for another 
pair of numbers, ending with a simply unrecog- 
nizable Neil Young tune that had certain fogies 
scratching their heads. It rocked, though, and 
that’s all that matters on a Friday night.

VAN HALEN 

AT&T Center, San Antonio, Jan. 24 

Sincerity doesn’t exactly define hard rock, but last Thursday night 
at San Antonio’s rafters-topped AT&T Center, Van Flalen unleashed 
the love. “We’re in Texas!” exclaimed the Pasadena, Calif., quartet’s 
original frontman, David Lee Roth, at the start of a two-hour blast 
back to 1978-1984. Guitarist Eddie Van Flalen shook Roth’s hand; 
walked back to the drum riser and clasped fingers with his older 
brother, Alex; then planted a big ol’ smooch on the plump, acne- 
sieged cheek of his 16-year-old son, Wolfgang, forced fill-in for the 
group’s original bassist Michael Anthony. “I’m the One,” harmony- 
boosted electric vaudeville from Van Flalen’s seminal, hair-raising 
debut, then began the toppling of three-minute pop dominoes shot 
through Eddie’s fission riffs: “Romeo Delight," second LP early tri- 
fecta “Somebody Get Me a Doctor,” “Beautiful Girls," and “Dance 
the Night Away.” Van Flalen’s Japanese sci-fi monster guitar on 
“Atomic Punk” rousted 1970s FM muscle rock like underground 
nuclear testing. Roth’s eroded vocal range detracted not one horn 
held high from his revolving Vegas wardrobe, line of hats, and 
1,000% delivery effort and equally high-watt grin. No one was hap- 
pier about Roth’s reunion with the Van Flalens at the 20-year mark 
than Roth himself. FHis acoustic intro to “Ice Cream Man” recalled 
the suspiciously overcoiffed Southern Californian’s teen hood - from 
which an entire scene sprang on L.A.’s notorious Sunset Strip - with 
endearing sentimentality. Three or four melodic blunders (“Little 
Guitars," set closer “Ain’t Talkin’ 'Bout Love”) couldn’t match the 
earnest delivery of “I’ll Wait” or prize surprise of "Little Dreamer.” 
Roth’s huge red flag waving on sole encore "Jump” pledged 1984 
with carefree nostalgia. - Raoul Hernandez 


Paramount Theatre, Jan. 24 

After Mingo Fishtrap’s locally brewed opening set of funki- 
ness, Little Richard, the self-styled king (some say queen) of 
rock & roll shuffled onstage on crutches and seated himself 
at the grand piano. Dressed in what looked like rhinestone- 
studded buckskin and wearing the modified mullet he traded his 
pompadour for years ago, he issued a million-watt smile. “Are 
you having a good time?” The audience in the section of orches- 
tra seats below him hooted and clapped in reply. "Shut up,” he 
responded with his trademark retort. The crowd cheered wildly. 
Yet, if those who paid the $100-plus ticket price and expected 
Little Richard to bang the 88s nonstop were disappointed, 
those who paid it and expected to be entertained were not. 

The Macon, Ga., native and his ninepiece band performed trun- 
cated versions of “Slippin' & Slidin’,” “The Girl Can’t FHelp It,” 
“Tutti Frutti,” and “Jenny Take a Ride” but not “Good Golly Miss 
Molly.” FHis voice wasn’t strong, due in part to poor microphone 
mechanics, but the spirit was willing, and he even worked in a 
brief sermon. At 75, Little Richard has more than six decades 
of writing and performing amped-up gospel and fuel-injected 
blues that didn’t just define rock & roll; it laid out the blueprint. 
“I’m the architect of rock & roll,” he announced several times, 
in case there was any doubt. There wasn’t. As his generation of 
players winds to a close, Little Richard remains unparalleled for 
sheer pageantry, guts, and talent. Does anyone think they got 
shortchanged? Shut up. - Margaret Moser 


SHARON JONES & THE DAP-KINGS 

Antone's, Jan. 26 

Showmanship, while not what it used to be, isn’t dead. Slightly 
after 10:30pm Saturday night at Antone’s, the Dap-Kings filed 
onstage in suits, eight parts of a well-oiled machine, and began 
warming up the engine. Three songs later, Jones appeared in a 
white fringed dress and strappy gold heels, ready to turn on a sold- 
out throng. A Sharon Jones & the Dap-Kings show is about just 
that, and Jones is the consummate show woman. “Let me strut,” 
she commanded, as the threepiece horn section propelled her 
brick-house frame across the stage. This blur of fringe and gold 
accented the entire, almost two-hour hip-shaking set list, culled 
largely from 2005’s Naturally and last year’s 100 Days, 100 Nights. 
“Flow Do I Let a Good Man Down?,” “Be Easy,” “Nobody’s Baby,” 
and a tightened-up “My Man Is a Mean Man,” which featured some 
awkward onstage moves from a guy in the crowd, churned under 
Jones’ amber voice with precision. She came with the message, as 
well, getting political but never losing the crowd on "What If We All 
Stopped Paying Taxes.” A much-needed toweling down and eventual 
encore followed, with an appropriate cover of James Brown’s “It’s 
a Man’s Man’s Man’s World.” What had been introduced by the 
band’s guitarist/emcee Binky Griptite as the “Daptone soul revue” 
felt not like 700-strong watching a group of revivalists gussying up 
the past but rather that of a soul crew giving us a show that just 
comes naturally. - Audra Schroeder

A start-up Massachusetts dating service 
has the usual questionnaires about likes 
and dislikes but bases compatibility spe- 
cifically on how one person smells to another 
(straights and gays accommodated). Eric 
Holzle’s ScientificMatch.com tests each per- 
son’s “major histocompatibility complex” 
(MHC) genes, the science behind which 
dictates how one person will translate the 
scent of another (with similar-processing peo- 
ple less compatible). (In one famous study, 
women preferred the smell of T-shirts from 
men whose MHC was the most different from 
their own.) Holzle predicts a higher success 
rate than for ordinary dating agencies but at 
a fee of $1,995 per client. 

BRIGHT IDEAS 

Michael Windisch, proprietor of the 
Maltermeister Turm restaurant in Goslar, 
Lower Saxony, Germany, solved what has 
become a crisis for other restaurants since 
the state extended a smoking ban in August. 
Windisch opened three holes in an outer wall 
so that, in cold weather, a smoker need not 
venture outside but can stick his head and 
arms through the holes and puff away while 
remaining inside (according to a December 
report in Der Spiegel). 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

• In December, the city of Bangalore, India, 
staged its fifth annual marathon, with an elite 
group of runners that officials thought would 
bring the city recognition in the world racing 
community, but problems occurred, the least 
of which were the city’s ubiquitous potholes 
and pollution. At about the 20-kilometer mark, 
the leaders were chased down the street by 
barking dogs snapping at their heels. Twice 
during the race, runners were forced to stop 
and take breaks because impatient motorists 
were disregarding traffic controls to reclaim 
their roads. 

• Egypt’s competitive spirit, combined with 
a recent surge in piety as some in the Middle 
East strengthen their commitment to Islam, 
have led many men to suddenly sport dark cal- 
luses on their foreheads (“raisins”) as a signal 
of perhaps overenthusiastic daily praying. The 
five prayers require, in all, 34 contacts with the 
ground (of forehead and nose), and additional 
personal prayers add to the total, according 
to a December New York Times dispatch from 
Cairo. Rumors persist that some men use 
sandpaper to darken the calluses to appear 
even more pious. 

• Noxious Substances: 1) State and fed- 
eral authorities descended on Quality Pork 
Processors of Austin, Minn., in December after 
11 workers contracted a mysterious neuro- 
logical illness, which apparently came from 
inhaling the mist that results from blowing 
hogs’ brains out with compressed air. 2) New 
York City apartment-house doorman Jonah 
Seeman was suspended in December after 
excessive complaints about his bad breath. 
His job, said a resident, is opening the door, 
“not ... his mouth.” 3) Maurice Fox, 77, said in 
December he would comply with the wishes of 
the Kirkham Street Sports and Social Club of 
Paignton, England, to sit only by the front door 
so he could excuse himself when he needed to 
pass gas, which management said had become 
a problem. 


• A neighborhood yard sale in Cocoa, Fla., in 
December offering children’s furniture and toys 
took place at a home at which two registered 
sex offenders reside with their mother (though 
it was unclear where the items came from). A 
probation officer checked periodically to see 
that the men did not venture outside, where 
some unsuspecting adults, and their children, 
browsed the inventory. 

GREAT MOMENTS 
IN MATURITY 

• Douglas Hoffman, 61, was sentenced in 
January to five years in prison for staging a 
small-scale terror campaign among his neigh- 
bors in Henderson, Nev., to mask his own 
vandalism in destroying more than 500 trees 
to get a better view of the Las Vegas Strip. At 
first, according to prosecutors, Hoffman cut 
down just the trees that affected his own view, 
but to divert attention, he cut down others 
in the subdivision and then sent threaten- 
ing notes suggesting that an extremist militia 
would continue to attack their property, finally 
promising “chemical, biological, and nuclear 
mass destruction.” 

• John Hayes, 46, a Marietta, Ga., middle 
school coach, was arrested in December and 
charged as the person who drove a group of 
his students around at night so they could 
vandalize various Christmas yard decorations 
(in one case, leaving reindeer entangled in 
“sexual positions”). A neighbor whose display 
was wrecked pursued Hayes’ truck, caught 
up to him, and asked, “Are you crazy?” Hayes 
responded, allegedly, “It’s just a bit of fun.” 


THE DISTRICT OF CALAMITY 
(CONTINUED) 

1) Washington, D.C., firefighter Gerald 
Burton faced suspension in December for 
disobeying a direct order by fighting a blaze he 
had come across while driving his fire truck to a 
training class. A supervisor had ordered him on 
to the class, but Burton and his partner put out 
the fire (limiting damage to $150,000), along 
with the dispatched crew, which arrived shortly 
after Burton. 2) In December, as the director of 
the District of Columbia’s Youth Rehabilitation 
Services spoke before the City Council on the 
successes of his special unit tracking down 
escapees, one on-the-run youth watched from 
the audience a few feet away, unknown to the 
director, according to a Washington Post report. 
(Another 19-year-old ran away in September 
and was unaccounted for because a female YRS 
officer, unknown to her superiors, had subse- 
quently married him and was keeping him at 
their home, according to the Post.) 

THE WEIRDO-AMERICAN 
COMMUNITY 

Authorities in Valentine, Neb., have been on 
the lookout since November for the vandal who 
has approached several storefronts at night and, 
apparently with Vaseline smeared over his nude 
body, pressed himself against windows and 
doors. A radio station called the person “the 
buttcheek bandit” (although some speculate 
there may also be a copycat). Asked Valentine 
police chief Ben McBride, “Who in their right 
mind would do something like that?”

Roy T’s Old Salado Bakery began with two legends and has expand- 
ed from there. One legend was made up just for fun; the other is a fine 
Southern tradition of pastries that goes back more than half a century. 

We'll start with the first legend. It’s more of a tall tale. Back in two- 
double-aught-six, John Davis; his partner and father-in-law, Roy Tyson; 
and their wives decided to escape Dallas for the village of Salado to 
open a bakery. 

The family installed the ovens in a rock farmhouse at the entrance 
ramp to 1-35. It is also half a block off one of the town's main thorough- 
fares. The only problem, the building inspector said, was the old water 
well in front of the building. It had to be permanently plugged so no one 
could fall in before Davis and Tyson could open their business. The 
result was a not particularly attractive concrete slab near the front door. 

Davis took the lemons of the eyesore and made lemonade by covering 
it with a fake wishing well and a legend. “The wishing well needed a 
story,” Davis says with a laugh. 

The tale goes something like this: A young Roy I, who grew up in the 
Salado area, was out on the prairie one day when he stopped at the well 
for a drink. Just as the building inspector said someone would, Roy T. 
fell into the well. A long time passed before a buffalo looked over the 
side of the deep hole just in time to have a horn caught by Roy T.’s 
lasso. The young cowboy was pulled to safety by a bison-powered eleva- 
tor. Roy T. was so appreciative that he placed a big, iron bison on the 
cafe’s front lawn as the bakery's mascot. 

That story was just for fun, but nobody was sure what to say when the 
granddaughter of Salado’s other Roy T. came into the coffee shop with a 
bone to pick with the owners. Her grandfather Roy Taylor Sheppard was 
a popular grocer in town during the Forties and Fifties. “It was very much 
a Little House on the Prairie kind of store," Davis says. Roy T.’s grocery is 
best remembered for showing movies on the store’s outdoor wall. 

Davis explained the origin of the bakery's name but was impressed by 
the woman's story. On the wall next to the front door he placed a sign 
telling the history of Salado’s first famous Roy T. 

The bakery's second legend comes from its partnership with the 
Southern Maid Donut Flour Co. Founded in Shreveport, La., in 1937, 
Southern Maid Donut shops spread across the South because of the 
consistent quality and their support from the Louisiana Hayride radio 
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J Food for the road 



show. Minnie Pearl and Johnny Cash sang commercials for the "piping 
hot” doughnuts. The only commercial Elvis Presley ever recorded was 
the Southern Maid jingle. 

As a kid growing up in Dallas, Davis had a Southern Maid shop in his 
neighborhood. “I’ve always measured other doughnuts against the ones 
from that store,” he says. “I’ve done a lot of different kinds of jobs, but I 
never thought I’d be the doughnut guy.” 

Since moving to Salado, Davis, his wife, and his young daughter have 
settled into small-town living. At first the bakery meant long days for 
Davis, waking early to cook the breakfast pastries and staying late to 
prepare for the next day. He says things are developing into a routine, 
even though the menu keeps expanding. 

Along with glazed doughnuts, sausage wraps, pies, and espresso 
drinks, the bakery offers gourmet sandwiches made on homemade 
bread. Or the European-style artisan breads come by the round loaf in 
white, whole-wheat, or multigrain. The bakery recently added pizza to the 
growing menu. Davis and his family are working hard to build another 
legend in Salado. 

Roy T’s Old Salado Bakery is on the northbound side of 1-35 at exit 
284. The bakery is open Tuesday through Sunday from 7am to 5pm and 
on Monday from 7am to noon. Give them a call at 254/947-7181, and 
they'll have a custom-made cake, lunch, or pizza waiting for you.

Can it happen here? As much as we hope so, we 
also don’t want to get our hopes up only to see it die 
a dismal death. 

I’m talking about soccer. Professional soccer. Right here 
in Austin. Last week a local businessman announced the 
formation of the Austin Aztex, which, starting in April 2009, 
will be playing in the United Soccer Leagues. 

You’ll be excused if you’ve never heard of the United 
Soccer Leagues. It’s not Major League Soccer, whose 
teams sometimes get a little ink in the press and whose 
big games sometimes get broadcast on network television, 
it’s a whole other league, with 11 First Division teams from 
Miami to Montreal, from Portland, Ore., to Puerto Rico. 

Coming in under the radar may be the genius of the 
USL. Naturally, it would like the press, but initial hype of 
American soccer rarely translates into lasting league suc- 
cess. Anyone remember the National Professional Soccer 
League? How about the North American Soccer League? 
For a few months there, back in 1977, with Pele playing 
for the New York Cosmos, there wasn’t a bigger story in 
sports. Seven years later, with several teams failing to draw 
even a few thousand fans, the NASL was out of business. 

Then there was the Women’s United Soccer Association. 
In 1999, the U.S. national team had won the Women’s 
World Cup in a sold-out championship game that ended 
with one of the most iconic images in all of sports: Brandi 
Chastain triumphantly tearing off her jersey. A few months 
later, Sports Illustrated named the women its athletes of 
the year. The first professional women’s league began 
from that win; however, it lasted a mere three seasons, 
2001-2003. 

Phil Rawlins, the owner of the Aztex, is well aware of the 
dispiriting history of professional soccer. So are the league 
officials at USL. They know that Americans love playing soc- 
cer but, for whatever reason, don’t much like watching it. 

“We accept the skepticism - it’s in every market,” says 
Tim Holt, USL’s vice president. “With others, there was 
this attitude that ‘We’ve got a soccer league now, and we 
expect you to show up.’ But that's not how it works. You’ve 
got to develop that connection. You’ve got to make it so 
fans feel that they’re stakeholders in the league. It’s about 
building relationships.” 

Holt and Rawlins aren’t kidding themselves. They have 
no illusions about filling the more than 89,000 seats at 
Darrell K Royal-Texas Memorial Stadium or even playing 
there. The most successful franchise in the league, the 
Montreal Impact, has drawn upward of 11,000 fans. But 
the average attendance throughout the league is an entire- 
ly doable 4,774. The trick, says Rawlins, is to make those 
few thousand fans feel like a crowd, a focused gathering, 
and not just a bunch of random people sprinkling an other- 
wise empty stadium. 

It's also important to remember that sports leagues 
don’t happen overnight. The runup can take decades. This 
weekend, millions of people will watch the Super Bowl. It 
wasn't always so, however. Until the 1960s, hardly anyone 
gave a damn about professional football. Johnny Unitas, 
maybe the best quarterback ever, started off making $6 a 
game. And then, bam! Just like that, football took off. 

So who knows?

The folks who live on Catfish Row don't have much. That’s 
never more apparent than when the newly widowed Serena 
Robbins must depend upon the generosity of her neighbors 
to raise the $25 it will take to have her husband buried. And 
even with their dead friend’s body in front of them, they’re 
unable to scrape together $20. That’s how little they have 
to live on. And yet the man who is the poorest of the poor 
in this South Carolina community, a beggar who depends on 
a pair of crutches just to get around, sings, “I got plenty o’ 
nutthV, and nuttin’s plenty for me.” And though he’s sitting on 
the plainest of wooden chairs, he looks like 
a king on a throne. What he has, he tells us 
with pride, are things that matter more than 
money: the sun, the moon, a song, and the 
woman he loves. 

The Zachary Scott Theatre Center’s ambi- 
tious new production of Porgy and Bess says 
a lot about those things that matter more 
than money and how great things can come 
from little. That may seem a contradiction 
given that this may be the biggest, most expensive production 
ever mounted by the theatre, with 35 performers and Michael 
Raiford’s two-story set spanning the Austin Music Hall’s 
broad stage. But the point has less to do with the scale of 
the show or what was spent on it than it does with Dave 
Steakley’s approach to the story and what he mines from it. 
The Zach artistic director has pared away one-fifth of George 
Gershwin’s original 3V2-hour opera and, with arranger Greg 
Bolin, scaled the orchestra down to just nine musicians. That 
means the sound doesn’t boast the lushness of a full com- 
plement of strings or horns, but what is sacrificed in grandeur 
is made up for in soulfulness and character. This is a produc- 
tion that finds expression for its characters’ epic passions in 
the idiosyncratic, richly personal rhythms of jazz and gospel, 
with each musical line coming forth in its own distinctive way, 
shaded by the peculiar history and yearnings of the individual 
giving it voice.

That serves to make this Catfish Row a community even 
livelier and richer in color than it might be in a more tradition- 
al version. It aches with tenderness as Sacha Crosby’s Clara 
croons “Summertime" to her baby, wallows in grief when 
Judy Arnold’s Serena wails over the loss of her husband, 
struts when Janis Stinson’s Maria joyously leads the way to 
the picnic on Kittiwah Island, cringes when David St. Louis’ 
fearsome Crown rages, like a man with a blazing furnace 
inside him. It can’t help but be animated when Cedric Neal’s 
Sportin’ Life is slithering around. The actor has a serpentine 
grace in his moves and in his voice, and he slinks around, 
peddling sin in the form of cocaine and rolling bones, as if he 
just slid over from the Garden of Eden, the Tempter in green. 
(But does Stinson’s Maria give him what for with her steam- 
roller take on “I Hates Your Struttin’ Style.” Wow!) 

Then there are the lovers. Marva Hicks’ Bess is introduced 
as the embodiment of the scarlet woman, weaving behind 
Crown in a lurid red dress, but she responds beautifully to 
the pure, honest affection of David Jennings’ Porgy, who 
projects an inner calm like a windless sea. His joy in her 
beams from him like sunshine, and it’s no wonder she is 
transformed by it. Hicks shows us a Bess touchingly humbled 
and grateful for this love, and when they sing together, though 
Hicks and Jennings do not move, their voices dance around 
each other with a grace that ballet dancers would envy. 

It's a moment that couldn’t be staged more simply, and yet 
it takes us to the heart of this moment and these people. We 
see that again and again in this show, as when a hurricane 
blows through Catfish Row, and Steakley places the survivors 
on the rooftops of houses, mist rolling under them like the 
steam rising off floodwaters. In an instant, we’re thrown back 
into the aftermath of Katrina and the suffering of those who 
endured that storm, powerfully connected to the despair of 
these souls. In the scene that follows, we see these same 
people cleaning up their town, reclaiming their lives. It’s 
an image that's echoed at the play’s end, when Porgy, who 
should be devastated to learn that Bess has resumed her old

ways and left for New York with Sportin’ Life, instead vows 
to follow and find her. One can be the poorest of the poor 
and still have will and love and hope. His departure, with a 
gospel-fueled version of “Oh Lawd, I'm on My Way,” is inspira- 
tional, a lesson to us ail. - Robert Faires

While attending a Short Fringe Best of the Week show 
ensures at least some measure of previous audience 

approval, showing up on any given weeknight is a bit 
like fishing with untested bait: You might catch a few 

* big ones, or, well, you might catch nothing. Ahh, the 

• magic of FronteraFest! Luckily, Wednesday’s show 
from the second week was a nice catch, chock-full of 

good laughs and provocative moments. 

“Amusing Karl Marx” tries to explain how to woo the 
intelligent man. This is no simple matter. Though the 
intelligent man - in this case, the blustery Marx - clearly 
falls into the traditional romantic pitfalls like strewn rose 
petals and lacy garments, he is so self-involved that 
he can’t leave his work long enough for some loving. 
Writer Francisco Rodriguez is hilarious as the meek and 
unaware Marx, though apparently girls are looking for 
more Joseph Stalin in their lovers. 

After making the first week’s Best of the Week show- 
case with “The Weiner Chronicles,’’ Alex Garza returned 
with a new set of monologues titled “The Bumblebee 
Saga.” The storytellers in these pieces are everyday 
people struggling with the fragility of life and the choices 
they’ve made. High on sentimentality but lacking in defin- 
ing details, Garza’s tales wonder at what portents the 
future holds. 

Loaded Gun Theory’s “The Nymph” puts the mythologi- 
cal in a commonplace context. A modern-day mother 
and daughter, feuding about MP3 players and a divorce, 


get stuck in high water, where they happen upon a river 
nymph clad in a fedora and khaki shorts with one fierce 
black beard. Part hobo and part bacchanal, this nymph 
is inclined to play the kinds of dastardly tricks his ilk is 
known for. 

The highlight of Wednesday’s show was Aimee 
Gonzalez’s outstanding and hilarious “Larius Likler.” 
Excerpted from a longer Austin Script Works piece, 

“Likler” focuses on neurotic germophobe Larius and 
his offbeat family. His elder sister is knocked up, his 
precocious younger sister has chosen to rename herself 
Condom, their mother is missing, and their father is tak- 
ing it in stride as best he can. Full of quirky characters 
and witty one-liners, this excerpt had the audience wish- 
ing to see the whole play. 

The comedy styling of improv duo Suspicious Package 
capped off Wednesday’s show. The improvisers each 
took a cue from the audience - the lyric “Let It Be” and 
the nickname Weenie - and incorporated them into their 
scenes as best they could. Suspicious Package seemed 
particularly fearless of failing onstage, and a few miscues 
were easily outweighed by their sidesplitting successes. 

On any given night, FronteraFest delivers surprises, 
and so far it seems that most of the ones this year have 
been quite pleasant. If you want to test your audience 
luck with a night of Short Fringe, remember to book your 
tickets in advance; these shows have been selling out 
almost every night. - Avimaan Syam

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The World Is Making 
Us Lock Bad ’ 

Big Medium Gallery, through Feb. 23 

It seems like collectives and collaborations 
are the things to do right now. Strength in num- 
bers and all that, right? 

Entering the rechristened Big Medium Gallery 
is like walking into someone’s bedroom or enter- 
tainment room. A desk with a troubled computer 
is followed by a dresser with 
random junk (and hidden art 
pieces), leading to a beanbag 
chair in front of an Atari console 
hooked up to a small TV. There 
is a lot happening in a very 
haphazard setup, and it is easy 
to miss the touches supplied 
by collaborating artists William 
Hundley, Paul Moncus, Stacey 
Farrar, and Peter VonDiest. In 
the restroom, it is easier to see what the art- 
ists are suggesting. The toilet “mural,” the fake 
security camera (I assume it is fake), and the 
photographs are recognizable in the usually 
empty room. 

The next gallery is all-out art with a sculptur- 
al installation, drawings, and sculptures. Half of the room is wallpa- 
pered with architectural renderings. Oil derricks drawn with charcoal 
and with black yarn coming out from different points link to a sewing 
machine seemingly creating a beastly throw rug. On the other side of 
the room sit three short sculptures inflating and deflating in such a 
way that the black fur rug is given a suspenseful tension in its still- 
ness. Three drawings correspond with the sculptures and define the 
pasty latex as piles of lightbulbs, cassette tapes, and remote con- 


trols. The works in this room felt the 
most complete as art objects. 

In the last two spaces, you can 
find a series of proposals for ready- 
made art, live examples of ready- 
made hybrids, and a participatory 
activity in the form of surveys and 
suggestions. The clipboards do not 
take up a lot of room, but the propos- 
als cover the whole back wall, and the 
hybrids are scattered on the remain- 
ing wall and floor space. What does 
all of this junk mean? A malfunction- 
ing computer overtaken by Internet 
pop-ups and hard-drive crashes, 
stacks of cheeseburgers, a map 
embellished with the Pacific Trash 
Vortex, piles of discarded electronics, 
and a wastebasket posing as a recep- 
tacle for your surveys all define a 
disinterest with what was once “need 
to have." Is this what it sounds like 
when consumers cry? 

In these broken and forgotten 
states, items are brought together in 
the hopes of creating something new 
and improved. What comes out is 
something less innovative and more 
tragic in its absurdity. 

It is difficult determining the mockery and the genuine frustration 
when some pieces in the show reach a more finished state than 
others. Writer/director Brad Bird cherishes the extraordinary in his 
Pixar/Disney favorites, The Incredibles and Ratatouille ; individuals 
are exalted above mediocrity. But where does that leave the rest of 
us? Can two failed ideas ever amount to greatness without creating 
more junk? Probably not, but it is more fun to share the joystick with 
friends while playing Pitfall! on the Atari. - Salvador Castillo

Persepoiis is at once a confessional 
autobiography, historical 
re-enactment, graphic art 
object, and deeply involving 
contemporary story about 
a girl’s coming of age while 
circumventing not only the 
usual pitfalls of adoles- 
cence but also the enforced 
repression brought on by 
Iran’s Islamic revolution of 
the Eighties. Satrapi’s story, 
which she and Paronnaud adapted into an 
animated film from her graphic novels, is both specific and universal, 
and there enlies a large measure of its appeal. Marjane (voiced by 
Mastroianni) is a young Iranian grade-schooler when first we meet 
her in 1978. A daughter of the middle-class intelligentsia, Marji, as 
she is called, is a feisty young thing who resembles children the 
world over in her love for Bruce Lee, Nikes, and rock & roll. Then, in 
short measure, she witnesses the fall of the Shah’s ironclad regime 
and its replacement by Islamic state rule. Suddenly, the adolescent’s 
awkwardly changing body is forced under a veil, the official history 
in her textbooks is rewritten, and an independent-minded uncle who 
had been merely jailed and tortured by the Shah’s secret police was 
now executed by the new religious dictatorship. The film’s first half- 
hour provides a rich framework for understanding the history of Iran 
in the 20th century, albeit from the perspective of a little girl who is 
our surrogate vessel for absorbing the era’s information, propaganda, 
and mixed signals. Eventually, Marji’s parents send her to Vienna to 
continue her schooling and escape the repression in Tehran. There 
begins a rather picaresque tale of further maturation; in Vienna she 
becomes a different kind of cultural outsider yet still victim to the 
slings and arrows of pained adolescence. "I had survived a war, 
but a banal love story nearly killed me,” she comments sardonically 


after she suffers the tragedy of a doomed love affair. Ultimately, she 
returns to Tehran, where she continues her anguished journey toward 
adulthood before finding her authorial voice. In ways, Marji reminds 
me of Ghost World’s Enid, another self-directed cartoon gal who made 
the transition from page to screen with all her transgressive spirit 
intact. The film’s flat, mostly black-and-white animation helps convey 
some of the sense of a graphic novel, but moreover, the visual look 
complements the story’s moral sphere, a realm governed by absolute 
rights and wrongs and lots of gray in-between areas. Black blobs 
can morph into morality militias, or they can depict the furtive pallor 
of the black-market street vendors whom one turns to for their Iron 
Maiden albums or the deep, black hole of depression one sinks into 
when you literally can’t hold hands or let your hair down in public. 

As befits a coming-of-age story, there are a couple of indulgent pas- 
sages, but they hardly get in the way of the overall flow. Though you 
might have a hard time discussing some of the film’s verbal descrip- 
tions of torture with young ones, Persepoiis will prove a worthwhile 
movie for thoughtful teens. They are likely to discover that their plight 
may be universal, but their circumstances are always unique. And, oh 
yeah, the personal is always political. - Marjorie Baumgarten

I think it’s time for me to come clean and 
admit that I’ve never really liked the blues. I 
realize that’s probably heresy in Austin - the 
bluesiest of all predominately white, upwardly 
mobile college towns - but there you have it. 
Maybe it’s something about the structure of 
the music that bothers me: those same 12 
bars playing over and over - one, four, five, 
one, four, five. Or maybe it’s because I don’t 
understand why blues singers are always 
repeating the first line of every verse and 
passing it off as line two. (If your woman 
leaves you all alone in the first line of a 
song, shouldn’t she do something different in 
the second? Call on the phone or pick up a 
stone or play the trombone?) Whatever the 
reason, the blues and I never clicked. Until I 
saw Honeydripper, Sayles’ new drama about 
life in a destitute African-American cotton- 
farming town in Jim Crow-era Alabama and 
the music that gave it its mythology. Glover 
plays Tyrone “Pinetop” Purvis, an aging piano 
player with a past whose backwoods road- 
house, the Honeydripper, is on the verge of 
financial collapse. While the Honeydripper is 
home away from home to a small tribe of 
middle-aged drunks seeking consolation in 


old dirges, down the road, at Toussaint’s, 
young folks dance and drink and spend money 
to the energizing new sounds of rock & roll. 
The future is electrified, but poor Purvis can 
barely even keep the lights on, much less 
fuel an amplifier. Like his club and the world 
it symbolizes, he is on the verge of extinction 
and, worse, irrelevance. Honeydripper’ s story 
isn’t anything you haven’t seen a dozen 
times before, but where Sayles succeeds 
(where Sayles always succeeds) is in his abil- 
ity to dramatize the psychological and linguis- 
tic details that give identity to a subculture 
struggling for survival. His film feels like life, 
a life that is both consumed by age-old injus- 
tices and bursting with hope in the restor- 
ative power of imagination and art. Like any 
true bluesman, Purvis has been knocked 
down by his burdens but not out, and watch- 
ing him reach deep into himself to find abso- 
lution in the face of paralyzing historical cir- 
cumstance made me realize finally what all 
that damned musical repetition is for: In a 
world where the prejudices and disappoint- 
ments of the past keep coming back to 
haunt the living, the best way to exorcize a 
demon is to call him out by name, over and 
over again, until the words lose their mean- 
ing. If that doesn’t work, though, you can 
always just turn up the guitar and drown the 
son of a bitch out. - Josh Rosenblatt

bride-to-be who gets her comeuppance 
when an ice sculpture falls on her head on 
her wedding day. But not even death can 
stop a force as vindictive as Kate. Instead, 
she returns to Earth in spirit form to keep 
an eye on her fiance-in-mourning, Henry 
(Rudd, cashing in), and wreak supernatural 
havoc on an attractive psychic (Bell) who’s 
using her gifts to wrangle Henry into bed. 

It's not a bad premise for a movie - rich 
with the delicious possibilities of trans- 
mortal combat between an embittered, but 
deceased, woman and her usurping rival, 
who has the distinct advantage of being 
alive - and in the right hands it could have 
been something. Imagine what Rosalind 
Russell and Norma Shearer could have 
done with such roles, or Katharine Hepburn 
and Lauren Bacall, or even Salma Hayek 
and Regina King. Just think of the dialogue 
Billy Wilder or the Coen brothers could have 
written. Instead we get Parker and Bell, 
who approach their performances with all 
the comic agility and screen presence of 
supermodels on their first acting gig, and 
Lowell, who cut his teeth writing for god- 
awful sitcoms like The Drew Carey Show and 
Just Shoot Me and who apparently never 
met a daytime-TV-talk-show verbal slap-down 
he didn't find hilarious. Where Over Her 
Dead Body should soar with blistering verbal 
gymnastics, it limps with empty sass about 
weight gain and skin blemishes; where it 
should race with inventive comic set-pieces, 
it slogs with extended flatulence sequences 
and gags about lifting overweight dogs.

In this wholly unnecessary fourth 
installment of the franchise, Stallone’s one- 
man weapon of mass destruction takes on 
the villainous Burmese army in a mission

missionaries deep in the Myanmar jungles. 
Gone, however, is the manufactured macho 
image of an oil-slicked physique ready for 
action that’s forever burned into our iconic 
memory of the Eighties. In the 20 years 
since we last saw him fighting alongside 
Afghan rebels against the Soviets, John 
Rambo (Stallone) now looks a real human 
being, albeit one still given to tough-guy 
utterances accompanied by a don’t-fuck- 
with-me glare. The script attempts to sug- 
gest that our taciturn hero has softened in 
his old age, given his empathetic response 
to the female missionary who challenges 
him to find his humanity again. Of course, 
the development of human relationships is 
not what the Rambo sequels are all about 
- the emphasis is, of course, on getting 
even with a maximum of bloodletting. The 
bad guys in this film’s black-and-white world 
are beyond redemption and, therefore, 
deserve to die. Be forewarned: Watching 
the graphic massacres of helpless civilians 
by these men requires a strong stomach, 
particularly when you know that such 
senseless brutality is not far removed from 
reality in that troubled country. (The fact, 
however, that the cryptic leader of these 
sadists is depicted as ail the more evil 
because he likes the company of adoles- 
cent boys is stupidly regressive. Shame 
on you, Sylvester.) No question, there is a 
perverse satisfaction in watching Stallone 
the actor shoot, stab, and strangle his 
way to victory (granted, he has help from 
some fellow mercenaries), and Stallone the 
director handles those scenes well. But 
even as the body count rises, you’re left to 
wonder whether there can ever be anything 
more. The initial Rambo film, First Blood, 
was an above-average action film with a 
real human element to it, but its follow-ups 
are this side of parody. Having artistically 
exhausted this franchise long ago and 
ended another one with the 2006 release 
of Rocky Balboa, Stallone is in desperate 
need of reinvention, but he seems myopi- 
cally focused on rehashing the past rather 
than exploring the future. One shudders to 
think what he might revive next by way of 
his film oeuvre. Stop! Or My Mom Will Shoot 
... Again7 More Tango & Cash ? It boggles 
the mind. - Steve Davis

SHARKWATER 

D: Rob Stewart. (PG, 89 min.) 

Stewart, a Toronto-based marine biolo- 
gist and underwater photographer, makes 
up for in passion what he lacks in narra- 
tive subtlety. Sharkwater, his documentary 
on the plight of the shark (and that’s all 
sharks, everywhere in the ocean) in the 
face of a massive, 20-year boom in the 
Asian demand for shark's fin soup and 
such, is as beautiful as it is horrifying. 
Ultimately, the film leaves the viewer a 
simmering rage against the various govern- 
ments (Costa Rica, Guatemala, Taiwan) that 
have allowed a manmade mass extinction 
to occur on their watch while hiding behind 
unenforceable international “agreements” 
to do otherwise. Stewart, who looks to be 
about 20, narrates his film in a tone that 
falls somewhere between oceanic noir and 
blithe Han Soloisms (“This time I knew we 
were in real trouble” is his version of “I’ve 
got a bad feeling about this," apparently). 
As Sharkwater moves from its initial setup 
(which includes the now-common observa- 
tion that sharks aren’t man-eaters at all, 
but man-biters - and only occasionally 
at that), it morphs into a bizarre, genre- 
hopping realm populated by Costa Rican 
gunboats, illegal high-seas longline fishing 
pirates, national malfeasance, corruption, 
and full-bore adventure stories of good vs. 
evil, 20,000 fathoms above the seabed. 
Stewart interviews pro-finning figures, 
including Asian shark’s fin entrepreneur 
William Goh of Rabbit Brand, who defends 
his industry with the surreal argument that 
the shark is “a very fierce animal ... they 
bite you and tear you, there is pain, and 
you die.” Well, no, actually, unless you’re 
Robert Shaw, they don’t. Stewart sets out 
to uncover the truth behind the shark- 
finning industry and, to his and our good 
fortune, falls in with legendary “rogue con- 
servationist" Paul Watson’s Sea Shepherd 
Conservation Society and ends up aboard 
Watson’s equally outlandish vessel Ocean 
Warrior. Watson, the subject of a recent 
New Yorker profile, is known in environmen- 
tal circles as something of a modern-day 
Capt. Nemo, charging into lawless interna- 
tional waters to stop illegal longline fishing 
and shark-finning by brute force (the Ocean 
Warrior has razor-sharp, hull-slashing “can 
openers” welded to its sides and sails 
under a black flag complete with skull and 
crossed trident-and-shepherd’s staff) and 
strategic guile. Once Watson enters the pic- 
ture, Sharkwater sails into cloak-and-dagger 
(or trident) territory, with the captain and 
crew - and Stewart - getting arrested by 
the Costa Rican government and charged 
with seven counts of attempted murder, all 
stemming from their attempt to “arrest” a 
Costa Rican longline fishing vessel operat- 
ing illegally. Truth is, once again, stranger 
and far more interesting than fiction, but 
Stewart, whose youthful idealism makes for 
passionate but uneven filmmaking, should 
scuttle further oceanic pedantry and focus 
his lens on Watson’s “good pirate” efforts 
to sabotage the “bad pirates” and save 
the sea. - Marc Savlov

Imagination typically should be encouraged in 
children, but an excess of it leads to tragedy in this 
more than worthy adaptation of Ian McEwan's novel. 
Thirteen-year-old Briony (the wonderfully unnerving 
novice Ronan) is indulged, but also largely ignored, 
by her family, which includes her headstrong 19-year- 
old sister, Cecilia (Knightley, seductively husky, winc- 
ingly angular). One day in 1935, Briony witnesses a 
bewildering act that involves Cecilia and the house- 
keeper’s son, Robbie (McAvoy). Only later does she 
realize how one person’s vantage, one person’s 
truth, doesn't always square with another's. But 
that epiphany doesn’t arrive until the film’s second 
of three sections, when a now-18-year-old Briony 
(Garai) attempts to write a novelization of that day 
in 1935. (The film’s epilogue takes place in modern 
times.) Atonement is a work consumed with the 
nature of storytelling and the moral responsibility 
of the storyteller. The film is not quite as brutalizing 
as McEwan's brilliant source novel, but it ravishes 
nonetheless in its grand exploration of the sins of 
the daughter and a lifetime spent making repara- 
tions.

Standing outside a Thai restaurant on a Chelsea street in her home city of New York, Nina 
Nastasia would rather talk about anything other than music. Through the phone, sirens wail, and 
a man wanders down the street cursing and shouting. 

“Do you hear that?” Nastasia asks with almost embarrassed bewilderment. "It’s so loud. This 
is what my apartment sounds like with all the windows closed. It’s the loudest fucking city! It’s 
insanity. I don’t know why I live here anymore. I’ve lived here for about 16 years, and I've been 
bitching about leaving for about 14 years. I’m so sick of living in the city, but I can’t seem to 
pick a place to live.” 

Nastasia’s constant, clutching digressions as the city roars around her are an appropriate 
reflection of her songwriting. Since 2000 debut Dogs, Nastasia has mastered a quiet fury and 
hushed intensity, bred in intimate narratives and sparse arrangements that brood beneath 
the surface, threatening to erupt but held at bay by the powerful calm of her voice. 2006’s On 
Leaving and last year’s collaboration with Dirty Three drummer Jim White, You Follow Me, also 
revel in the tension of departing and settling, the latter registering the restlessness in White's 
percussive bursts. 

"Anytime I think of leaving, it just seems like such a pain in the ass," she sighs. “I have so 
much stuff crammed in my apartment. I think stuff keeps me here now. And then my father died, 
and now he’s in the storage facility with all his paintings, so it’s got like 500 paintings and my 
dad and all of our stuff in the storage facility. So it's a huge decision, and now I have a cat. I 
don’t know. It takes a lot. I’m kind of stuck here.” - Doug Freeman

AVOID FORECLOSURE NIGHTMARE 

My mortgage payment is going to be increased this 
year. I’m really worried about not being able to make the 
payments and foreclosure. What can I do? 

We have seen and heard a lot about the housing 
market crisis in recent months. Most reports have 
focused on the soaring number of foreclosures, due 
in many cases to adjustable rate mortgages (ARMs) 
that homeowners simply can’t pay. Some argue for 
government intervention to limit the lender’s ability to 
increase mortgage payments while others oppose the 
government bail-out and argue that homeowners must 
comply with the lending agreement. 

With the likelihood of government intervention 
uncertain, most economic and housing experts predict 
even more foreclosures in 2008. Sometimes unan- 
ticipated financial troubles - losing a job, health 
issues and medical bills, death or divorce - can affect 
a homeowner’s ability to make payments. For these 
homeowners, along with others that already struggle 
with their monthly payments, the prospect of ARMs 
that will increase monthly payment beyond the tipping 
point causes serious problems. 

Losing a primary residence and any accrued equity in 
the property can be a financial nightmare. Unfortunately, 
the homeowner’s problems don’t end with mere loss of 
the property. In some situations where the property is 
worth less than the total amount owed, the lender may 
pursue a deficiency judgment, which represents the dif- 
ference between the resold price of the property and the 
amount owed to the lender. So in addition to losing the 
property, the homeowner will also be required to pay 
the additional “deficiency” amount owed to the lender. 
Moreover, foreclosures and deficiency judgments can 
have negative effects on the homeowner’s credit score 
for years. This perpetuates a downward financial spiral 
by making it much more difficult to obtain a mortgage 
(or other loan) in the future. 

The best way to prevent foreclosure is to not let it 
happen in the first place. Start to prepare now if your 
mortgage will increase in 2008 or other circumstances 
may place you in danger of not making the monthly 
payment. Cut down on monthly expenses, create a tight 
budget and start saving an emergency mortgage fund that 
you can dip into if you get into a bind. You can also con- 
tact a Department of Housing and Urban Development- 
approved housing counseling agency (800/569-4287) for 
counseling to better organize your financial situation.
